Mayor's request fell on deaf ears

NEWTON — Mayor Theodore 
Mann’s request that an aldermen 
be included on the search commit- 
tee for Superintendent Aaron 
Fink’s replacement appears like- 
ly to be ignored by the School 
Committee. 

Although the School Committee 
lost fiscal autonomy to the Board 
of Aldermen under Proposition 2 
%, no mention was made of 
Mann's request as the committee 
neared agreement on the partial 
makeup of the search committee 
this week at a meeting at Bigelow 
Junior High. 

The request was made by Mann 
at the Sept. 21 meeting in light of 
the changes in the school budget 
approval process. 


"Bottle bill’ 
rally fizzles 
in Newton

NEWTON — State Rep. Susan 
Schur (D-Newton) and other sup- 
porters of a bill designed to 
reduce litter by requiring deposit 
on beverage containers urged™ 
Governor Edward J. King to sign 
the legislation at an informal rally 
this week. 

At the Newton Centre Common 
rally, Schur said the bottle bill 
would significantly reduce litter 
and save energy. The legislation 
would require a nickel or dime 
deposit on beverage containers. 
Opponents argue that the bill will 
result in a loss of jobs and in- 
crease prices for beer and soft 
drinks. 

The rally, which attracted little 
attention from local residents 
passing the common, included a 
25-foot high tent-like replica of a 
bottle that read: ‘‘Bottle Bill - 
Make it in Massachusetts.” The 
rally was organized by Mass 
Public Interest Research Group - 
a non-profit research and ad- 
vocacy organization. 

The legislation was approved in 
the House by a 100 to 55 vote 
several weeks ago. The Senate 
was scheduled to take final action 
on the bill this seek. Both the 
Senate and House appear to be 
just short of the necessary two- 
thirds majority to override a King 
veto. 

King, who vetoed a similar bill 
in 1979, said he would reconsider 
his position on the bill. King, 
however, has not indicated a 
significant shift of his position. 

“People don’t want to pay extra 
money for the returnable bottles 
and cans,” Schur said. ‘‘They

Fink, who has served as 
superintendent for 13 years, an- 
nounced this September that he 
will resign at the end of Aug. 1982. 

Broad community representa- 
tion is a priority for the majority 
of the School Committee and ten- 
tative guidelines for the search 
committee call for a maximum of 
15 members. This is to include a 
minimum of two members from 
each of the following groups: the 
PTA Council, Newton principals, 
teachers, high school students and 
central administration staff. 

These representatives would be 
selected by their own member- 
ship. 

There is less agreement on the 
makeup of the remainder of the 
search committee, which will in- 
clude members of the School 


Committee as well various com- 
munity organizations. 

The majority appears to sup- 
port naming four members of the 
current School Committee. 
Although there has been debate, 
consensus was reached at the last 
meeting that no incoming 
members elected in November 
would be named as School Com- 
mittee representatives to the 
search committee. 

Of the possible four members, 
outgoing members Sandra 
Fleishman and Honora Kaplan 
are likely to be selected because 
of their range of experience on the 
School Committee. 

However, Fleishman has called 
the tentative guidelines for ap-

Whither Egypt 
without Sadat?

NEWTON — “Once again,” 
claims Rolf Wichmann, a pro- 
fessor of political science at 
Boston College, ‘‘we're (the 
United States) stuck in a bad 
situation because we ninged all 
our policy on the personality of 
one leader.” 

Wichmann, who specializes 
in Middle Eastern studies at 
the Jesuit school, said Tuesday 
it will be very difficult for the 
new Egyptian regime to con- 
tinue the internal and external 
policies of President Anwar 
Sadat. 

He also noted that the Sadat 
murder may cause Saudi 
Arabia to re-examine her rela- 
tionship vis-a-vis the United 
States. ‘‘There are elements 
within the Saudi royal family 
who do not enjoy the present 
relationship between the 
Saudis and the United States 
and they could very well use 
this as an excuse not to have a 
close association with us.” 

“They may conclude that 
Sadat's relationship with the 
United States was what even- 
tually did him in,’’ said 
Wichmann of the Saudi fami- 
ly’s fear of radical Nationalists 
and Islamic fundamentalists. 

“The Saudis,” in the wake of 
the assassination, ‘‘will be very 
hesitant to go for a joint com- 
mand with the United States 
over the AWAC planes,” he 
said. 

President Ronald Reagan is 
currently mobilizing Congres- 
sional support for the proposed 
sale of advanced radar planes 
to Saudi Arabia despite heated 


opposition both in this country 
and in Israel. 

U.S. Rep. Barney Frank, 
reached in Washington yester- 
day afternoon, said the 
assassination ‘‘pointed out the 
irrelevance of the AWAC sale 
to the Saudi regime.” 

‘In the Middle East, stability 
comes from within,’’ noted 
Frank. 

On the United States’ com- 
prehensive policy for the 
region, the freshman con- 
gressman said: ‘‘We have not 
given the ‘Israeli-Egyptian 
peace accord enough support, 
nor have we applied enough 
pressure to the Saudis to join 
the peace process.” 


“An awful lot is going to hap- 
pen depending on the regime 
that takes over,’’ said a 
cautious Frank. ‘Both the 
United States and Israel should 
do everything they can to en- 
sure that this new regime is 
committed to the peace pro- 
cess.” 


Frank also said that Israel, 
which is scheduled to withdraw 
from the Sinai im April, must be 
guaranteed that she will not be 
hurt by such a withdrawl. 


Wichmann said the 
assassination would make 
Israel ‘‘reluctant”’ to return the 
rest of the Sinai desert to 
Egypt, unless she received 
“strong assurances from both 
Egypt and the United States.” 

“This is going to reinforce 
the belief that regimes in the 
Middle East are not all that 
stable,” said Wichmann of his 
perception on how Washington 
would view the assassination. 


Art should tell a story 


Newton architect Nast has a philosophy

HIGHLANDS—William Nast has 
been evoking beauty in Newton 
with an old-fashioned approach to 
art. 

Nast, an 80-year-old architect 
from Newton Highlands who has 
designed dozens of homes, stores, 
restaurants and public buildings 
in Newton, feels that architecture, 
like any form of art, should be 
simple and balanced, something 
that people can understand. 

“Modern architecture doesn’t 
relate to people,” says Nast, who 
is also a painter and 
carpenter.'’Most people can't see 
what's going on.”” 

In his attic workshop, which 
looks more like a memorabilia 
store because it’s packed with old 
books, posters from the 1940’s and 
1950's, and a variety of collec- 
tables, Nast proudly displays an 
oil painting he did in the 1940's. 

A white bulldog, who bears the 
typical United States Marine 
Corps hat is the original Marine 
Corp Mascot. In several weeks, 
the painting will be auctioned off 
at a black-tie affair in Los 
Angelas, where people such as 
former president Gerald Ford will 
make bids for the painting. 

Whether paintings or architec- 
ture, art should tell a story, says 
Nast, who was born and raised in 
Brooklyn, New York and attended 
the Pratt Institute of Architec- 
ture. 

“When you see & Saturday 


Evening Post cover with a Nor- 
man Rockwell picture on it, you 
can understand the story, without 
words. This is art, and this ar- 
chitecture the way it should be 
when you see it’”’ says Nast, who 
lived in Brookline for several 
years before moving to his pre- 
sent home in 1929. 

Nast, who is now retired from 
Stone and Webster Firm, but 
works in private practice, is still 
active. He continues to paint, 
draw and design and is actively 
involved in Newton’s Retired 
Men's Club, where he is the presi- 
dent. 

For 17 years, he taught design 
to architectural students at the 
Boston Architectural Center, 
where he was a volunteer, and 
several years ago taught carpen- 
try to junior high school students 
in Newton Public Schools, which 
his only son, Roger, attended. 

Sitting at a work table in his 
shop, which he and his son built 
several years ago, Nast glances at 
pictures of work that he has done, 
and compares it to modern work. 

“Much of it (modern designs) 
violates everything I was ever 
taught when I learned architec- 
ture. Balancing, for instance, and 
lack of taste, judgment and pro- 
portion.”” 

Nast’s Newton Highlands home 
is consistent with the way he 
thinks well-done architecture 
should look. It’s a a cozy, one- 
story, red-brick house that

NEWTON — Bruce Marquis, 
who will face Mayor Theodore 
Mann in the mayoral contest Nov. 
3, criticized the mayor this week 
for failing to install smoke detec- 
tors in municipal buildings at 
least two years ago. 

Fire Chief Edward Reilly re- 
quested that smoke detectors be 
installed in all municipal 
buildings in October 1980. 
Building Commissioner Allan 
Fraser sent the executive depart- 
ment a memo outlining Reilly's 
concerns in December 1980. 

Reilly has stressed in recent 
months that millions of dollars in 
damage could have been avoided 
in the three school buildings gut- 
ted by fire over the last two years 
if the buildings contained smoke 
detectors rather than antiquated 
heat detectors.

In the old days, it seemed much easier to find a replace- 


ment for a resigning superintendent of schools in Newton. 
One fermer committee member in 1969 when Aaron Fink was 
selected, told the present committee recently, ‘We simply went ahead 


and advertised.” 


Fink announced this September that he will resign at the end of Aug. 
1982 and the committee has begun discussing the procedure for the 


search for his replacement. 


According to Alvin Mandell, who along with other members of the 
School Committee in 1969 conducted the entire search and interview 
process for a new superintendent, the present committee is ‘making it 
much more difficult for themselves than is actually required.” 

Mandell told the committee, ‘It sounds like you're going to 
Philadelphia to rewrite the Constitution.”” 

Mandell said the process during his term involved simply setting up 
subcommittees to place advertisements and establish the re- 
quirements. The field of applicants was then narrowed to less than 
twenty who were interviewed by the entire School Committee.

Campaign heats up 
over smoke devices 


Smoke detectors are much 
more sensitive than the heat 
detectors, installed 25 years ago, 
and would have alerted 
firefighters much sooner, ac- 
cording to Reilly. 

The Warren Junior High School 
received extensive damage from 
a blaze in December 1979. In addi- 
tion, the Hyde Elementary School 
and the Charles Brown Junior 
High School received more than 
$4 million in damages as a result 
of fires this year, 

In a prepared statement, Mar- 
quis said Mann requested the in- 
stallation of smoke detectors 
recently “only at the prompting of 
the School Committee.” 

Mann authorized funding for the 
smoke detectors after the School 
Committee approved a resolution 
“urgently"’ requesting that the 
detectors be installed in all 
schools. The School Committee 
passed the resolution on May 26. 


Noting that a city ordinance 
passed by aldermen more than 
two years ago which requires 
residents to install smoke detec- 
tors in their homes, Marquis ask- 
ed; “Where was the mayor's 
foresight and concern for the 
public safety, including the safety 
of firefighters who were under 
great danger during these in- 
cidents?” 

In responding to the charges, 
Mann pointed out that every 
building in the city has heat detec- 
tors. Smoke detectors have been 
installed in the schools recently 
gutted by fire, 

Mann said he was ‘the prin- 
cipal architect" of the fire preven- 
tion program and the law requir- 
ing installation of smoke detec- 
tors in homes, also countered: 
“Where was he (Marquis) two or 
three years ago?...It’s funny that

Firefighters get a boost 


Smoke detectors, radio system voted

NEWTON - Aldermen, in two 
separate moves this week , ap- 
propriated $600,000 from surplus 
and ‘‘free cash’ monies to 
enhance the fire fighting ability 
and safety of city firemen. 

Acting on the recommendation 
of Fire Chief Edward Reilly, the 
board approved $300,000 each for 
the installation of smoke detec- 
tors in all municipal buildings and

the purchase of a new radio 
system. 

In another fire-related vote, 
aldermen extended the city’s con- 
tract with Metro Fire, the fire pro- 
tection network that incorportates 
34 cites and towns into a 
cooperative fire fighting system. 

The monies, which some 
aldermen said should have been 
held until the completion of 
revaluation, will be taken from 
the more than $2 million the city 
has in “free cash’ accumulated 
from surplus and additional state 
aid. According to Deputy Mayor 
James Hickey, the city has about 
$850,000 remaining in its excess 
revenue account after last night’s 
appropriations, 

“There is no doubt that these 


items are necessary,”’ said Alder- 
man Richard McGrath, caution- 
ing board members against a has- 
ty vote, ‘‘but we're still faced with 
the uncertainty of revaluation.” 

“I'm asking that these monies 
be held four months until revalua- 
tion becomes certain, he con- 
tinued. ‘Until these issues (the ci- 
ty also faces a possible reduction 
in state aid) are settled, the board 
is acting irresponsibly.” 

The city could face as much as 
an additional $11 million shortfall 
if the Department of Revenue 
fails to certify the city’s revalua- 
tion figures. The accelerated 
revaluation, which is being con- 
ducted by the Acton firm of Fin-

pointing members to the commit- 
tee “heavily school loaded” and 
said there should be more 
parents, community organiza- 
tions and business constituents in- 
volved. 


Monday night the committee 
also approved an initial $10,000 
budget for the search and inter- 
viewing process, a search which 
will be national in scope. 

This amount does not include 
the hiring of a consultant which 


both Fleishman and Robert Ricles 
support. 

Susan Silbey countered, 
“Unless we have to beat the 
bushes...it is not clear to me why 
we need a consultant.” 

Although Wellesley is currently 
conducting a search for a new 
superintendent and is planning to 
use a consultant, Kaplan said, ‘'I 
am reluctant to allocate funds 
from this budget unless I see an 
absolute imperative to do so.” 

The School Committee will 
again discuss’ the process for 
replacing Fink at its next meeting 
on Oct. 26.

However, the School Committee, as a body, can no longer conduct 
private interviews of candidates under the Open Meeting Law. 

“Frankly, if you did nothing but sit tight and let the word get around, 
you'd be flooded with 2,000 applications,”’ Mandell added. 


Big turnout is key 
to Marquis mayoral win

NEWTON — Despite finishing 
4,533 votes behind Mayor 
Theodore Mann in the 
preliminary, Waban 
Businessman Bruce Marquis 
believes with a large voter tur- 
nout he can win the November 3 
election. 

“‘What we want to do is turn out 
the highest vote possible 
throughout the city,’’ Marquis 
said in a recent interview. ‘“‘We 
believe the mayor’s strength has 
voted...The key to us is the tur- 
nout.”” 

The local insurance salesman 
said his campaign has developed 
a plan, which he refused to 
disclose, to get a large turnout of 
voters in the election. Marquis 
also said he plans to raise $10,000 
to $15,000 for advertising and 
campaign expenses. ' 

“I think enough people are 
dissatisfied to beat him (Mann),”’ 
said Marquis. ‘But not unless I 
am able to get them out to vote.” 

Marquis has a full campaign 
schedule for the next five weeks 
including plans to visit MBTA sta- 
tions and bus stops every week- 
day morning. 

With a sharp increase in 
burglaries over the last 10 years, 
Marquis said he will criticize 
Mann for allowing the police force 
to be “understaffed.” 

“This is something that affects 
everyone in the city,’’ he noted. 
“Not just one socio-economic 
class...I have said all along that 
funding of public safety is my 
highest priority.” 

He also lashed out at the mayor 
for ‘dragging feet’’ on installa- 
tion of smoke detectors in public 
buildings and revaluation. He said 
that millions of dollars in damage 
caused by school fires in the last 
year could have been avoided if 


Mann approved recommenda- 
tions to install smoke detectors. 
Municipal and school buildings 
contain ‘heat detectors’ which 
are outdated. 

Marquis said the Mann ad- 
ministration has also played 
“political games” with revalua- 
tion. An Acton firm is currently 
conducting an accclerated 
revaluation to bring property to 
“100 percent full and fair cash 
value” before Jan. 1. As a result, 
the city has received legislative 
approval to send out estimated 
tax bills. The estimated bill will 
come out in late October. 
Residents will not receive the se- 
cond bill, which will show a 
significant jump for many, until 
after the November election. 

Marquis called the estimated 
tax bills a ‘‘political 
smokescreen.”’ 

“If the people were to get their 
property tax bills before the next 
election, I would win easily,” he 
said. 

If the revaluation is not cer- 
tified by the Department of 
Revenue, the city would face an 
additional $11 million cut from 
this year’s municipal budget. The 
cut could result in the layoff of an 
additional 500 municipal workers. 

Marquis, who admitted that 
Mann has a powerful political 
machine, said, “I think the way to 
beat him is to get the message out 
that he has made mistakes and 10 
years is enough. The problems 
facing us now have to be solved by 
anew administration.” 

Marquis said that he will debate 
Mann ‘‘anytime, anyplace, day or 
night."’ 


Mann also said he would 
welcome a debate with Marquis. 
“TI have no objection to debating 
him,” Mann said. ‘‘I already have 
several times.”’

don’t seem to realize they are pay- 
ing extra money for the cleanup of 
litter and solid waste disposal.” 

Throughout the day, Boston Col- 
lege students and Mass PIRG of- 
ficials manned a small table with 
a variety of literature and in- 
formation on the bill. The 
organization also offered in- 
terested local residents a stamped 
addressed letter to King urging 
that he sign the bill. 


Schur, who lobbied for the 
measure in the House, disputed 
claims that the bill will result in a 
loss of jobs. ‘‘Actually the bill will 
increase jobs,’’ said Schur. 
Although one bottling plant in the 
state will be forced to close, she 
said that many new jobs will be 
created in the trucking, clerical 
and recycling’ industries by the 
bill.

Department of Environmental Af- 
fairs contends that ultimately 
2,000 to 3,000 more jobs will be 
created in the Massachusett than 
lost if the bill becomes law. 


Both Schur and state Rep. 
David Cohen (D-Newton) voted 
for the bill. State Rep.Joseph 
DeNucci (D-Newton-Waltham) 
voted against the bill. 

In a short interview, DeNucci 
argued that the bill would result in 
higher prices and a loss of jobs. 

“T am concerned about the 
quality of our environment in 
Massachusetts, he said, ‘‘but at 
what expense? Higher prices and 
a loss of jobs are my concern. 
DeNucci, a consistent labor sup- 
porter, called the bill ‘‘an over- 
rated issue.” The state Labor 
Council has strongly opposed the 
bill. 

Schur called the labor council's 
opposition ‘‘shortsighted.”’ 

“The unions in other states 
where the bottle bill has im- 
plemented are not opposed to it,”’ 
she said. “They realize it makes 
sense and does not cost jobs.’” 

Newton League of Women 
Voter's President Sandy Butzel, 
who attended the rally, said 


members have vigorously lobbied 
DeNucci to change his position on 
the bill. In addition, Schur pointed 
out that DeNucci could be a 
critical vote in a move to override 
a King veto. 

Richard Hannigan, Boston Col- 
lege Mass PIRG director and 
coordinator of the rally, said that 
the organization has been moun- 
ting a massive campaign urging 
voters to write to King in support 
of the bill. 


“It is important for people to let 
King know how they feel about 
this,”’ he said. “I think he is under 
pressure from certain interests 
not to sign it (the bill). But he is up 
for reelection and needs votes.” 


Hannigan contended that sup- 
port for the bill has increased con- 
siderably since 1979 because of 
the ‘‘success”’ of the law in the six 
states which have implemented it 
particularly in Michigan - a large 
industrial state considered a test 
case for Massachusetts.

we only hear from this guy when 
he runs for mayor.”’

He also noted that Marquis, who 
was raised in Newton and left to 
attend college, only moved back 
into the city three years ago. 

“Any registered voter has a 
right to run for public office,” 
Marquis responded. ‘‘ele (Mann) 
never disagrees with me when I 
bring up a problem; he just at- 
tacks me personally...I think he 
ought to stick to the issues and 
stop resting on his laurels.”

Reilly, who requested of the ex- 
ecutive department the installa- 
tion of smoke detectors in all 
municipal buildings in late 1980, 
again expressed the importance 
of a change in fire detecting 
systems. 

According to Reilly, the city 
could have avoided millions of 
dollars worth of damage this past 
year if both the Hyde and Charles 
Brown schools were equiped with 
smoke detectors rather than anti- 
quated heat detectors. 

“Both would have ended up 
minor fires,’’ said Reilly of the 
school disasters. ‘“‘The damage 
would have been considerably 
less at Hyde and at Meadowbrook 
(Charles Brown) the first fire 
would have tripped the alarm.”

Reilly also mention- 
ed that he can longer purchase 
parts for the system which is now 
25-years-old. 

Building Commissioner Allan 
Fraser said the city would save

Nast chuckles as he remembers 
when he moved to Newton 
Highlands that year. Things have 
changed quite a bit. 


“Why, this place was just a 
wilderness when I came here, my 
dear,"’ Nast reminisces, There 
was no postal service and the 
Nasts had to walk to the post of- 
fice to pick up their mail. 

During those years, the Boston 
to Albany Railroad ran through 
the Highlands, stopping at the 
Highlands Circuit Station, which 
wasn't far from Nast's home. 

He chose to live in Newton 
Highlands because of that train 





service into Boston, where he 
worked for Stone and Webster, 
one of the largest architectural 
firms in the world. 

Unfortunately, Nast was laid off 
from his job when the Depression 
hit the country later that year, 
shortly after he moved into his 
new home with his wife and a 
baby boy, Roger, their only child. 

“T got a job working in a 
drugstore on Beacon Street in 
Brookline,” remebers Nast. ‘‘I 
worked seven days a week for 
$10.” 

Nast would leave work at mid- 
night, take a train to Clevland Cir- 
cle in Brighton, then walk home to 
the Highlands. 

“T don’t remember how long it 
took me, but it was quite a walk,” 
Nast says quitely, as he gazes 
down at some papers, his thoughts 
taking him back 53 years. 

When the economy improved, 





Nast returned to Stone and 
Webster, where his career 
flourished. 


Nast helped to design buildings, 
shopping centers, hospitals, train 
stations and other utility projects 
all over the country. 

In Newton, Nast designed “the 
first real supermarket,"’Stat 
Market. It was torn down in the 
mid-1950’s when the 
Massachusetts Turnpike was con- 
structed. A new Star Market was 
built at the same site, off Walnut 
Street in Newtonville. 

“I felt rather badly about it 
(tearing down the market that he 
designed). But that’s prozress. It 
served its purpose.” 

Nast also designed several 
stores in Newton Corner, in- 
cluding the old Woolworth’s store 
and Sklar’s Market on Gayland 
Street, as well as several shops in 
the Gorin Leeder Building in 
Newton Corner. 

Nast searches fruitlessly for in- 
formation about the dozen or 
more homes he designed in 
Newton. In his workshop, Nast is 
surrounded with shelves stacked 
with old books and dusty logs that 
list hundreds of projects that he 
worked on. He can't remember all 
the homes he designed in Newton, 
but recalls a few in particular. 

“I did a deck house on 70 Coun- 
tryside Road and another house, 
around the corner here, at 36 
Parker Avenue,'’ Nast 
remembers, while he continues to 
flip through pages of old log.

Sadat: A 
marked man 


Another man of peace has fallen in a hail 
of bullets. 

This time, however, little suprise. Less 
shock. 

Egyptian President Anwar Sadat was a 
marked man. He knew it. His friends knew 
it. His enemies swore to it, and ultimately, 
succeeded. 

A self-styled liberation group claimed 
“credit”? for the 63-year-old’ statesman’s 
assassination yesterday. While the 
motives of the rebel soldiers who fired 
upon Sadat are still to be fully explained, 
the message from the Mideast seems all 
too plain. 

The price for bold statesmanship, 
courageous moderation and a turning 
away from war to peace is death. 

This son of a peasant, this former revolu- 
tionary firebrand, became a marked man 
on a November day in 1977 when he stunn- 
ed the world and incurred the wrath of 
most Arab nations by a daring personal 
visit to Jerusalem. This courageous over- 
ture led to the first peace treaty between 
Israel and any Arab state. 

The majority of Arab states reacted 
predictably, villifying Sadat while break- 
ing off relations, economic aid and moving 
the Arab League headquarters. 

Sadat’s fate was surely sealed when he 
humanely welcomed the dying king 
without a kingdom, the exiled and spurned 
shah of Iran. The Islamic fundamentalists, 
growing in power, welcomed the chance to 
further attack Sadat. 

Sadat was an unlikely candidate to 
become a man of peace. He switched from 
battling Israelis to conquering hatred and 
mistrust. His arsenal became one of words 
rather than bullets. 

From revolutionary with Gamal Nasser 
to statesman with Menachem Begin, his 
career was marked by daring. He started 
a war with Israel in 1973 and sat down on 
Christmas Day with her prime minister in 
1977 to end hostilities. 

He was an equally unlikely candidate to 
become a friend of America. There were 
15,000 Soviet advisers when he took over as 
president in 1970. Two years later he gave 
them the boot. 

Sadat started with the Kremlin, switch- 
ed to Kissinger and Cronkite on the even- 
ing news, and capped the transition with 
his journey to Camp David with Jimmy 
Carter and Begin. 

His halting but somehow captivating 
English became as familiar to us as the 
ever-present pipe. 

For Sadat there was no retret, either 
from the road to peace with Israel, or the 
desire to resolve the Palestinian issue. 

He achieved the first: Israel withdrew 
from Sinai lands conquered in the six-day 
war and normal relations with Egypt were 
established. The second goal, an autonomy 
scheme for 1.2 million Arabs living on Jor- 
dans West Bank and Gaza Strip, eluded 

im. 

Now the question for Israel, on this, the 
sad eighth anniversary of the 1973 war, is 
what happens next in Egypt. Will Sadat’s 
reapproachment with Israel end, like his 
life, in gunfire? 

For America, a reassessment is due on 
the sale of AWACS reconnaisance planes 
to Saudi Arabia. Lest we forget, Saudi 
Arabia was one of those ‘moderate’ 
Arabs states that broke off relations with 
Egypt after Sadat reestablished normal 
relations with Egypt. 
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Capping Medicaid 
stillin the works

BOSTON (UPI) — Ten months after Gov. Ed- 
ward J. King unveiled his proposed Medicaid 
overhaul, the administration decided to shelve 
the massive reform plan with officials conceding 
they tried to do too much, too quickly. 

Although advocates for the elderly and disabl- 
ed are relieved that the controversial cap on 
Medicaid spending has been scrapped for fiscal 
1982, they now want to know just what human 
service officials plan to do instead. 

Specific information has been slow in coming. 
But administration spokesmen are confident a 
redrafted bill with more legislative appeal than 
the abandoned measure will be ready in time for 
a hearing Oct. 7. 

The months of administrative touting of a 
restructuring aimed at saving $250 million by 
setting a fixed budget for the program and farm- 
ing out the care of recipients to private contrac- 
tors are described by Sen. Jack H. Backman as 
“a waste of time.” 


The Newton-Brookline Democrat, who is 
cochairman of the Human Services Committee, 
said, ‘‘The administration has finally seen that 
its plan would be impossible to implement, but 
what happens next?" 


Richard Rowland, executive director of the 
Massachusetts Association of Older Americans, 
agreed with Backman. 


“They've wasted all this time talking about a 
ludicrous and unmanageable ' proposal,’’ 
Rowland said. 


“That’s not so," is the retort from Kermit 
Morrissey, director of external affairs for the 
Department of Human Services. 


“The public and the health care industry have 
had ample time to look at the implications of a 
fixed budget,” Morrissey said. 


“This idea or something very much like it is 
inevitable in the very near future, he said, 
predicting ‘‘it will appear far less radical in a 
year.” 


The months of deliberations ‘‘served an educa- 
tional purpose,”’ he maintained. 


Citizens groups were more than skeptical of 
the claim that 25 percent of the Medicaid budget 
could be slashed without cutting benefits or 
reducing quality, and the Legislature’s Health 
Care Committee frankly informed the ad- 
ministration the bill was unacceptable. 


Supporters of the plan maintained that the 
sweeping cut could be accomplished by ridding 
the system of unnecessay care. 


The state is still exploring less costly methods 
of treating the 557,000 Medicaid recipients. 
Under consideration is the possibility of increas- 
ing the health maintenance organizations 
(HMOs) from the 15 currently operational in the 
state. 


“The HMOs illustrate one way health care can 
operate within a fixed budget concept,” Mor- 
rissey said.

Massachusetts drivers have this problem 
with their auto insurance. 

On one hand, they pay the highest auto in- 
surance premiums in the country. Of those 
high premiums, $75 constitutes an unofficial 
surcharge to underwrite the losses incurred 
by bad or fraudulent drivers who represent a 
mere 5 percent of the population. 

They read stories about chop shops for 
which professional car theft rings steal cars 
at the rate of one every eight minutes because 
of the parts which will bring top dollar on the 
black market. Massachusetts in the car theft 
capital of the country. Torching of new cars to 
get insurance instead of pay for an accident is 
endemic. And all the while, the insurance car- 
riers seem able to sustain the underwriting 
losses because they make their real money in- 
vesting the income from premiums. 

On the other hand, over the last four years 
insurance companies have sought rate in- 
creases totalling 93.8 percent. ‘the insurance 
commission, weighing all the facts, has allow- 
ed yearly increases of 1 percent. How come, 
facing such “‘hardships"’, have none of the 110 
carriers doing business in the Commonwealth 
pulled up stakes and moved out? Are the com- 
plaints merely camouflage for efforts to in- 
crease profits? 

It is all definitely a complicated problem — 
with political overtones in election years. 

Massachusetts happens to be one of only 
four states with a so-called reinsurance facili- 
ty, a catchall agency into which bad-risk 
drivers are dumped. Under the state's compa- 
nion “mandatory offer'’ law, all companies

“If we can show that the principle operates in 
one area, we can expand it to other pilot pro- 
jects,” he said.

The goals outlined in the original proposal 
have not been abandoned, he emphasized. “We'll 
be moving ahead cautiously, with the goals ex- 
tended over several years instead of one.” 


Despite the lack of specifics, administration 
officials are confident the legislation King pro- 
posed to launch the sweeping reform of the $1 
billion-a-year program will be rewritten to 
reflect the more modest proposal in time for the 
hearing. 


“There were fundamental legislative reserva- 
tions about doing something so substantial so 
quickly,” Morrissey said. 

Rowland, heading the largest advocacy group 
for the elderly in Massachusetts, said that with 
President Reagan's proposed new cutbacks in 
Medicaid, ‘‘It is more imperative than ever that 
we develop viable systems that will work well.” 

“The first plan was a pie in the sky approach,” 
Rowland said. ‘‘There’s no way in the world they 
could have put the proposal into effect without 
drastically cutting benefits for the elderly and 
disabled.”’ ’ 

Rowland would like to see more HMOs which 
have ‘clearly demonstrated that they can 
significantly cut down on the length and frequen- 
cy of hospitalization,” programs combining 
Medicaid and non-Medicaid patients, additional 
day clinics for the elderly and expanded home 
care systems. 

Treatment of Medicaid patients with others 
would be psychologically beneficial ‘‘with the 
receivers feeling less isolated,’ Rowland said, 
and ‘‘there would be less chance of second-class 
medicine.” 

Medicaid Director Robert Murray and Human 
Services Secretary William Hogan had been in- 
tensively reviewing the mammoth overhaul with 
King before Murray and Hogan acknowledged 
during a series of briefings last week that the ad- 
ministration had tried to do ‘‘too much, too 
fast.””

are obliged to insure all drivers at uniform 
rates regardless of their driving record. A 
driver with 10 at-fault accidents can still get 
insurance at the same rate as a driver with a 
crystal-clear record. The facility, it turns out, 
handles 46 percent of the state's 2.5 million 
drivers and operates at a $760 million loss. 

There is a concerted industry drive under 
way now to “reform” some of these 
anomalies. While the changes sought make 
sense to the uninitiated, some dispassionate 
experts regard them as overkill. What suc- 
cass the industry will achieve remains a ques- 

ion. 

Last year several major carriers put their 
heads together in private to map plans to 
change the existing patchwork of auto in- 
surance laws and regulations. Recently a 
campaign began to drum up public and media 
support for their key recommendations which 
have three targets: 1) repeal of the mandatory 
offer law, to separate good from bad drivers; 
2) replacement of the reinsurance facility with 
a Joint Underwriting Association empowered 
to escalate rates and deductibles for bad 
drivers; 3) reinstatement of competitive 
rating so drivers can shop around for 
bargains. 

When industry officials put this “dream” 
bill together, Gov. King agreed to file it. It was 
redrafted by the House insurance committee 
and now sits in House Ways and Means while 
the leadership decides what portions to sup- 
port and what priority to give it. 

Meanwhile, the Insurance committee’s 
Senate co-chairman, Sen. Allan McKinnon of 
Weymouth, is mulling over less dramatic pro- 
posals that would recognize the need to free 
good drivers from subsidizing fraudulent and 
bad drivers but would steer clear of competi- 
tion which he thinks would not live up to its 
billing. 


How they voted} 
on ‘bottle bill’ 


THE HOUSE AND SENATE ‘‘Beacon Hill 
Roll Call” records local representatives’ and 
senators’ roll call votes for the week of 
September 21-25. 


BOTTLE BILL (H 5180) House gave final 
approval 100-56, Senate gave initial approval 
21-12, to the ‘‘bottle bill’” — requiring five and 
ten cent deposits on beer and carbonated 
beverage containers. Supporters argued the 
bill would reduce litter, clean up the environ- 
ment, create jobs, save energy, and save com. 
munities millions of dollars in solid waste col- 
lection costs, Opponents said the bill will 
result in increased energy use and a loss of 
jobs, while only solving a small part of the lit- 
ter problem. (A ‘‘yes’” vote is for the bill.) 
Rep. Sal Ciccarelli-yes; Rep. David B. Cohen 
- yes; Rep. Joseph DeNucci - no; Rep. Susan 
Schur - yes; Rep. Royal Switzler - yes; Rep.

RETRAINING (H 5180) House rejected 115- 
39, a bottle bill amendment which would 
eliminate a section providing benefits to any 
bottle or can industry worker who loses his or 
her job because of passage of the bottle bill, 
The section gives displaced workers 70 per- 
cent of their wages for up to 52 weeks and pro- 
vides a job retraining program — both funded 
by the state. Some opponents said these costs 
should not be borne by the state. They claimed 
it was also a bad precedent for the state give 
special benefits to displaced workers in a par- 
ticular industry. (A “yes‘‘ vote is against the 
compensation and retraining program. A 
“no” vote is for it). Rep. Ciccarelli - no; Rep. 
Cohen - no; Rep. DeNucci - no; Rep. Schur - 
no; Rep.

VETERANS’ PREFERENCE (H6500) 
House approved 130-25, an amendment toa bill 
restructuring the state's civil service system. 





The amendment gives absolute preference to 
veterans competing for civil service jobs, and 
replaces a section in the bill which proposed a 
point system giving veterans five or ten addi- 
tional points on their civil service exam score. 
Supporters of the amendment argued it was 
important to give absolute preference to those 
who risked their lives in the service of this 
country. (A “yes” vote is for absolute 
veterans’ pereference. A “no” vote is against 
it.) Rep. Ciccarelli - yes; Rep. Cohen - no; 
Rep. DeNucci - yes; Rep. Schur - no; Rep. 
Switzler -no; Rep. Trombley - yes. 


CIVIL SERVICE REFORM (H 6500) House 
approved 104-52, a bill making sweeping 
changes in the state’s civil service system, 
but still leaving absolute veterans’ preference 
intact. The complicated 53 page document, the 
product of two years of study by a special 
commission, includes provisions for an 
evaluation program and the removal of cer-_ | 
tain employees; an upgrading of the Division 
of Personnel Administration to departmental 
status; anda section allowing cities and towns 
to withdraw from the system and establish 
their own local merit system. Supporters said 
the bill was the first major attempt at civil 
service reform in 50 years. They claimed it is 
a compromise package which balances the 
needs of managemeni and the rights of labor 
to provide a fair, equitable, and modern per- 
sonnel system. (A “‘yes” vote is for the bill.)

Stone had to step back in 
and regulate unilaterally. 

McKinnon observes that auto insurers are 
now requesting 24.5 percent increases in rates 
(the commission will allow 15 percent, the at- 
torney general recommends only 6 percent). If 
given free rein under the proposed “‘reforms”’, 
he argues, won't the companies shoot for the 
24 percent range, rather than the 6 percent — 
and what will that do to the consumer? 

The automobile insurance industry, 
therefore, is campaigning to justify the 
“reforms”, to build support for them and to 
pry them loose from the W&M committee. The 
King administration has done its part by filing 
the bill; because it is not one of their 
priorities, they'll let it go at that. 

The Legislature is frankly ambivalent about 
what constitutes reform. Until that’s clear, 
the proposals will probably remain, if not ona 
back burner, at least on the middle of the 
stove.

NEWTON — He's not really a guest but 
somehow he always gets invited. 

Over the past nine years David Chiampa has 
been in the ‘“driver’s seat,” chauffeuring 
celebrities, newlyweds, and prom night 
celebrants in and around the greater Boston 
area.

doors, but also conversations. For many, the 
back seat of a limousine - with its plush velour 
seats and its top grain wood - serves the same 
purpose as a phychiatrist’s couch.

Nursing home proposal merits House approval 


BOSTON — Legislation filed by 
Rep. A. Joseph DeNucci (D- 
Newton-Waltham) which would 
protect patients of nursing homes 
providing dangerously substan- 
dard care has received final ap- 
proval from the House. 

The bill, known as the Nursing 
Home Receivership Bill, 
authorizes the Department of 
Public Health, the Attorney 
General, or the residents 
themselves to seek receivership 
when a nursing home is in poor 
condition or is threatening to shut 
down. 

Rep. DeNucci stated, ‘‘The ma-

“The ultimate goal of receiver- 
ship legislation,’’ Rep. DeNucci 
said, ‘is priority attention to 
direct patient care so that the

tionalized elders. 

“With this bill, the attorney 
general and the Department of 
Public Health will have a tool by 
which they can prevent nursing 
homes from closing. They will be 
able to have a court-appointed 
receiver bring the nursing home 
in question back into compliance 
with health codes and financial 
standards." 

The bill, which had received 
prior Senate approval, must ncw 
return to the Senate for final ap- 
proval before being sent to the 
governor for signature.

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Newton rates 50.8 in crimes per thousand 


WALTHAM - ‘‘We have one of 
the lowest crime rates around and 
I want to keep it that way,’’ Mayor 
Arthur J. Clark said as he an- 
nounced he would add four 
patrolmen to the police force. 

Clark left little doubt that he 
was disturbed by recent crimes in 
Waltham. ‘I don’t want this city 
to get the reputation of being a 
soft touch'"' Clark said. 

Clark would not comment when 
asked if recent campaign publici- 
ty about crime was giving the city 
a bad name. But at a candidate’s 
night before the primary, he 
criticized by both City Councillor 
Daniel Delaney and William F. 
Stanley for allegedly trying to 
characterize Waltham as ‘‘crime 
city.” 

Clark said Waltham was no 
worse than other cities of com- 


Massachusetts Department of 
Public Safety Crime Reports in- 
dicates Clark is right—up until 
1980, at any rate. 


Attest to accuracy 


The crime rate figure (crimes 
per thousand of population) ‘is 
probably the most accurate to 
use’’ says the state. Waltham’s 
crime rate is 34 per thousand 
which is close to Medford’s 34.2 
and Malden’s rate of 30,2 crimes 
per thousand people in 1980. 

Watertown's crime rate is 
listed at 56.6, Newton’s at 50.8, 
Somerville at 52.6, Framingham 
at 52.8, Lexington about the same 
as Waltham at 33.8 while Weston 
is 26.1. Brookline has a crime rate 
of 83.1 while Brockton is 90 and 


Lawrence 62.8 and Lowell 63.1. 


Crime wave 

By Waltham’s standards a 
minor crime wave hit the city in 
the past months. Two stores were 
held up on Moody Street, Beatty's 
Pharmacy has been hit four times 
this year, rapists have cut 
through screen windows in both 
north and south Waltham, the 
Guaranty First Trust Co. on Main 
Street was robbed and the 
manager of the Cottage Crest 
Restaurant was robbed in the 
parking lot of $9,000 by a gunman.

WEST NEWTON Some 17 
Newton residents were hired to 
act in a film called, ‘‘A Question 
of Rape," a dramatization of the 
rape of a nurse in Rockport last 
year by three doctors. 


According to Frank Keady, a 
Field Representative for the 
Department of Employment 
Security at 995 Watertown Street 
in West Newton, ‘‘About 60 people 
showed up" at his office last week 
seeking parts in the film. Keady 
said 40 adults, among them 17 
Newton residents, were hired for 
a spectator scene. 


Thomas McCann, the cable TV 
filmmaker who is producing the 
movie, began filming this week at 
Boston University Law School, 
according to his secretary. 


The three doctors who are por- 
trayed in the film, Dr. Arif Hus- 
sain, formerly of Waltham, Dr. 
Alan Lefkowitz and Dr. Eugene 
Sherry, were convicted in June of 
raping the Brigham and Women’s 
Hospital nurse in Boston, where 
they worked. 


All three doctors have appealed 
that conviction. 


Two weeks ago Hussain was ar- 
raigned at Waltham District 
Court on a charge of rape and a 
charge of assault in connection 
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Newton residents line 
up for film about rape 


with two other incidents that 
allegedly took place in March and 
October of 1978 at Waltham 
Hospital. 


A secretary for Newton Judge 
Monte G. Basbas said there would 
be no filming at the Newton 
District Court unless the filtn- 
maker received permission from 
the Chief Justice. According to 
Judge Basbas’ secretary, ‘We 
have not received word of it (film- 
ing at the court house)."’ 


According to Theodore 
Haussman, spokesman for 
Waltham Hospital, the incidents 
that occured at Waltham Hospital 
in 1978 are not going to be included 


in the film. Also, no one has con- 
tacted him about filming at 
Waltham Hospital. 


“No one has made an inquiry,” 
said Haussman. 


Haussman said he didn't know 
whether or not hospital officials 
would allow filming at the site. “I 
don’t know,” he said.” I'd have to 
feel that one out.”’ 


None of the Newton residents 
that were hired have major roles 
in the film, according to Keady. 
All of the 40 people hired through 
the DES office will be extras, 
Keady said, adding that they 
would receive $3.35 an hour for 
their work.

Police join for 
vehicle bids

NEWTON — The Greater Boston Police Coun- 
cil (GBPC) has awarded Natick Auto Sales a 
$14 million cooperative bid contract for the 
purchase of approximately 14,000 police 
vehicles. 

Under the contract, which is one of the 
largest cooperative public entity purchases 
nationwide, Newton is scheduled to acquire 15 
vehicles via an FY 82 budget appropriation of 
$148,058. 

The bid specifications were developed by the 
Michigan State Police and awarded from a 
field of four vendors by the United States 
Department of Justice on behalf of the Inter- 
national Chiefs Association. The Greater 
Boston Police Council is an affiliate of the 
association. 

The cooperative program, which is designed 
for cities and towns to save money via collec- 
tive buying, has been under the direction of 
Newton Purchasing Agent Blair Kanbar since 
its inception three years ago. During that 
time, the program has grown to include more 
than 300 communities in the Commonwealth. 

As a result, the scope of the program as well 
as the size of item purchases has increased 
dramatically. In 1979, the GBPC's first year, 
the cooperative purchased 300 vehicles; last 
year more than 1,000 cars were bought and this 
year the numbers have climbed close to 1,400. 

“We act as a conduit of the program,” ex- 
plained Kanbar of Newton's role. ‘It speaks 
for itself. If it doesn’t sell itself, it doesn’t fly.” 

As reads the bottom line, the cost savings 
resulting from the program have been great 
for all participants. 

Kanbar estimated the city would save 
roughly $15,000 via the purchase against what 
it would have paid if the vehicles were bought 
outside the collective. The savings are largely 
because of the bulk of the cooperative pur- 
chase, which drives down the average price of 
each vehicle, and the contract’s non-escalator 
clause that assures the stable pricing of items 
despite double-digit inflation. 

“In the days of Proposition 24, no city or 
town can justify passing up a cost savings such 
as this,’’ said Kanbar. ‘‘No one has to par- 
ticipate, yet the success of the program 
depends on this mass participation.” 

Under the $14 million coniract, the city of 
Boston is the largest purchaser with more than 
$1.3 million in the kitty for the acquisition of 
150 mid-size police cars. Brookline has 20 full- 
size police cruisers on order at an average cost 
of $9,760, while Waltham has 10, Watertown 
eight and Weston three. 

Financial constraints, however, may detain 
Waltham from purchasing the vehicles this 
year (at a total cost of $97,600) noted Purchas- 
ing Agent Rosario Mula. 

Additional benefits of the program as noted 
by Kanbar, include the standardization of 
equipment and the assurance that the vendor 
(in this instance Natick Auto Sales) will stock 
50 police vehicles on its lot to satisfy the 

emergency needs of the GBPC, 

‘Instead of waiting four to six weeks for a 
unit, we can get them right away,” said Kan- 
bar. ‘‘We’re doing nothing more, nothing less, 
than a big cooperation would do in this in- 
stance.” 

The cooperative bidding procedure was in- 
itiated in 1971 when Newton and Waltham, 
along with five other communities, began pur- 
chasing generic items (rock salt, lubricants, 
etc.) via cooperative bids. 

In 1975, the system expanded into a 
statewide network which today filfulls approx- 
imately 75 percent of a communtities’ needs 
(most of which are school supplies). 

“There are between 700 and 800 items now 
on the state bid,’’ noted Mula. “‘It saves the ci- 
ty about 20 percent on the average (roughly $7 
million anually) plus advertising costs of 
$7,000 and time that would otherwise be spent 
on paperwork.’’ 


Municipal bidding 
too restricted

Purchasing agents in cities and towns 
throughout the state are concerned that a new 
state law designed to prevent corruption in the 
awarding of contracts may discourage com- 
petition and force smaller companies out of 
the bidding process. 

The law, Chapter 579, was the result of the 
Ward Commission’s recommendations. The 
commission studied corruption in the awar- 
ding of state building contracts. 


Newton Purchasing Agent Blair Kanbar 
said that the New England Purchasing Agents 
Association has formed a sub-committee in an 
attempt to amend some of the stringent re- 
quirements of the law. 


The statute requires that bidders go through 
an extensive pre-bid procedure and 
demonstrate bonding capacity. The law also 
requires that companies file a certified finan- 
cial statement. 


Kanbar said the law creates ‘‘red-tape’”’ and 
causes bidders ‘‘undue hardships.” He said 
purchasing agents are not interested in 
“‘watering down the law,” but making it more 
“workable.” 





He noted, ‘‘We want to make it more 
realistic.”” 


“We just want to encourage more competi- 
tion,” explained Kanbar. ‘‘We feel this will 
discourage competition in smaller bids and 


create higher pricing that will be passed on to 


cities and towns. I don't think that was the in- 
tent of the law.”’ 


Kanbar said the law was ‘‘well intentioned,” 
but ‘‘drafted in some haste."’ He also noted 
that few towns are complying fully with the 
law and the state does not have the personnel 
to police cities and towns. 


Referring to Newton, he said: ‘We are try- 
ing to comply as fully as possible.” He stress- 
ed that the law requires bidders to file an over- 
whelming amount of paperwork. 





Kanbar recently met with aldermen and 
State Rep. Susan Schur (D-Newton) to discuss 
the problems posed by the new law.

Challenging needs of aging parent

If you guide your behavior by what your 
you need to go. 


When parents survive into the seventies and 
beyond, their aging can become a trial of guilt 
and conflict. 

At such times, the aging parent’s ability to 
care for himself begins to deteriorate. This 
results in a gradually increasing shift from be- 
ing a competent, self-sufficient parent to being 
a person who is increasingly dependent on 
others. 

The speed of this shift is heightened by 
significant physical or mental deterioration, 
such as failing eyesight or crippling disease. 
The net result is a reversal of parent-child 
roles. The adult child now is pressed to assume 
the parenting role to his parent. 

This can include managing finances, super- 
vising medical care, and, in more severe 
cases, providing for the aging parent’s recrea- 
tional and social needs. This may include daily 
phone calls, demands for recognition, and 
competition with their child's family for atten- 
tion. 

The needs of the aging parent can be 
challenging at best. A major problem in cop- 
ing with this situtation stems from the adult 
child’s having to cope with his own needs and 
experience in the aging process. This concerns 
the wrinkles, balding, pot belly, sagging 
muscles, and increasing awareness of 
physical limitations. 

From a mothering point of view, the vacuum 
left by children leaving home is filled by 
meeting the needs of the aging parent. For 
those in the work force, the greater parental 
needs come at a time when maximum atten- 
tion and energy are demanded to “make it” in 
the occupational world. It is also a time when 
the newly liberated parents want to be free to 
pursue interests inhibited during child-rearing 
years. 

The situation is no more attractive from the 
aging person's point of view. Frequently the 
mind ages at a different rate from the body. As 
aresult, it becomes frustrating to have a body 
that cannot keep up with an active and facile 
mind. 

It is also difficult to become dependent on 
other people for things you have always done 
for yourself. Imagine what it must feel like not 


One of the greatest difficulties is to no longer 
feel productive. This can be a problem when 
you have a lot of energy and experience and 
nowhere to go with it. 

All of these situations are disturbing enough 
under normal circumstances. When emotional 
deterioration accompanies physical deteriora- 
tion, the problem is intensified. There may be 
excessive demands, frequent crises, emo- 
tional upset and the invocation of guilt when 
demands are not met. 

An adult child’s adjustment to a parent 
under these circumstances is difficult, 
especially when the child, male or female, has 
not been able to gain a separate identity in his 
own right, free from parental judgment. 

There are a number of things that can be 
done to minimize the difficulties in coping with 
this situation. 


For the aging parent: 

1. Be as self sufficient as possible. Doing for 
yourself will give you a better sense of com- 
petence. When the people around you sce this, 
they will be more responsive when your needs 
exceed your abilities. 

2. Develop interests outside of yourself. 
Take inventory of your interests and talents. 
Get involved in activities where you feel you 
are accomplishing something. When you do 
this, you are likely to feel better and other peo- 
ple are more likely to want to be around you. 

3. When you need or want something, ask for 
it directly. Remember that other people may 
not always be able to meet your needs even if 
they want to. Avoid viewing such situations as 
a rejection of you, particularly by your family. 
When you show compassion, you are much 
more likely to get it back. 


For the adult child: 

1. You need to find a realistic balance bet- 
ween the degree to which you can meet your 
parent’s needs, and tending to the realities of 
your own life. To go to extremes in either 
direction is likely to cause problems. 

2. To find peace with yourself in relating to 
your parent, decode the limits within which 
you can relate to your parent’s needs. Judge 
these efforts based on what you feel is 


parent feels is reasonable, you are both likely 
to be unhappy. An aging person who is upset or 
in deep pain may not have judgement that is 
realistic for you. 

3. Be realistic about your own adjustment to 
aging. Make the most out of your interests, 
talents and assets at each stage of your life. To 
try to cheat the clock is only to add to your 
frustration and disappointment. Greatest hap- 
piness is making the most of what we are.

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Water meter ‘changeover 
to save water and money

NEWTON — In an effort to conserve 
water and save more than $300,000 an- 
nually, the city will replace all of its 
23,000 residential water meters, rang- 
ing in age from one to 70 years, witha 
more modern and accurate metering 
system. 

The project, which commenced 
Monday and will continue for one 
year, will be paid for by the city via a 
$1.8 million bond authorization. 

According to Water Commissioner 
Verne Porter, the new metering 
system will save approximately 
$210,000 annually from under- 
registration of water consumed and 
another $90,000 through the elimina- 
tion of six positions in the Water 
Department. 

Due to antiquated meters (50 per- 
cent of which are more than 30 years 
old), the city is unable to account for 
about 15 percent of the water it con- 
sumes from the Metropolitan District 
Commission resulting in some 
customers paying less than their full 
share of water costs. 

“The new system will allow us to 


properly measure water usage, max- 
imize revenue and will encourage 
residents to take all the necessary 
steps to conserve water," said Chief 
Administrative Officer James 
Hickey. 

Porter, who praised the new 
system, said the meters would be 
guaranteed for 15 years by the sup- 
plier, Rockwell Meter Co. of Pitt- 
sburg, Pa. He also noted that with the 
guarantee, the city will no longer need 
to operate a meter repair shop. 

The operation (the daily installation 
of 500 meters) will begin in Division I 
of the Water Department, which in- 
cludes Newton Corner, Newtonville 
and Nonantum, and continue 
counterclockwise around the city. 

Although Porter noted that 
homeowner cooperation was man- 
dated by city ordinance, he cautioned 
residents not to open their doors 
unless installers were properly iden- 
tified. 

According to Porter, all installers 
will be wearing Police Department 
photo badges identifying themselves 
and their purpose. 

With the installation of the new 


meters, which will be placed on the 
outside of the home, meter readers 
will no longer find access to meters a 
problem. As a result, the time- 
consuming process of entering the 
home will be eliminated as will the 
problem of not gaining entry to dwell- 
ings because of homeowner 
unavailibility. 

Porter said meter readers do not 
gain entry to approximately one-third 
of all houses. Only about 30 percent of 
these homeowners read their own 
meters leaving the remaining 
estimates to water department staff. 

A third problem that will be 
eliminated, according to Porter, is the 
amount of paperwork which must be 
handled. With the new metering 
system, a device is inserted into the 
home meter which locks the reading 
on to a regular tape cassette. This is 
subsequently placed into a computer 
which immediately prints out the in- 
dividual bills. 

“Over a period of time our new 
reading ability will allow us to work 
with fewer meter readers and fewer 
clerical people for bookkeeping,” said 
Hickey of the system.

Commuters save 
money by purchasing the pass and do 
not have to wait in line for tokens.” 

O'Leary noted that everyone buying 


an Octcber pass, which are on sale 
now, will receive a discount voucher 
worth $2 off the price of each ticket to 
the Ringling Brothers Barnum and 
Baily Circus coming soon to the 
Boston Garden. Passbuyers also 
receive discounts on auto insurance 
and admissions to various museums 
and cultural attractions throughout 
Boston. 

“The record sale of monthly passes 
is due in part to the fact that pass 
prices did not increase with general 
fares on Aug. 1,’ said O’Leary. 
“Although pass prices increase in Oc- 
tober, buyers of multiple-mode 
transportation passes will receive a 


greater discount than before and all 
pass buyers achieve a savings over 
token prices.” 


Passes are on sale at 50 banks 
throughout the MBTA district and at 
the following branches of the U.S.

You could say that the Newton 
North Tigers dodged another 
bullet Saturday.

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Reece workers begin long legal battle over clo

WALTHAM Union officials 
representing employees at the 
Reece Corporation met Monday to 
announce a trial had been set 
before an administrative law 
judge for alleged labor violations 
at the Prospect Street company. 

The trial date, in June 1982, is 
six months after the scheduled 
December 31 closing. 

When announcing its decision to 
close the Waltham garment- 
machine manufacturing plant in 
April 1981, the company employed 
125 union workers there. Forty- 
eight union workers remain. 

Administrative headquarters 
for the Reece Corporation will be 
maintained at the Prospect Street 
facility. 

In a prepared statement, union 
officials said the National Labor 
Relations Board’s Regional 
Director, Ted Barrett, has alleged 
that the company’s decision and 
its implementation of the decision 
violate the National Labor Rela- 
tions Act.

Shawmut Tax-Saver 
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Some elderly will face problems 
with condominium conversions

NEWTON 79-year-old elderly 
woman, who lives in a Newton apart- 
ment building being converted into 
condominiums, has been looking for a 
new apartment since July. 

The woman, who asked that her 
name not be used, is one of several 
elderly women facing eviction pro- 
ceedings because of the conversion of 
the building. Newton District Court 
Judge Paul Chernoff has given the 
women until May to find a new apart- 
ment. The women must report back to 
Chernoff in December. 

“When I first got the order to get out 
at the end of the month, I nearly 
died,"’ said the woman. The woman, 
who lives on a small pension and 
social security, received the eviction 
notice in July, She cannot afford the 
expensive market rate rental units in 
the city. 

The woman is proud and is uneasy 
talking about her inability to find an 
apartment. The woman is also con- 
cerned that if she causes ‘‘trouble”’ 
she will find herself out in the street. 
“IT am grateful to be here for the 
length of time,” she explained. ‘‘I 
don’t want to be uncomfortable here.” 

“It is tough,”’ she said. ‘“‘There are 
no apartments...There really aren't. 
It is ridiculous,” The woman has 
hired several rental agents and ap- 
plied to a number of apartment units 
without success. 





“T've applied down at Newton Cen- 
tre (Sumner Street elderly housing 
units),’’ she continued. ‘I've done 
everything I could possibly do.”

The ar- 
duous task of finding a new place to 
live in a city with a critical shortage 
of rental units is an unwelcome pro- 
spect for all elderly residents. Many 
have entered rental units expecting to 
live out the rest of their lives there. 

Exact figures on the number of 
elderly vulnerable to eviction because 
of displacement are not available. 
However, city officials agree that the 
problem is severe. 

Alderman Ethel Sheehan, who 
sponsored a city ordinance regulating 
condominium conversion that went 
into effect Aug. 28, stressed that the 
elderly are the most vulnerable in 
condominium conversions. 


Sheehan, who has attempted to find ' 


the women new apartments, explain- 
ed: ‘There is just no rental housing 
available in Newton...These people 
had planned to live out their lives in- 
dependently and now _ something 
beyond their control has disrupted 
their lives.” 

Rick Bohn, director of the Newton 
Community Development Foundation 
which manages the Sumner St. mixed 
income elderly housing project, 
agreed that the demand: for low in- 
come and market rate elderly units is 
overwhelming. 

The foundation received 230 ap- 
plications for elderly units for only 43 
units at the Sumner St. site. ‘‘There is 
no question that there is a tremendous 
demand for this type of housing,” he 
said.

“The study showed that older peo- 
ple were the most prevalent victims 
of conversion,” said Glovsky. ‘In 
many cases they are put into a dif- 
ficult position because they are on fix- 
ed incomes.” Glovsky noted that most 
condominium buyers tend to be 
younger. 

Although Glovsky could not provide 
a specific figure, he said a ‘‘substan- 
tial number” of local elderly have 
been affected by the condominium 
conversion boom. 

Glovsky stressed that the new city 
ordinance should be effective in 
aiding elderly in the city. The or- 
dinance, which went into effect Aug. 
28, provides tenants with a two-year 
grace period before they can be 
evicted because of a conversion. In 
addition, if aldermen grant a tenant 
“hardship status,” the renter is pro- 
vided an additional three- year 
period. 

The new law is now facing a court 
challenge by the firm converting the 
422-unit Chestnut Hill Gardens com- 
plex at 250 Hammond Pond Parkway 
into condominiums. Judge Elizabeth 
Dolan recently denied a preliminary 
injunction preventing the enforce- 
ment of the law. A hearing date on the 
legality of the ordinance has not been 
set. 

The Attorney General’s office has 
declared ordinances regulating con- 
dominium conversions in Fram- 
ingham and several other com- 
munities illegal. 

“Newton has been brave in this 
situation.’’ Glovsky said. ‘‘There is 
uncertainty over whether we can 
enact the ordinance.”’

Franks spars with Moral Majority

The atmosphere was _ super- 
charged last night at Ford Hall 
Forum when Cong. Barney Frank 
shared the podium with Cal 
Thomas, vice president of the 
Moral Majority, at Northeastern 
University in Boston. 

Although the topic was billed as 
“The New Right, The New Left: 
Their Place in Government and 
Politics,’’ it was clearly Frank’s 
moment to attempt to repudiate 
the philosophy of the Rev. Jerry 
Falwell, who sent his surrogate to 
defend his New Right politics. 

Thomas, national 
spokesman, writer and daily 
radio commentator for the Moral 
Majority, who also conducts its 
public affairs television program, 
quoted almost verbatim from the 
recent Falwell article which ap- 


our steadfastness. We are not a 
religious organization because we 
count among us fundamentalists, 
Roman Catholics, Jews, Mor- 
mons and even atheists. We are a 
melting-pot and we are here to 
stay,’’ said Thomas. 

“There is a trend to 
secularize government: like 
bleach, it is supposed to remove 
impurities. But there are strong, 
enduring religious roots. The 
Judeo-Christian ethic is basic to 
American culture and_ institu- 
tions. Under the Founding 
Fathers, the First Amendment 
was intended for the separation of 
Church and State. not the separa- 
tion of Church fromthe State.”” 

Thomas delineated the four 
principles of the Moral Majority: 
pro-life (anti-abortion); pro- 
family (traditional male-female 
relationship); pro-morality (anti- 


gressional votes and calls those 
‘immoral’ who vote opposite to 
their stand on issues. You are 
‘immoral’ if you support the 
unionization of teachers, the Salt 
Il treaty, the Panama Canal Trea- 
ty. They decide what is right or 
wrong. They attack the Equal 
Rights Amendment. They call 
those who weaken our defense 
system equal to treason.” 
“Children’s rights begin at 
conception and end at birth,” 
declared Frank, charging that the 
Moral Majority is insensitive to 
social issues. ‘“‘The New Right at- 
tacks but does not affirm human 
rights. They use a systematic 
campaign to invoke the Bible to 
deny equal rights to women. The 
basic rules and values of 
American democracy stand or 
fall on their own merits, and not 
according to a religious formula.

NEWTON — A representative of Continental 
Cablevision said last week the company has found a 
possible location for its headend site and could con- 
ceivably be operating within the city by mid- 
November.

It was noted there is potential for interference at 
the site and the possible ré-routing of some cable 
exists because the new tower will not be located in 
the center of the city. 

Musen said the company was severely restricted 
in its search for a headend site by the ultimatum 
delivered by the Land Use Committee not to build a 
tower in a residentially zoned area. 

The committee placed the ban on Continental 
after Newton Centre residents mobilized into an Ad- 
Hoc Committee for Sound Land Use and expressed 
their opposition at a public hearing and presented 
aldermen with a petition containing more than 700 
signatures. 

Due to the restriction on land use, which meant 
the tower would be located on land of far less eleva- 
tion, Continental will be forced to construct a 250- 
foot transmitting tower rather than the originally 
planned 150-foot tower. 

The headend, which will be located on 10,000 
square feet, will also include several receiving 
dishes and a small building to house electronic 
equipment. 

Aldermen must approve a zoning variance for 
height before Continental can go ahead with the 
tower construction. 

“We have alternatives, but none are zoned for in- 
dustrial use,’’ said Musen. ‘‘Unless the Land Use 
Committee adopted a more flexible approach we'd 
really be at a loss as to where to go."” 

“We've looked at every business and industrially 
zoned piece of land in the city and this was the only 
one that was both available and meets our needs,” 
he added. 

Continental, under contract to provide construc- 
tion of the entire system by mid-March, could face 
ancther delay due to a shortage of cable converters. 

“Whether we can deliver service to all homes by 
March 12 depends on the shortage,’’ said Musen. 
“The growth of cable has outstripped the industry's 
ability to produce reliable converters.”’

Elvis trial selection continues

MEMPHIS, Tenn, (UPI) 
Selection of a jury continued like a 
chess game Tuesday in the trial of 
Elvis Presley's doctor, accused of 
overprescribing massive quan- 
titles of addictive drugs to the 
rock ‘n’ roll king found dead in his 
Memphis mansion four years ago. 

Five of 12 jurors tentatively 
seated earlier in the trial of Dr. 
George Nichopoulos were 
dismissed. There was no im- 
mediate indication when jury 
selection would finish and 
testimony begin. 

“Under Tennesee law, all jurors 
are tentative until all 12 are 
seated,"’ said Nichopoulos’ at- 
torney, James F. Neal. “You've 
got to remember any one of them 
can be struck at any time.” 

Nichopoulos, Presley’s doctor 
for 11 years, is not charged with 
the entertainer's death but with 
overprescribing stimulants, 
depressants and pain killers to 


Presley and others. 

The silver-haired doctor could 
be sentenced up to 140 years in 
prison and fined $280,000 if con- 
victed on each of the 14 criminal 
counts, 

By mid-day Tuesday, the fifth 
day of the trial, 21 prospective 
jurors had been questioned and 
dismissed. 

Hazel L. Junkin, one of the 
jurors who had tentatively been 
seated, was dismissed Tuesday 
after she sent Criminal Court 
Judge Bernie Weinman a note 
telling the judge she remembered 
that Nichopoulos had treated her 
sister, 

Weinman called Mrs. Junkin 
back to the courtroom for further 
questioning. 

“Did the name Dr. Nichopoulos 
ring a bell,” asked James Wilson, 
assistant District Attorney 
General. 

“Yes, she (her sister) only had 
good comments about him,” Mrs. 
Junkin answered.

Legionnaire’s Disease is 
suspected in St. Louis 


By LASZLO K. DOMJAN 


ST. LOUIS (UPI) A 
newspaperman hoSpitalized in St. 
Louis may have contracted 
Legionnaires’ Disease at a hotel 
in the Virgin Islands, health of- 
ficials said Tuesday. 

A tourism official at St. Croix in 
the Virgin Islands said the Center 
for Disease Control in Atlanta 
plans to send a staff investigator 
to St. Croix to determine whether 
a defective air-conditioning 
system at the hotel may have con- 
tained the disease-producing 
organism. But center officials 
said they had no plans to do so. 

The newsman, George Stroud of 
the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, has 
been confined to Barnes Hospital 
since Sept. 25, three days after he 
came down with high fever. 

“T had fever of about 104 and a 
general headache,”’ Stroud said 
Tuesday in a telephone interview 
from his hospital room. ‘They 
treated me for pneumonia, but it 
kept getting worse.”’ 

He said penicillin had no affect 
on his fever. Eventually doctors 
switched to giving him 
erythromycin, an antibiotic 
known to have been successful in 
treatment of Legionnaires’ 
Disease. 


“Within 12 hours, my fever 
began to go down,”’ Stroud said. 
“Apparently I'm pretty well on 
the mend now.” 

Stroud, 52, said he expects to be 
released from Barnes by the end 
of the week but must remain 
home to recover. In about two 
weeks, he will return to the 
hospital for more tests. 

“They can take some blood 
serum tests then to determine if I 
had this particular type of 
organism responsible for Legion- 
naires’ Disease,”’ he said. 

“The problem is they have an- 
tibody tests for only a couple of 
types of organisms and there are 
more than two types that may 
cause the disease.”” 

Stroud, a copy editor at the 
newspaper, said he was touring 
the islands as a travel writer for 
the Post-Dispatch and spent most 
of the time at St. Thomas. 
However, he stayed one night at a 
hotel on St. Croix. 

“They-were having air condi- 
tioner trouble there and I tried to 
adjust the fan,” he said. ‘‘I can’t 
say which hotel it was, but I’m 
sure the disease control people 
will know the right place.”’ 

Stroud returned to St. Louis 
from the trip Sept. 19 and entered 
the hospital six days later.

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White backs Mann; Marquis sizzles 


Urges supporters to join mayor

NEWTON — Despite his 
repeated criticism of Mayor 
Theodore Mann throughout the 
campaign, Alderman Mark White 
announced his support for the 
mayor Friday. 

In a morning press conference 
at Newton City Hall, White, who 
was knocked out of the mayoral 
race in the Sept. 22 preliminary, 
urged all his supporters to ‘‘vote 
and work for the mayor.’’ Mann 
will face Waban Insurance 
Salesman Bruce Marquis in the 
Nov. 3 election. 

White, who admitted he has 
been one of Mann’s ‘‘staunchest 
critics,’’ said that he had ‘‘serious 
difficulties” with Marquis’ cam- 
paign and philosophy. Calling 
Marquis a “‘conservative,’’ White 
said he was ‘‘philosophically 
closer’’ to Mann. 

As Mann, Deputy Mayor James 
Hickey, and Marquis’ campaign 
manager and several supporters 
looked on, White labeled the Mar- 
quis campaign a “pattern of in- 
consistencies and _ contradic- 
tions.”

White primarily cited Marquis’ 
call for improved services for 
underachievers and ‘“‘back to 
basics’ approach to education as 
one of the prime reasons for 
throwing his support to Mann. 

“We don’t need someone that 
wants to take us backwards, but 
forward,” he asserted. ‘‘We have 
a vital, vibrant school system and 
I want to see it remain that way.”’ 
White campaigned for the school 
system to’ continue providing 
special programs for gifted 
students. 

“If anything pushed me to do 
what I am doing today, it is 
Bruce’s position on schools,’’ he 
said. 

White charged that Marquis 
has cited public safety as a high 
priority, but has advocated cut- 
ting the police force. Marquis has 
said that the Police Department 
budget could stand cutting, but 
has also labeled public safety his 
number one priority. White also 
challenged Marquis’ manage- 
ment experience. 

In a steady unemotional voice, 
White said: ‘‘Mr Marquis claims 
to be a manager, but where is

NEWTON — “It’s a little bit 
like lightning striking,”’ said Dr. 
David Hubel reflecting on receiv- 
ing this year’s Nobel Prize in 
Medicine. 

The Waban resident received 
word of the award at his 98 Collins 
Rd. home Friday morning at 7 
a.m. from a Washington reporter. 
“I had just gotten out of the 
shower and was soaking wet,’’ he 
said with a laugh. 

Hubel, 55, a Harvard professor, 
was awarded the prize with his 
colleague, Harvard Professor 
Torsten Wiesel, for research on 
the human brain. Half of the 
$180,000 prize will be shared by 
the Harvard neurobiology team. 
The other half will go to Dr. Roger 
Sperry of the California Institute 
of Technology for his work on the 
functions of the two hemispheres 
of the brain. 

The Canadian-born Hubel, 
along with Wiesel, celebrated Fri- 
day night at a party at Hubel’s 
home which was filled with 
relatives, Harvard laboratory 
employees, and friends. The 
hard-working Hubel was back in 
his Harvard lab Saturday after- 
noon. 

Hubel, who left for a conference 
in South Carolina Sunday morn- 
ing, said the news has not quite 
set in yet.

Students rally to keep Mass Bay College open

WELLESLEY - In an impressive 
show of force last week hundreds 
of students and faculty at 
Massachusetts Bay Community 
College joined together in a mid- 
day rally to protest a proposed 
merger with Framingham State 

College. 

The rally coincided with the 
visit of a four-emember Board of 
Regents task force who must 
recommend by November 1 
whether the two schools should be 
merged. 

The collective voice in the 
school cafeteria yesterday, with 
the aid of balloons, bumper 
stickers and buttons, said ‘‘no.”” 

In what many have said is a 
prelude to the merger, the schools 


were placed under a $10.8 million 
‘‘cluster budget’’ by the 
legislature in the FY 82 state 
budget. Afterwards, when 
$550,000 was restored. to the 
“cluster budget,’’ the Board of 
Regents gave what some say was 
a disproportionate share of addi- 
tional monies to Framingham 
State. 

_Newton Alderman Paul Coletti, 
vice-chairman of the Mass Bay 
Board of Trustees, said he ‘‘heard 
from a reliable source’ Wednes- 
day that the 15-member Board of 
Regents had taken a positive 
straw vote to keep both schools 
open as separate entities.’’ 

“They will probably request

WELLESLEY — David Hanley, 
holding a Samsonite valise with a 
yellow balloon reading ‘Save 
Mass Bay Community College’ 
tied to its handle, waited patiently 
for his turn to speak last week. 

“IE the school were to close, I 
couldn't afford to go to Fram- 
ingham State," said a concerned 
Hanley. “Tuition is approximate- 
ly 40 percent more and I would 
have to spend about $100 a week 
for transportation.” 

Hanley, who lives in Newton, 
does not have access to a car and 
takes the MBTA bus from the 
Eliot Church stop in Newton Cor- 
her to the Wellesley campus dai- 


ly. For the liberal arts major and 
many others the shutdown of 
Mass Bay would force them to 
make many serious decisions 
regarding higher education. 

Wendy LeBlanc, a freshman at 
Mass Bay and a 1981 graduate of 
Newton North high school, is ma- 
joring in word processing. Mass 
Bay, according to LeBlanc, is the 
only school in New England that 
offers the major. 

“I don't know where I would go 
if they closed it down,”’ she said. 
“I would probably have to switch 
my major. It would be six wasted 
months." 

Maureen Whalen, an English 
teacher for seven years at Mass

John McKenzie, who was ‘pretty 
optimistic’ the task force would 
request that the school remain 
open after first semester, told 
students that opponents of the 
merger would have to work to 
“fight a lot of misconceptions” 
about the college. 

Dean Gerald Janey said he was 
“cautiously optimistic,” adding 
that Mass Bay has had to 
“already adjust its existence” in 
order to comply with its current 
$3.1 million budget. 

“It appears that Mass Bay is 
doing its part and making all the 
sacrifices,"’ said Janey in regard 
to Framingham State College. 

Under the FY 82 budget, Mass, 
Bay was reduced $200,000 and| 
forced to lose 28 employees 
resulting in the elimination of 
several course sections, an in-' 
crease in class size and the reduc- 
tion of some student services. 

State Rep. Joseph DeNucci (D- 
Newton-Waltham) agreed with 
McKenzie in that the school would, 
have to work to eliminate 
misconceptions perceived by 
some in the state Senate. 
“Because it is located in! 
Wellesley, there is the belief that. 
Mass Bay is an upper-middle 
class school,’’ he said. 

To the contrary, DeNucci noted 
that 69 percent of the college's 
day students report family in- 
comes of less than $20,000. Of the 
1,967 day students, 81 percent 
work either full-time or part-time. 

More than 17 percent of those 
day students and 25 percent of the 
students enrolled in continuing 


education are either from Newton 
or Waltham. 

People associated with Mass 
Bay claim that a merger with 
Framingham State would 
alienate a whole sector of 
students either financially, 
academically, or geographically. 

The entire student body would 
be forced to sit out at least one 
semester if the school closed in 
January while freshmen would 
lose credit for one semester of 
work. Others might find that they 
do not possess the background to 
attend institutions of higher 
education and find their avenue 
blocked. 

“There is no place for these 
kids to go,” said McKenzie.

paign, White, a Democrat from 
ward 7, criticized the Republican 
Mann for allowing the police force 
to be cut while burglaries have in- 
creased 45 percent since 1972.

Jones said she would not make 
cutbacks ‘‘across the board” 
because she believes that 
eradicated programs are difficult 
to reinstate. 

Jones also warned that cuts 
made in recent years have 
already trimmed the school 
budget to ‘‘the bone." 

Gentile, who soundly defeated 
Ward 1 challengers Jonathan 
Brant and David Wilbourn in the 
preliminary by capturing about 46 
percent of the vote, said he 
favored an improved effort to 
secure more loca! aid for the 
schools. 

If a 10 percent cut were 
necessary, Gentile said he would 
first make cuts in administration 
and then cut evenly across the 
board. 

Brant, who defeated Wilbourn 
by 391 votes in the: preliminary, 
told the group that such a cut 
would leave Newton with a dif- 
ferent school system and that the 
cuts ‘‘just can’t be done.” 

Addressing the issue of the 
superintendent search, a task 
which all candidates rated as of 
greatest significance to the future 
of the Newton schools, Brant 
spoke for many as he accented 
the positive. 

“In the selection, the recruit- 
ment, we have an opportunity to 
provide a demonstration to the 
people who work in the schools, to 
parents and others that we 


believe in the tradition of ex- 
cellence,”’ Brant, a practicing at: 
torney with experience in 
children’s rights and associate 
professor of law at the New 
England School of Law, stressed.

Hundreds of students from Newton, 
Waltham and other area communities 
rallied to save their school - Mass Bay 
Community College - last week. 

Unlike campus gatherings of decades 
past where students addressed the Viet- 
nam War and other political issues of 
worldwide importance, this rally had 
more to do with the pocketbook and prac- 
tical matters much closer to home. 

The state college Board of Regents has 
been toying with the idea of closing the 
school, merging it with Framingham State 
College, ina cost-cutting move. 

November 1 is the deadline date. 

But in these days of statewide spending 
cuts, skyrocketing costs for attending col- 
lege and thin wallets all around such a 
move would be a gross injustice. 

Colleges like Mass Bay, which offer 
practical course lists at an affordable rate 
are becoming a rarity. 

Records show that almost 70 percent of 
day students enrolled at Mass Bay report 
family incomes of less than $20,000 per 
year. Of the 1967 day students at the col- 
lege over 80 percent work either full or 
parttime. — 

In these hard economic times it can be 
assumed few work simply for beer money. 

As State Rep. Joe DeNucci, who 
represents Newton and Waltham on 
Beacon Hill said at the rally, ‘‘This income 
group often bears the brunt of sacrifices 
when fiscal constraints are imposed on 
education.” 

Any parent in a middle-income bracket 
who has shuddered at the arrival of the 
semester’s tuition bill knows DeNucci 
speaks the gospel on this one. 

Mass Bay has a steady enrollment, a 
unique course offering and a respectable 
reputation. For some students who want a 
decent college education it is also the only 
reasonable option. 

If the state wants to save money it 
should look somewhere else. 


Energy savings

WASHINGTON — Sadat possessed in abun- 
dance the capacity for constructive achieve- 
ment on a grand scale.

CAMPAIGN FINANCING (H 6851): House re- 
jected 88-63, an amendment to a bill reforming 
the state’s campaign financing laws. The amend- 
ment allows Massachusetts taxpayers to con- 
tribute $2 each from their annual taxes for public 
financing of statewide political campaigns. This 
“check off’? system would replace the current 
“add on’’ system under which taxpayers can 
contribute $1 to the fund, but the dollar is added 
to their tax payment. Amendment supporters 
argued increased public financing of stateide 
elections is a step toward cleaning up corruption 
and stopping the influence of large contributors 
on elected officials. They claimed the ‘‘check 
off” system, based on the federal one, will result 
in more money for public financing. Opponents 
said the public should not have to finance cam- 
paigns with hard-earned tax dollars. Many noted 
the system would cost millions in tax dollars, and 
could result in increased taxes or cuts in other 
programs. (A “yes” vote is for the amendment.) 
Rep. Salvatore Ciccarelli (Watertown) - no; 
Rep. David B. Cohen (Newton) - yes; Rep. 
Joseph DeNucci (Waltham, Newton) - no; Rep. 
Susan Schur (D-Weston) - yes; Rep. Royall 
Switzler (R-Weston) - no; Rep. Peter Trombley 
(Waltham) - no. 

STUDENT TRUSTEES (H 7129): House refus- 
ed, 140-3, to reconsider its earlier approval of a 
bill providing for student representation on 
public higher education boards of trustees. Sup- 
porters of the bill argued student representation 
on boards is long overdue and claimed it be 
beneficial for the system.

Community Development Program 
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An ironic lesson

for class focusing 
on terrorism

When the students enrolled in 
Prof. Ernst Halperin’s study 
group on the nature of terrorism 
and urban guerrilla warfare at 
the Institute of Politics of the Ken- 
nedy School of Government at 
Harvard, they had no clue that the 
opening session would occur on 
the same day as the assassina- 
tion of President Anwar el-Sadat 
of Egypt. 


But for the Swiss-born pro- 
fessor, a former journalist for the 
European press and now a 
Brookline resident and Boston 
University professor, it was an 
opportunity to define terms and 
clarify semantics. The students, 
an internaticnal mix, come from 
countries that are familiar with 
both forms of violence. They are 
from South Africa, Canada, the 
Philippines, Israel, South Africa 
and the Soviet Union, to name a 
few. 


“What is assassination? At- 
tacks on innocent civilians? Hi- 
jacking of airplanes? Is it ter- 
rorism or urban guerrilla war- 
fare? It is often difficult to dif- 
ferentiate between the two. Your 
opponent has to be 
psycholologically vulnerable. 
How does today’s event fit these 
definitions?” 


“Terrorism is a form of pro- 
paganda. It makes a statement. It 
is as old as mankind. One of the 
first recorded examples was the 
murder of Abel by his brother, 
Cain.” Another example cited 
was the national hero of 
Halperin’s native Switzerland, 
William Tell, whose legend has 
become a positive symbol of pro- 
test and whose face appears on 
Swiss currency. 


During the Russian Revolution,

Prince Peter Kropotkin said, 
“One act of protest is worth a 
thousand pamphlets.’’ But to- 
day’s terrorist may be another 
man’s freedom fighter. Ter- 
rorism is propaganda by deed, an 
acting-out of a preconceived 
political policy. 


Halperin cited contemporary 
exemplars of both forms of 
violence, such as Che Guevara, 
the Tupumaros of Uruguay, the 
Croats, the PLO, the FLNP of the 
Puerto Rican independence 
movement who have all con- 
ducted urban guerrilla warfare 
against innocent civilians. Some 
of their techniques included kid- 
napping, murder and bank rob- 
beries. Also mentioned was the 
rape and murder of the four 
Maryknoll nuns in El Salvador, 
allegedly perpetrated by the 
military. 


Commenting on the assassina- 
tion of Sadat, Halperin said, ‘“‘We 
don’t have all the facts yet. It is 
claimed that it was done by a 
group connected with the army’s 
chief of staff whom Sadat had 
fired recently.”

NEWTON — A spokesman for the 
Attorney General's Office Wednesday 
said that the §100 raffle tickets being 
sold by the Newton Kiwanis 
Charitable Foundation in a drawing 
for a $64,000 home are not tax- 
deductible.

Mayor Theodore Mann called Sadat ‘‘a man 
of extrordinary courage in representing his 
people.” 

Mayor Mann also said that he hoped Sadat’s 
successor is someone “‘of like-mind, who will 
carry the torch of peace for Christians, 
Moslems and Jews.” 

Allen Edelstein, president of Temple Em- 
manuel, pointed to the assasination attempts 
of President Ronald Reagan and on Pope John 
Paul as well as that of Sadat. “I think it’s a 
real sad commentary on our times,” sais said 
Edelstein. ‘I’m truly disturbed that this is 
taking place in the world.” 


Dr. Barry Karger, a Northeastern Universi- 
ty professor and chairman of the Israel Con- 
cern Committee at Temple Emanuel in 
Newton Center said Sadat’s death will put a 
new light on the sale of AWAKS and other 
military arms to Saudi Arabia. 

“There is now a strong argument against 
the sale given the instability of the country,’ 
said Krager, who stressed that without Sadat 
“as the unifying force” in Egypt, the future of 
the country is unclear. ‘‘There’s a great deal 
of potential for instability,’ said Krager. 

Krager said he was saddened by Sadat’s 
death and noted that the event is unfortunate 
for the whole world. ‘Everyone respected 
him. He did a great thing going to Israel in 
1977.”

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Tigers’ passing the key to Brockton stunner

NEWTON — Boldface it, place 
it-in 60 pt. type and blaze it acros3 
the front page. NEWTON NORTH 
22 BROCKTON 16. Then package 
the game films, splash a title like 
“How to develop a passing game” 
on them, and ship them off to Ann 
Arbor, Mich. or Norman, Okla. 
That’s right, even the boys in the 
big time could learn a little 
something from what coach Norm 
Walker and his Newton North 
Tigers did to Brockton Saturday. 
It has been three days since The 


.Upset which shook the Suburban 


League, but here are the facts. 
The Tigers are now 4-0, destined 
to probably move past Walpole 
and into the No.1 spot of the Divi- 
sion I rankings, and staring a 
league championship right in the 
face. Brockton, 3-1, hadn’t lost a 
regular season game since 
Thanksgiving Day, 1978, when 
Waltham High took them, 24-14. 
The Boxers had won 23 straight 
since. 

Heroes? Everybody really, 
right down to assistant coaches 
Michael Foye and Mike Coppolla, 
who worked on the attack which 
allowed Tiger QB’s Tim Brandon 
and Ryan Foley to complete 17 of 
25 passes for 201 yards. It was an 
offense that even Don Coryle 
would have admired, consisting 
of one beautifully-designed play 
after another. The Tigers came 
out throwing the ball and never 
stopped, not even when they were 
backed up to their one-yard line 
with six minutes left in the game. 

“You have to give all the credit 
for that to Foye and Coppolla,” 
said Walker afterward. ‘I handed 
the offense over to them during 
the week and told them to work on 
our technique and execution. 
They did a fantastic job.”’ 

Said a somber Brockton coach 
Armand Columbo, a man unac- 
customed to losing, ‘‘We knew 
they could throw, and yes, ob- 
viously we tried to make ad- 
justments. But we just couldn’t 
stop them.” 

The game had been billed as a 
battle between Newton’s passing 
and Brockton's sensational 
tailback Jay McGee. In the final 
analysis, neither defense stopped 
the other. Brandon was 10 of 16 for 
124 yards, Foley seven of nine for 
77.and McGee gained 186 yards on 
32 carries. But the.difference was 
that the Tigers succeeded in 
preventing the 5-7, 160-pound 
flash from breaking the long ones. 
McGee had one scamper of 32 
yards and none other more than 
20. ‘“‘We figured him for at least 
three long touchdown runs,’’ said 
Walker. ‘‘He didn’t do that. Our 


defense did a tremendous job of 
limiting him to 10 and 15-yard 
gains.”’ 

Actually, the Tiger defense, led 
by linebacker John Corsi, was 
outstanding in stopping McGee 
when it counted the most —- 
specifically three consecutive 
times from the one-yard line with 
7:32 left in the game. 

Trailing by only six, Brockton 
had driven from their own 34 to 
the Newton seven in 12 plays. 
McGee had accounted for 38 of 
those yards and QB Bob O'Neill 
had picked up another 14 in the 
march. But after O'Neill 
scampered four yards and McGee 
two to bring the ball to the one, the 
Tiger front wall stiffened. McGee 
went straight into the middle on 
third down. Nothing. McGee 
again on fourth. Nothing again as 
Corsi, Dave Rowland and Matt 
Davis knocked him back. 

“That was a courageous goal- 
line stand,” said Walker. ‘It was 
unbelievable. One of the greatest 
I’ve ever seen,” 

Perhaps more unbelievable 
was the manner in which the 
Tigers then moved the ball safely 
from the shadow of their own 
goalposts. Without a moment's 
hesistation, they went to the pass. 
A dangerous enough move from 
your own end zone, but even more 
so when you do it with only 10 
men. 

“Al Fortune (fullback) had got- 
ten injured earlier and we wanted 
to put Corsi in,” explained 
Walker. ‘‘But in the excitement of 
the goal-line stand, Corsi came off 
the field and we were playing 
without a fullback. Mike Ab- 
brusseze made a tremendous ad- 
justment to prevent a disaster.” 

Foley completed that pass to 
Billy Drew for nine yards (seven 
receptions) and the next to Paul 
Howley for 13 to bring them out of 
trouble. 

The Tigers had began the game 
brilliantly by taking tne opening 
kickoff and methodically mar- 
ching 74 yards. Brandon hit John 
Coppolla (four catches) twice for 
17 and 12 yards, George Claflin for 
12 and Drew for 11 to bring the 
ball to the Brockton 12. On first 
down, Foley entered the game, 
rolled left and drilled the ball to a 
wide-open Drew for’ the 
touchdown. He then threw to 
Claflin for the two-point conver- 
sion and Newton was ahead 
quickly, 8-0. 

Just as suddenly the normally 
unflappable Boxers handed them 
another opportunity. When 

O'Neill fumbled the ensuing 
kickoff, Jim Caruso recovered 
and the Tigers had the ball at the 
23. Six plays later they were in the

end zone on a two-yard run by 
Fortune. Peter Munsat's kick 
made it, 14-0. 

But Brockton didn’t win 23 
straight and appear in con- 
secutive Super Bowls by 
disintegrating, and the Boxers 
served notice that this was not go- 
ing to be a rout. McGee ripped off 
consecutive first down runs of 13, 
14 and 12 yards and the Boxers 
were at the Newton 23. O'Neill 
picked up seven yards on the op- 
tion on a fourth and three and, two 
plays after that, McGee swept 
eight yards to the left corner of 
the end zone for the touchdown. 
Fullback Ed Myers easily ran it 
in for the two points and the lead 


was down to six. 


Newton's response was another 
marvelous drive, this one spann- 
ing 77 yards in only four plays. 
The offensive line, led by Kevin 
Troy, Tony Clarey and Mario Pro- 
ia, gave Brandon perfect protec- 
tion (as they did all day) and the 
talented sophomore drilled con- 
secutive passes to Claflin (18 
yards), Drew (12) and Coppolla 
(18) to move the ball to the 
Brockton 29. Fortune then burst 
through the middle, broke three 
tackles and sped the rest of the 
way for the TD. Brandon hit Paul 
Howley for the two-pointer to 
make the score Newton 22 
Brockton 8.

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Miracle finish sparked Lions

For the third time this season 
the Newton South defense has 
turned an opponent away on a 
fourth down attempt and the of- 
fense has responded by marching 
in for what proved to be the game 
winning touchdown. 

On their own three-yard line, 
the Lions stopped what had beena 
very potent Boston Tech offense 
on a fourth-down try, and Newton 
South marched 97 yards to score 
on an unbelievable Mike An- 
tonellis’ touchdown reception and 
win the game, 27-26, Saturday at 
White Stadium. 

The Lions, now 4-0, erupted for 
21 first-quarter points and held a 
15-point lead at the end of the first 
frame. But Newton South became 


; comfortable with its lead and the 


offense faltered for the first time 
this season. 

Boston Tech came back to post 
20 points in the seccnd quarter 
and had cut the Lions half-time 
lead to just one point. Tech col- 
lected seven second-quarter first 
downs while Newton South 
managed just one first down and 
60 offensive yards (with 50 of 
them coming on kickoff returns). 

After a scoreless third quarter, 
in which Newton South controlled 
the ball but was unable to score, 
the Lions would show why they 
are undefeated on the season at 
the start of the fourth frame. 

For the second and much of the 
third quarter the Newton South of- 
fense was struggling against a 
very tough Boston Tech defense. 
Tech had taken the momentum of 
the game and turned it in its favor 
early in the second quarter and 
through the third quarter. 

Boston Tech began the final 


session by marching the ball 60 
yards to the Newton South three- 
yard line. Boston Tech compiled 
329 yards on the ground for an ex- 
ample of the difficulty that the 
Lions’ defense was having. 
Boston Tech was pushed back on 
three running plays and one pass- 
ing attempt by a very surprising 
Lion defense. It was the first time 
in the game that Newton South's 
defense had been able to stop 
Boston Tech in a crucial situation 
since the first quarter. 


Art Walton (64 yards on 11 car- 
ries) started the drive by bulling 
out two yards on the first Newton 
South offensive play. Here is 
where the Lion offense began to 
show life as Joe Spagnuolo (16 for 
25, good for 241 yards) hit An- 
tonellis on a 11-yard completion 
that got the ball over the 18 yard 
line and a first down. 


Steve Anglin carried for two 
yards on first down before 
Spagnuolo hit Dave Hill for a nine- 
yard completion and another first 
down. Anglin ran for 11 yards on 
two carries and notched the third 
Lion first down of the drive and 
got the ball over the 40 yard line. 
With 4:50 remaining on the game 
clock, Spagnuolo dropped back to 
pass but was pressured by a 
strong Boston Tech rush. 
Spagnuolo scrambled for what 
must have been over seven 
seconds and after eluding tackles 
threw the ball across field for a 
28-yard completion and first down 
to Antonellis. The Lions gained 
another first down and had the 
ball at the 14 yard line when 
Spagnuolo drilled a pass to the 
right corner of the end zone. A 
streaking Antonellis had his man 


beat by two yards but the pass 
was a little infront of him. The 
6’4”" Antonellis left the ground and 
with his body just about parallel 
to the field stretched out to pull in 
the game winner. 


“Antonellis made a catch even 
the pro’s couldn’t make”’ exclaim- 
ed a very excited and pleased 
Lion skipper Art Kojoyian. 
“There were big plays all over the 
field for us today.” 


But once again it was the Lion 
defense sparking the offense to 
life with a big play on fourth 
down. Newton South had to con- 
tain Boston Tech’s very talented 
quarterback Bob Jett who passed 
for 166 yards and ran for 111 yards 
and it had a difficult time until its 
collective backs were against the 
wall. 


The Lion defense collected 
three Boston Tech fumbles and in- 
tercepted two passes, but had a 
rough time stopping the Tigers in 
the second and third quarters. 
The Lion D stopped Littleton on a 
fourth down play in the season 
opener and the offense marched 
50 yards to put Newton South 
ahead 12-6 in a game South even- 
tually won 21-46. Against West 
Roxbury the Lion D stopped the 
Raiders on a fourth down situa- 
tion and the offense marched 82 
yards to score in a contest South 
won 15-0. 


So now the Lions will take on 
their first Dual County League op- 
ponent Saturday at home when 
they meet Concord-Carlisle. This 
contest could give Newton South 
its first league victory and should 
be a little easier foe compared to 
the last two weeks.

of Warren, 


School Committee assures

NEWTON — Students affected by the deci- 
sion to close Warren Junior High can now look 
forward to attending a junior high school they 
can call ‘‘home."’ 

As the result of a unanimous School Com- 
mittee vote in favor of the phased closing of 
Warren, students will now spend more than 
one year at the same school over three years. 

Prior last week’s vote for a phased closing 
to begin Sept. 1982, some Warren students 
could anticipate calling at least three schools 
“home” in three years. 

For example, since the school is slated to 
permanently close June 1983, seventh graders 
attending Warren next year would complete 
one year at Warren, then.attend Day Junior 
High and then Newton North High for ninth 
grade after it is christened a four-year high 
school in 1983. 

Under a phased closing, students who would 
have attended Warren for seventh grade next 
fall will now go to Day Junior High where they 
will spend two years before going to a 
reorganized four-year North High. 

For many of these seventh grade students, 
there would have been four moves in four 
years as a result of the closing of Claflin 
Elementary, a Warren feeder school, last 
June. 

Although this disruption of Warren students 
was recognized at the time of the debates last 
spring over closing a northside junior high, 
the School Committee did not support the 
phased closing of Warren because of the over- 
crowding it would cause for the 1982 school 
year at Day Junior High. 

Last week the committee was told that 
enrollment projections for current sixth 
graders were proven to be high, which would 
alleviate overcrowding at Day should the War- 
ren closing be phased as it was with 
Meadowbrook (now Brown Junior High) and 
Weeks Junior High. Weeks closed this 
September as South High became a four-year 
school. 

Dr. Vincent Silluzio, director of Research 
and Planning for the schools, said in an inter-

Search group 
rep studied

NEWTON — Many aldermen believe that a 
School Department Search Committee to 
select a new superintendent of schools should 
include a member of the legislative body. 


Mayor Theodore Mann’s request that an 
aldermen be included on the search commit- 
tee has been ignored by the Schoo! Committee. 
The request was made by Mann at a Sept. 21 
School Committee meeting. 


The School Committee lost fiscal autonomy 
with the passage of Proposition 24%. As a 
result, aldermen can now cut funds from the 
School Department’s budget. 


The budget hearings between the two 
government bodies this year were marred by 
bitter fighting between aldermen and school 
committee members. 

School Superintendent Aaron Fink, who has 
headed the school system for the last 13 years, 
has announced that he will resign at the end of 
the school year. 

Many aldermen on the 24-member 
legislative body emphasized that an alderman 
on the search committee could help to improve 
relations between the two government bodies. 

“I think it would be useful to have an alder- 
man on the committee,” said Alderman Lisle 
Baker. “It won’t do any harm and it may do 
some good...If you are going to have a broad 
based committee, it is important to have a 
member of the board.” 

He added: “‘It would probably be helpful to 
the selection process and improve the rela- 
tionship between aldermen and the school 
committee.” 

“‘We have control over the funds so I think 
we should have someone on the committee,” 
agreed Alderman Dominic Taglienti. 

The veteran Ward 7 aldermen, however, did 
not feel the school committee has ignored the 
mayor’s request because of the bad blood bet- 
ween the two bodies. 

Board of Alderman President Matthew Jef- 
ferson felt that it was unnecessary for an 
alderman to serve on the committee. ‘I think 
the School Committee should be able to struc- 
ture the committee as they see fit,’’ he ex- 
plained. ‘‘I don’t see any benefit to having a 
board member on the committee.” 

Jefferson said it was more important to 
have a broad range of people from the com- 
munity on the committee. 

Alderman Paul Coletti pointed out that an 
alderman may ‘‘hamper" the search process. 

“I think it would be rubbing the grain of the 
School Committee,’’ Coletti said. ‘The person 
would not add anything significant to the 
deliberations of the School Committee.” 

Alderman Mark White said: “I think there 
should be an aldermen on the committee if we 
are going to avoid the kind of conflict that took 
place at budget time this year.’’ White said it 
is critical that the School Committee and 
Board of Aldermen develop a closer working 
relationship. 

He speculated that the School Committee 
may have ignored the request from the mayor 
because the two governmental bodies are used 
to having their ‘‘own domain.” 

Other aldermen also would welcome input 
on the committee, but felt it was not critical. 

“1 don’t think it’s a critical obstruction,” 
said Alderman Wendell Bauckman. “‘I think it 
would be a nice thing to do because we now 
have a part in the budget process, but it 
doesn't bother me.” 

Alderman Donald Budge viewed the situa- 
tion similarly. ‘I don’t think it is really that 
essential,”” he explained. ‘‘However, from a 
credibility and communications point of view, 
it would be a good idea for the Schoo] Commit- 
tee to consider.” 


over its capacity of 825, were no longer valid 
because of an unanticipated drop in the 
number of sixth grade students this year. 

Also, according to the school’s principal, Ed 
Fraktman, movable partitions in the school 
will also allow the creation of four additional 
classrooms. 

Fewer students and the availability of four 
additional classrooms prompted Silluzio and 
Superintendent Aaron Fink to predict that Day 
would operate at close to capacity for the first 
year of a phased closing. 

Silluzio added that in Sept. 1983 when ninth 
graders will go to North, the enrollment at 
Day will drop to about 684 students. 

Fink, in an interview Wednesday, spoke in 
strong support of the phased closing. The con- 
stant movement of some of the students over 
three or four years would have had a “‘harm- 
ful’ effect upon their education, he said. 

“Junior high will only be two years as it is,”” 
Fink added, ‘‘and students ought to spend 
those two years in one school.” 





Aldermen approve $10,000 payment ° 
to cover city’s delay of work review 


NEWTON — A municipal contract 
with an Ohio firm will cost an addi- 
tional $10,000 because of city delays in 
reviewing the work. 


The Board of Aldermen’s Public 
Facilities Committee unanimously 
recommended approval of an addi- 
tional $10,000 last week for the con- 
tract which was extended for more 
than a year. 


Alderman originally approved 
$281,000 for the aerial survey project. 
The aerial surveys, which detail city 
topography, are used by the assess- 
ing, planning and other municipal 
departments. 

Berger Associates of Columbus, 
Ohio charged that the delays in 
reviewing the initial survey plates 
caused the company to lose more 
than $150,000. The company, however, 
agreed to settle for $10,000 after city 


officials found deficiencies in their 
work. 

City Engineer Paul Giunta said the 
detailed reviewing process was need- 
ed to verify the accuracy of the aerial 
survey. He emphasized that the 
review process took twice as long as 
originally planned. 

He called settlement with the com- 
pany “more than fair.”” 

“A lot of it was that they could not 
do the work until we reviewed the 
plans,” Giunta said. ‘‘A settlement of 
$10,000 at this time is a bargain.” 

The aldermen stipulated that the 
additional $10,000 be paid only after 
the aerial survey. The funds must 
receive final approval from the full 
board.

money or if there really is something dif- 
ferent about today’s lubricants that per- 
mits these longer intervals.

ANSWER: 

I have always been a believer in 
changing the oil in a car more often than 
recommended in the book. I believe that 
in these parts we drive under the most 
extreme driving conditions in the coun- 
try. Most of our driving is low speed, 
never getting the engine fully warmed 
up. This increases the chances of con- 
densation in the oil pan contaminating 
the oil. 

Next there is a lot of dust and dirt on 
the roads. In the winter we douse the 
roads with salt and sand. Now if you 
check the owners manual for your car 
you will find that the maker of the car 
hedges on the oil change interval and 
claims that under certain conditions 
that the oil should be changed more 
often. I think that if you read this list 
carefully that you will find it describes 
the driving that we do. 

My only comment is that I think I 
might change the oil filter every second 
oil change instead of every 2,500 miles. 

Still on the subject of oil, remember 
that the new, cars require only the SF 
grade oil. The SE grade oil that was 
previously used will not offer the protec- 
tion the new cars needed. 

The S grade on the oil can is the 
American Petrolium Institute grading 
on the can and indicates the quality of 
the oil, not the weight. The SAE numbers 
on the can are still used to classify the 
oil as to the weight, with the heavier oil 
for summer and the lower number 
lighter oils for winter.

Sweeps of old generally ap- 


peared on the rooftops complete 
with top hat and tails and those 
who have taken up the profession 
are continuing the tradition. 

No one seems to know exactly 
why those ancient sweeps wore 
such elegant attire for such a dir- 
ty job, but many have theorized. 

One story goes that European 
Sweeps were so poor they had to 
beg for clothing and wealthy 
undertakers were only happy to 
give them their old castoffs. 

Another claims that the sweeps 
took up the costume in an effort to 
put their profession in a higher 
social category. 

Still another says top hats and 
tails just provide good luck. 

Gail Scanlon, who serves as 
treasurer for the business, ex- 
plained that ancient sweeps, dir- 
tied by their daily work, were said 
to have hidden from the public 
eye. If one was spotted it was con- 
sidered good luck and if the for- 
tunate soul was even able to touch 
the coat of a sweep the luck was 
even greater. 

Sweeps were also called in to 
bless a duo during their wedding 
ceremony as it was thought the 
blessing could mean a happy life 
for the new couple. 

Scanlon hasn’t shown up at a 
wedding yet and he’s not sure the 
costume brings him luck, but, he

said, it’s entertaining for the 
customers. 

As a firefighter who has seen 
what can happen to an unattended 
chimney, Scanlon is primarily 
concerned with the safety factor. 

“Prevention is the best weapon 
against fires,’ he said, pointing 
out that as a fire inspector he ad- 
vises daily on prevention 
methods. 

And although he loves being a 
firefighter, being a chimney 
sweep is a great second job, he 
said.

The 
tangy sourness of these ubiquitous 
citrus fruits is popular in scores of 
cuisines. Lemon and lime juice 
can really turn on the flavor of 
lots of lean meats, poultry and 
seafood; it’s great on vegetables 
and salads, too. Sourness really 
accents the natural sweetness in 
ruit. 


Limes are usually smaller and 
less tart than their lemony 
cousins, but both are similar 
enough to be interchangeable in 
most recipes; so buy whichever is 
cheapest. Calorie counts are the 
same, too: 4 calories per tables- 
poon. Here are some ideas to try: 

LIME-BROILED FLORIDA 
SNAPPER 

1 and one-half pounds red snap- 
per fillets 


3 tablespoons melted butter (or 
margarine) 

4 tablespoons lime or lemon 
juice 

salt, pepper, to taste 

paprika 

optional: 2 tablespoons finely 
minced fresh dill weed or parsley 

lime wedges 


Thaw fish if frozen. Spray a 
nonstick pan with cooking spray.

Combine butter and lime juice 
and spread over the top of the fish. 
Sprinkle with salt and pepper. 
Broil 4 inches from heat source 
without turning, just until fish 
flakes easily. Spoon any juices 
that form over the fish. Sprinkle 
fish with paprika and minced 
parsley or dill, if desired, before 
serving, garnished with lime 
wedges. Makes six servings, 160 
calories each.

If you can’t get no-calorie soft 
drinks in a restaurant, plane or 
bar, simply ask for plain club 
soda and several lemon or lime 
wedges. Sweeten and flavor the 
soda to taste with the fresh- 
squeezed citrus juice, and your 
own personal supply of sugar 
substitute. A good trick to keep in 
mind when you’re seated in the 
last row of an airplane, and the 
flight attendants run out of diet 
soda before they reach you. Each 
serving: less than 10 calories. 


GREEK SALAD DRESSING 

quarter-cup lemon (or lime) 
juice 

quarter-cup olive oil 

quarter-cup olive liquid (from a 
jar of green olives) 

quarter-cup water 

garlic salt, pepper, to taste 


dried oregano and mint leaves, 
to taste 

Combine ingredients and shake 
up. Pour over vine-ripe tomatoes 
and sliced cucumbers (or mixed 
green salad). For a meal-size 
salad, add cubes of part-skim feta 
cheese. Makes 1 cup dressing, 30 
calories per tablespoon (feta 
cheese is 75 calories per ounce).

Bridge phobia runs rampant 
in San Francisco Bay area 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — The 

San Francisco Bay area is ringed 
by six major bridges, and 
thousands of residents break out 
in a cold, fearful sweat at the 
mere thought of crossing one of 
those spans, a group of 
psychological therapists says. 

The fear of crossing bridges — 
or gephydrophobia — afflicts as 
many as 16,000 Bay Area 
residents, the researchers said in 
a report issued during the third 
annual Phobia Conference last 
weekend. 

Phobias, according to the ex- 
perts, are brought on by many dif- 
ferent kinds of stresses that ex- 
hibit themselves as fear. Because 
of the large number of bridges in 
the San Francisco area, they said, 
it would be common to find that 
many people fear crossing them. 

“Bridge phobia is a common 


develop it have more of a chance 
of occurring here where there are 
so many bridges,”’ Dr. Nicholas 
Cummings, a San Francisco 
psychiatrist said. 

“Just as in New York City, the 
most common phobia is a subway 
phobia,”’ he said. 

Cummings said it is common 
for the sufferer to at first develop 
a fear of one bridge in particular, 
such as the Golden Gate Bridge. 
Then with time, he said, that fear 
expands to another bridge and 
then possibly to the freeway. 

One such sufferer is Sally 
Mendelowitz, a local antique 
dealer. Miss Mendekowitz said 
her phobia is so bad she has not 
left the city limits for more thana 
year. 

The experts said the most com- 
mon and easiest way to overcome 
the fear is to join a local group

Police log at issue 


BC paper takes on administration

NEWTON — The Boston Col- 
lege student newspaper claims 
college officials may be holding 
back reports of violent crimes, in- 
cluding assaults and attempted 
rapes, in an effort to foster the im- 
age of the suburban campus. 

As a result, ‘The Heights,” the 
independent student newspaper, 
filed a complaint in Middlesex 
Superior Court Monday which 
would give student reporters the 
right to inspect police logs of the 
Boston College Police. 

“The Heights” has attempted 
to gain permanent access to the 
police logs, which contain the day 
to day activities of campus police, 
for nearly a year. 

The newspaper contends that 
campus crime is higher than col- 
lege officials have reported in a 
state crime report. In 1980, the 
university reported 27 violent 
crimes - including three rapes - at 
the campus, according to the 
Massachusetts Uniformed Crime 
report. 

Heights Editor in Chief Stephen 
Reynolds, 21, contends that the in- 
cidence of crime may be a lot 
higher. Reynolds claims the 
newspuper received reports of a 
number of sexual attacks and 
violent crimes last year, but was 
unable to confirm them. 


Reynolds contends that for 
every three violent crimes 
reported to the state police 
another three remain off the 
record. “It's got to be pretty 
serious before B.C. will take it 
outside,” Reynolds said. 


He acknowledged that the 


newspaper learned of three rapes 


newspaper has received ‘‘sket- 
chy” reports of other sexual 
assaults that it has not been able 
to confirm, Reynolds said that in- 
specting the logs will allow the 
newspaper to “report accurately 
on the seriousness of crime on the 
campus.’’ 

“We do have reason to believe 
that there is a great deal more 
crime here than the school would 
have us believe,” Reynolds ex- 
plained. ‘We don't want the 
specific names of victims. All we 
want to know is the cir- 
cumstances and what exactly has 
happened in the hopes of bringing 
these things to light. Maybe 
something can be done about it.’’ 

Reynolds added: “‘It is impossi- 
ble for us to report accurately on 
the severity of crime here and the 
frequency of crime without being 
able to check these logs.”’ 

“I don't think there is an 
organized coverup beyond the 
fact that the school is concerned 
about it’s image,’’ he said. 


Reynolds said the college pro- 
motes itself as a ‘‘very pretty, 
idyllic school" removed from the 
problems of Boston. ‘Our point is 
that it is not so safe that people 
should be completely ignorant 
about the kind of things that hap- 
pen,” he noted. 

Campus Police Chief Kenneth 
Watson refused to return 
telephone calls and comment. 
Watson also refused to comment 
on a rape at the campus on Sept. 
2 when questioned by a News 
Tribune reporter after the inci- 
dent.

George 
Stiglich, assistant treasurer, said 
Monday the city has about $2 
million remaining in the kitty. 

The city last borrowed money, 
$6 million at 3.4 percent interest, 
in the spring of 1978.

‘T’ axes $300; 
service lost

OAK HILL-Officials at the ‘‘T” 
may wrestle with a $349 million 
budget but when it came to $300 
for a bit of public service they just 
threw it out of the ring. 

For the past four years Paul 
Epstein, 39, of Oak Hill has 
volunteered his time distributing 
train and bus schedules to mer- 
chants and in public locations 
around Newton. 


could deliver the schedules to 
places such as Garb Drug in 
Auburndale, the Newton Police 
Department in West Newton and 
Hubbards Drug in Newton Cor- 
ner.‘ 

Epstein, who has Cerebal 
Palsy, said he delivered the 
schedules, ‘‘So that people would 
know where to find them. It’s han- 
dy to them.” 

Thomas said he doesn’t think

All he asked for this service, 
which is unique to the city of 
Newton, was his gas money, 
which came to $300 each year for 
the past four years.

Newton is the only MBTA ser- 
viced community to have this 
type of service, according to 
Charles Thomas, Newton Public 
Works Commissioner. 

“The MBTA isn’t going to in- 
itiate something like this,” he 
said.

He then 
distributed them to some 96 loca- 
tions.

crease MBTA ridership. 

“It doesn’t make sense for the 
MBTA to cut back a service at a 
time when ridership is low," 
Thomas pointed out. 

A volunteer for United Cerebral 
Palsy at its Chestnut Hill loca- 
tion, Epstein is angry that his ser- 
vice will no longer be funded. 

“If they’ve got an annual 
budget of $349 million can’t they 
find $300?"’ 

Epstein, a toll collector for the 
Massachusetts Turnpike Authori- 
ty, stated that, ‘‘City Hall is now 
the only place you can get them 
(schedules )."’ But he thinks most 
people will telephone the MBTA 
for service information. ‘‘What 
are you going to do-have 
everybody in the city calling the 
MBTA,” Epstein remarked.

set a precedent

NEWTON — Stephen Reynolds, 
editor of the Boston College stu- 
dent newspaper, sits in an office 
cluttered with newpapers while a 
rockn'roll tune blares from a 
nearby speaker. 

Reynolds, who is leading the 
fight to force college officials to 
allow the newspaper to inspect 
daily police logs, says there is 
more crime on the campus than 
college officials will admit. 

“The crux of the matter is we 
continually get reports in this of- 
fice about violence, rapes, at- 
tempted rapes and assaults, and 
the details are always sketchy,” 
the 21-year-old college senior in- 
sists. “It’s impossible for us to 
report accurately on the severity 
of crime here and the frequency of 
crime without being able to check 
these logs."’ 

The independent college 
newspaper, ‘“‘The Heights,’’ filed 
a complaint Monday charging 
that the school has violated the 
state Freedom of Information 
Law and Public Records law by 
refusing to grant reporters ac- 
cess to the daily logs. 

The case against the university 
could set a legal precedent. The 
laws granting reporters access to 
the police logs of cities and towns 
has not been interpreted in the 
case of u department belonging to 
a private university. 

‘*The issue is not strictly a First 
Amendment issue or women's 
issue,’ he explains. “We just 


think it’s a safety thing. We want 
to be able to report as precisely as 
possible to the community. We 
are the major organ of com- 
munication for on the campus. We 
want to be able to report to people 
and make them aware if they are 
in any danger.’"’ 

Reynolds claims that in one in- 
stance he believes a woman on 
the campus was raped and refus- 
ed to come forward because she 
was afraid nothing would be done. 
He admitted that the police are 
probably not receiving many 
complaints. 

Editor Elisa Speranza, who 
spearheaded a probe into campus 
crime last year, maintains that 
many students on campus are not 
aware of the crime problem. 

Speranza describes the suit 
against the college as a ‘David 
and Golaith” showdown, ‘I can 
see how the courts and may look 
more favorably on a 150-year-old 
institution than a group of kids,” 
she says. “But we are very 
serious about this."” 

Reynolds says that in order to 
battle the rising crime on the 
campus the college needs more 
police officers, better lighting, 
and improved security in dor- 
mitories. 

“T don’t think the university is 
ready to have it’s tour groups or 
parents see an elaborate security 
system in the dorm lobbies,'’ he 
charges, “I think they would 
rather give the impression that 
this is a safe campus. Our point is 
that it’s time for them to realize 
that this kind of stuff is needed.”’ 
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Lois Pines is looking 
for It. governor's post

Lois Pines is a determined 
woman a woman who talks 
briskly and confidently about 
changing government and mak- 
ing it “responsive to the needs of 
the people.” 

Pines wants to become the first 
woman elected to statewide of- 
fice. The 41-year-old Newton resi- 
dent has quit her $50,000-a-year 
job as New England Regional 
Director of the Federal Trade 
Commission(FTC) to devote all 
her time to her campaign for 
lieutenant governor. She is one of 
between eight and 11 unofficial 
candidates seeking the nomina- 
tion. 

Despite the long list of lieute- 
nant governor hopefuls - including 
former Environmental Affairs 
Secretary Evelyn Murphy, Mid- 
dlesex County First Asst. Dist. 
Atty. John Kerry, Pines feels she 
is the frontrunner. She is the only 
candidate who has previously run 
for statewide office. 

Pines, who gained statewide 
recognition as one of the key spon- 
sors of the Equal Rights move- 
ment in Massachusetts, was the 
only woman on the Newton Board 
of Aldermen when elected and one 
of only a handful of women when 
elected to the state legislature in 
1972. 

With the recent appointment of 
Judge Sandra Day O'Connor to 
the United States Supreme Court, 
women have entered one of the 
last exclusive men's clubs. Pines 
may be a public figure for the 
eighties — a leader whose time 
has come. She is ambitious and 
charismatic. Indeed, the hard- 
working Pines has made it no 
secret that she would like to 
become the first woman governor 
in the commonwealth. 

These days, however, she is 
campaigning hard for the lieute- 
nant governor’s seat. Her 
schedule is filled from early mor- 
ning to late night. It took more 
than a week’s advance notice to 
squeeze an interview into Pine’s 
tight schedule. 

Pines, dressed in a brown 
blouse and wool skirt, arrives for 
the interview late. She apologizes. 
Wearing a gold chain necklace 
and watch, the fashion-conscious 
Pines belies her 41-years. 

She says people want a can- 
didate that has the capacity to be 
effective. 

“Of all the candidates runn-

ing,’’ she says, ‘‘there is not one 
that has the experience that I 
have had. We don’t want an in- 
dividual to come and learn on the 
job. We need people who have a 
proven record of effectiveness 
and a capacity to make things 
happen in government.” 

Pines is articulate and concise. 
She is a tactician who can solve 
problems as her impressive 
record as a three-term state 
legislator from Newton shows. 
She is a fireball of drive and 
energy with a talent for getting 
things done. 

A staunch consumer advocate, 
Pines pushed through legislation 
requiring mandatory training for 
ambulance attendants and other 
public health and safety bills that 
have moved Massachusetts from 
the bottom to the top in emergen- 
cy medical care. In addition, 
Pines sponsored a number of con- 
sumer rights and public interest 
bills including the sunshine law 
requiring governmental meetings 
to be held in public. Her long list 
of legislative accomplishments is 
hard to match. 

“I think my proven experience 
of identifying problems, coming 
up with creative solutions to those 
problems and then building coali- 
tions to those problems both in th 
public and private sector is what 
distinguishes my candidacy,” 
Pines says. 

She is intensely competitive. So 
it isn’t surprising that she is runn- 
ing for lieutenant governor after 
losing the nomination for 
secretary of state in 1978 by a 
slim 3,700 votes. Pines was then

to gain publicity for the suit to in- 
spect the police log. 

“Thus far, The Heights and Mr. 
Reynolds have provided no 
evidence that the campus police 
chief has withheld evidence of 
crime,” he said. Reynolds admit- 
ted that the newspaper could not 
provide specific dates or in- 
cidents of crimes that went 
unreported to the newspaper. 

“We have reported everything 
that has been reported to us,” 
Duffy asserted. ‘‘What more can 
we do?...I have no doubt there are 
incidents of crime that occur that 
are not reported to the police. We 
can not investigate an incident of 
which we have no knowledge.” 


Duffy said that the university 
does not allow the newspaper to 
inspect the police logs to ‘“‘protect 
the confidentiality of both the vic- 
tims and the accused.”” 


When asked if the college would 
allow the newspaper to inspect 
the logs if reporters agreed not to 
print the names, Duffy said: ‘“‘We 
would not release the names to 
anyone other than the people in- 


volved. We have been advised by 
legal counsel that this is a defen- 
sible position.” 

“The issue is one of total access 
versus protecting confidentiality 
of the people involved,”’ explained 
Duffy. “‘The other things are a 
way of drawing attention to the 
issue and getting the public in- 
volved.” 

Steven Wise, attorney for the 
student newspaper, said the com- 
plaint filed against the college 
charges that the universities 
refusal to allow Heights reporters 
to inspect the logs violates the 
state Freedom of Information Act 
and Public Records law. 

Although the police logs of 
cities and towns are public 
record, Wise said the statutes 
have not been tested in the case of 
a private university police force.' 
Wise met with college officials in 
an attempt to gain access to the 
‘logs for the student newspaper, 
but was unsuccessful. 

Newton Police Chief William 
Quinn said the Boston College 
force is not required to report 
serious crimes to the Newton 
Department. Quinn said he con- 
siders the campus “safe” and 
praised the force.

Pines wants to expand the role 
of the lieutenant governor. She 
sees the office doing much more 
than bringing federal funds into 
the state. 


“The office can be as dynamic 
and productive as the individual 
who is the office,”’ she exclaims. 
“If you are committed to doing, 
being effective, and making 
government work, the office can 
be critically important.” 

Pines sees the office working 
closely with the state Legislature. 
“You need to have that relation- 
ship and capacity to deal with the 
legislature,” she says. “It’s a 
good thing for the lieutenant 
governor to be doing.” 

Pines would also like to make 
the lieutenant governor's office a 
central clearinghouse of informa- 
tion and resources that the state's 
351 cities and towns can draw 
from. She maintains the office 
can aid cities and towns in con- 
sumer, environmental and other 
issues. 

She believes the commonwealth 
needs civil service reform that 
encourages ‘creativity and extra- 
work”’ by state employees. She is 
also anxious to bring more 
business into the commonwealth 
and has promised to review the 
state tax laws to make them more 
attractive to business. 

“I think we can do a lot more to 
make government effective, save 
resources and maximize those 
resources we have so they benefit 
a larger number of people than 
they presently do,” she says. 

Pines is also a pragmatic 
politician. She attacks politics as 
a psychological science. She says 
politics is, above all, the art of 
“persuasion and compromise to 
get something done to help pe 
ple.” ; 

“T think a lot of politics is per- 
sonal,” she remarks. “It is the 
capacity of an individual to in- 
fluence on a very personal basis.” 
She is quick to point to her 
legislative record as proof of her 
political skill. ‘I was able to get 
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people who didn’t agree with me, 
who didn’t share my philosophy to 
agree and support this legisla- 
tion,” she notes. 

Pines says she will not support 
a candidate for governor. But 
wouldn’t the progressive ad- 
vocate work better with a 
Dukakis than a King? 

“T am confident that I can work 
with anyone that the people of 
Massachusetts elect as_ their 
nominee for governor,” she says. 

One of the few failures in Pines’ 
political career has been as the 
frustrated author and sponsor of 
the bottle bill which is once again 
being debated by the legislature 
and close to passage. The bill is 
aimed at reducing litter by requir- 
ing a nickel or dime deposit on all 
containers. A confident Pines con- 
tends that if she were lieutenant 
governor, Governor Edward 
King, who vetoed the legislation 
in 1976, would sign the bill. 

If elected and she disagreed 
with the governor, Pines says she 
would not hesitate to take an issue 
over his head to the citizens and 
legislature. 

“I would be an advocate for 
those individuals or issues which 
I felt needed representation,” she 
asserts. 

Time and time again, Pines 
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band, Joseph, is a doctor, is the 
mother of two teenagers. 

When you talk to Pines, you get 
the feeling she wants to use the 
lieutenant governor’s seat as a 
springboard for future political 
endeavors. Pines has her sights 
set on the governor’s office. 

This year, however, Pines says 
she simply wants to be ‘‘the first 
woman lieutenant governor.”’

NEWTON — David Wilbourn’s 
endorsement this week of Ward 1

Wilbourn, the loser by 391 votes 
in the three— way preliminary, 
received steady support 
throughout the city and was the 
only candidate able to chink Gen- 
tile’s stunning victories on the 
north side of the city by capturing 
a few precincts. 

In supporting Gentile over can- 
didate Jonathan Brant, Wilbourn 
said he does not see this as a con- 
test between liberals or conser- 
vatives, but ‘‘much more purely 
as a question of representation.”

16 Mayoral hopeful Bruce Mar- 
« quis, who finished more than 3,500 
votes behind Mayor Theodore 
Mann on September 22, said he 
has been unable to attain either 
new funding sources or any alder- 
manic endorsements since he 
defeated Alderman Mark White in 
the run-off. 

Marquis, who claims he would 
have a shot at upsetting Mann if 
25,000 people show at the polls on 
November 4, also looks as though 


he will fall far short of that 
number. Election Commissioner 
Alan Licarie, said Monday the 
political inactivity in the city may 
cause him to scale down his 
original prediction of a 22,000 
voter turnout. 

“A lot of people who gave us 
money did again,’’ said Marquis 
of his campaign financing. ‘“‘We 
didn’t get the new sources of fun- 
ding that we expected after the 
preliminary.” 

One reason behind the political 
newcomer’s success in the 
preliminary was money. Mar- 
quis, who suffered a severe ex- 
posure problem, blitzed the city 
with $15,000 of political advertis- 
ing prior to besting White. 


“With the aldermen having bot- 
tom line control, it is quite impor- 
tant that someone on the school 
committee be able to relate to the 
board,’’ Wilbourn emphasized. 

According to Wilbourn, declin- 
ing enrollment and the loss of 
fiscal autonomy to the Board of 
Aldermen with Proposition 2 
means the role of the School Com- 
mittee has shifted to that of ‘‘ad- 
vocator or saleman, if you will.”” 


“IT was asking myself who is go- 
ing to be in the best position of 
relating to a broad constituency,” 
Wilbourn said. 


Wilbourn said he was impress- 
ed not only by Gentile’s north side 
showing, but also by how well he 
did on the south side of the city 


especially in Wards 6-8 where he 
fell only slightly behind Brant. 

“Probably very few people on 
the south side had heard of him 
(Gentile) before the he campaign- 
ed,’’ Wilbourn said of Gentile’s 
door to door campaigning. 

Wilbourn also said that Gen- 
tile’s teaching experience in the 
Newton schools and and the fact 
that he grew up in Newton and at- 
tended the Newton schools was ‘‘a 
truely valuable part of his 
background.”’ 

“T just judge him (Gentile to be 
a reasonable person who is open 
to many points of view. He would 
not be a divisive person,” 
Wilbourn said. ‘I think that any 
repeat of that kind of situation 
would bode very badly for the 
schools right now.” 


Gentile, who spent three years 
in the Newton schools as a 
substitute teacher and then as a 
teacher aide for two years, lives 
on Emerald St. He has also coach- 
ed varsity sports in the Newton 
schools and recently spent two 
years as a full-time teacher in the 
Maine public schools where he 
taught at both the junior high and 
senior high level. 

Gentile currently works as an 
administrative aide to Rep. 
Joseph DeNucci, house chairman 
of the Human Services and Elder- 
ly Affairs Committee.

However, since that time, he has 
only been able to raise between 
$5,000 and $6,000. Mann had at 
least $16,000 remaining in his cof- 
fer after his victory in September. 

Marquis, who said on the night 
of his preliminary victory he ex- 
pected to get between four and 
five aldermanic endorsements, 
has been unable to attain the 
public support of any board 
members. Some who promised 
their support ‘‘probably didn’t 
think I would beat Mark,”’ noted 
Marquis. 

On the other hand, several 
aldermen, who remained neutral 
during the preliminary, have 
jumped on the rather safe Mann 
bandwagon. Newcomers to the 


Mann camp include Aldermen 
Carol Ann Shea, Ethel Sheehan, 
Rodney Barker, and Lisle Baker, 

“T feel they’re afraid of the pre- 
sent administration,” said Mar- 
quis of the board. ‘I asked them 
and several said it would hurt 
them.” 


“Look at those who endorsed 
Mark (White), it obviously says 
something,’’ he added. 


White, who finished 400 votes 
behind Marquis, received the 
political endorsement of six 
aldermen. Mann at the time of his 
sweeping preliminary victory had 
only received the support of three 
aldermen. With the addition of the 
White endorsement, the mayor 


has the public support of eight 
board members. 

“I'm = disappointed,"’ admitted 
Marquis over his failure to solicit 
aldermanic support. “I fully ex- 
pected to get five.” 

Although White's endorsements 
did not play a critical role, Mar- 
quis felt aldermanic en- 
dorsements give a candidate a 
“certain level of credibility.” 

“On the otherhand, it feeds into 
my anti-political image,” Mar- 
quis said. “I feel that Mark’s en- 
dorsement of the mayor has ac- 
tually helped me.” 

Marquis, however, was disap- 
pointed with White. ‘‘One of the 
strategies of the campaign was 
not to alienate Mark so I could get

Marquis said he had no specific 
evidence a deal was made but he 
“spoke to people who ran in the 
preliminary election and who 
were in turn offered deals in 
return for their support.” 

“Anyone who has watched this 
campaign is flabbergasted,” said 
Marquis of the White endorse- 
ment. ‘‘White has made a career 
of attacking the mayor.” 


Monday meeting termed a ‘joke’ by aldermenin attendance

NEWTON — Some aldermen 
considered most of Monday 
night’s regular board meeting 
confusing, frustrating, a waste of 
time and even laughable. 
Alderman Robert Katz called it 
a ‘“‘joke.”” And Alderman Robert 
Tennant, who blamed the often in- 
decipherable debate on aldermen 
vying for press coverage because 
of the upcoming election, called it 
the ‘‘worst meeting” he has ever 
attended during his 18-year 
tenure. 
_, An amendment to an ordinance 
«requiring fees for trash pickup for 
commercial facilities, apartment 
buildings and other institutions, 
was debated for nearly two hours 


prior to being ‘‘chartered.”’ 

Chartering, a parliamentary 
procedure, stops debate on an 
issue until the next scheduled or 
special board meeting. Alderman 
Richard McGrath chartered the 
amendment. 

Alderman Paul Coletti said the 
handling of the amendment was a 
clear example of aldermen ‘‘not 
choosing to act expeditiously.” 


“I think the president should 
exert more force to see these kind 
of things don’t happen,” he said. 


The amendment was aimed at 
improving the wording of the or- 
dinance which has allowed some 
apartment buildings to be charg- 
ed substantially less than other 
buildings of the same size. 


‘Japanese artist to hold 
Kusae workshop in city

The art of “Kusae’’ was 
developed 25 years ago when 
Keiko Hida, a creative Japanese 
artist, accidentally dropped a box 
of colored rice-paper onto her 
tatami floor. She noted the 
delicate multicolor patterns that 
resulted from the random ar- 
«rangement of hues and forms. 
Her Kusae technique uses bits of 
naturally dyed, torn rice paper 
pasted in four layers, creating 
new patterns suggesting forms in 
nature, 

The literal meaning of Kusae 
is “grass picture,” based on a 
combination of two Japanese 
‘calligraphy characters, so named 
by the artist. 

The art of Kusae is relatively 
unknown in this country. But for 
two days next week, the New 
England members of the Boston 
chapter of Ikebana International 
will play host to Keiko Hida of 

..Tokyo, inventor of the new art 
form, when she comes to Newton. 

Miss Hida will be at Temple 
Shalom, 175 Temple St., West 
Newton on Tuesday, Oct. 27 at 10 
a.m. Members of Ikebana Inter- 
national may attend the meeting 
and bring their guests. 

On Wednesday, Oct. 28, 
members and the public are in- 
‘vited to attend an all-day Kusae 

““workshop-demonstration from 10 
a.m. to 2 p.m. The fee is $10 for 
*members and $15 for non- 
members. Miss Hida is coming 
from Japan especially for this 
event and the event will be her 
first and only visit to this area 
since 1968. 


Keiko Hida conducts classes 
in Kusae at her school in Tokyo, 
where more than 1000 pupils 
study her art of collage. There are 
now Kusae schools in South 
America, Canada, France, Italy 
and the United States. 

Born in western Japan, she is 
also a teacher of Japanese dance. 
During a visit to this country in 
1962, she gave a dance recital in 
Carnegie Hall. She also appeared 
in San Francisco, Oakland, Seat- 
tle, Los Angeles, Denver, Chicago 
and Toronto, performing tradi- 
tional Japanese dances. She is 
also a poet, essayist, 
calligrapher, photographer and 
designer of kimonos. 

In addition to her Kusae 
demonstration, Miss Hida will 
also display many of her original 
creations, including aprons, 
pillow-caseés and napkins which 
will be available to the public for 
purchase as gift items. 

A private reception will be 
held in her honor on Monday at 
the M.I.T. Faculty Club, attended 
by the Japanese Consul General, 
Takeo Igushi and his wife.

“The problem is we were trying 
to do committee work on the floor 
of the board,’’ explained Alder- 
man Donald Budge. ‘‘Everything 
gets confused. I never saw sucha 
confused board as I saw tonight.”’ 

State Rep. Susan Schur, who is 
finishing out her term on the 
board, maintained that the ineffi- 
ciency was due to aldermen ‘‘not 
listening.”’ 

Tennant especially criticized 
McGrath for chartering the 
amendment to the trash or- 
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dinance after the lengthy debate. 
“It is very inconsiderate of an 
alderman to charter an item after 
nearly two hours of debate,’’ he 
said. 

McGrath, however, defended 
the charter. ‘‘There was too much 
confusion,”' he said. ‘There was a 
verbal report and no two 
aldermen had the same consen- 
sus of what the amendment was 
about.” 

McGrath said he chartered the 
item to give aldermen an op- 
portunity to read a written report 
on the amendment. 


Board of Alderman President 
Matthew Jefferson, who several 
aldermen blamed for the confu- 
sion, said he felt the meeting went

“pretty well’’ considering the 
items before the board. 


Jefferson emphasized that no 
alderman exceeded the time allot- 
ment for debate on the trash col- 
lection amendment. “'I give every: 
one ample time to speak,’’ he 
said. ‘‘That is democracy.” 


The confusion, however, may 
have been the reason for a 
number of aldermen leaving the 
meeting early. Before final votes 
were taken on several items, 
Ward 6 Alderman Rodney Barker, 
Ward 7 Alderman Lisle Baker, 
Ward 2 Alderman Terry Morris, 
Ward 6 Alderman Ernie Dietz and 
Ward 3 Alderman Paul Daley left 
the meeting. 
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Editorials 
Release the 
city-wide list 


The Acton firm conducting the ac- 
celerated revaluation of property in the ci- 
ty of Newton is trying to stifle attempts to 
publish a city-wide master assessment list 
which could aid homeowners in the ap- 
peals process. 

It is a textbook case of the public’s right 
to know. 

Robert Finnegan, president of the 
revaluation firm of Finnegan Associates, 
lobbied aldermen last week saying that he 
“strongly”? opposes release of the assess- 
ment list of all homes. 

Finnegan’s reasoning revolves around 
his concern that publication of the list does 
not give final values - subject to change - 
and that publication would give 
homeowners a chance to make com- 
parisons, possibly leading to increased 
discontent and more appeals. 

Why bog down the process so early in the 
game? 

The last time revaluation figures were 
released and published was in 1976 and by 
most accounts the information was of con- 
siderable value in allowing the homeowner 
to assess the fairness of his or her pro- 
jected tax committment. 

Any homeowner who looks at Finnegan’s 
reasoning, coupled with the fact that his 
firm is contracted by the city and paid by 
the taxpayers, should realize he is propos- 
ing an unfair and potentially dangerous 
precedent. 

Public access to this city-wide assess- 
ment list is imperative. 


On ignorance 


It is said that ignorance of the law is no 
defense but the current case of Norfolk 
Superior Court Judge Herbert Abrams’ 
waffling on sentencing of five men tried 
for rape puts the saying in a new perspec- 
tive. 

Ignorance of the law by a judge is simp- 
ly inexcusable. 

The men were accused of gang-raping a 
“former beauty queen’’ and although the 
rape charge is in a category of crimes 
which does not allow the accused to escape 
a jail sentence, Abrams passed on impos- 
ing any jail sentences and instead, opted 
for a shockingly small fine for the accused 
rapists. 

When a storm of protest surfaced follow- 
ing the sentencing - or lack of it - Abrams 
reneged on his actions, forcing the defen- 
dants into what some legal experts see as 
a double jeopardy situation. 

It is simply incredible on the surface 
that Abrams was so ignorant of the law 
that he would allow men, who admitted 
their guilt, to go free with only a fine. It is 
of even more concern that his actions have 
now made it questionable whether the ac- 
cused will ever be properly tried. 

And finally, there should be concern 
about the judge’s overall handling of the 
case and his published opinion that the 
rape victim was of questionable 
character. Such a statement which, on the 
face of it puts the victim on trial, is a voice 
from the dark ages of social and judicial 
history. 

Rape is rape and it is high time those ac- 
cused of the crime suffer the conse- 
quences. Abrams’ actions make a 
mockery of the law, a joke of the judiciary 
and they take us back to the not-too-distant 
past when rape was considered a woman’s 
fault and a man’s excusable desires.

Who saidit’s an election year?

There would be no political year like it. 

Disgruntled voters would rally to dismantle 
Proposition 21% like injuns around a doomed 
wagon train. The problems ahead of us in the 
eighties would force newcomers into the political 
circle like never before. 

Hold it. New lead. Strangely enough, the 
political cauldron has yet to be stirred. 

The city of Newton is throwing a citywide elec- 
tion and almost everyone has decided to stay at 
home. 

Where are the candidates? 

In a year when the Newton school system 
must cut additional resources, deal with con- 
tinued consolidation, greater student-to-teacher 
ratios and choosing successors to Superinten- 
dent Aaron Fink and Newton North Principal 
Richard Mechem,, six of eight school committee 
candidates are unopposed. + 

Is the current school committee that good? 

Aldermen, who completely control the city’s 
land use policy, are walking in unopposed. Ten of 
24 aldermen, including Michael Malec who walk- 
ed into Susan Schur’s vacated seat without any 
opposition, won't have to spend a cent to get re- 
elected. 

Are 10 members of the board infallible? 

“It totally surprises me,”’ said Election Com- 
missioner Alan Licarie of the disinterest. He 
surmised that a lack of an issue, specifically in 
the race for mayor, has fueled the electorate’s 
laissez faire attitude. 

The huge gap between mayoral! hopeful Bruce 
Marquis and Mayor Theodore Mann in the 
preliminary will further drive the expected voter 
draw lower than originally anticipated. 

Licarie, the ‘‘Carnac the Magnificient”’ of city 


elections admits the Nov. 4 voter turnout could 
go below 22,000, less than 50 percent of the 
number of registered voters. 

These numbers, mind you, are in a city that 
turns out between 80 and 90 percent of the elec- 
torate for national elections. The numbers don’t 
jibe. 

I’m tired of hearing how progressive this city 
was during the Vietnam era. It’s a worn-out 
laurel, 

Complacency, a lack of opposition, breeds cor- 
ruption. Aside from being apathetic, it’s 
dangerous. 

Despite the search for a ‘“‘major issue,” there 
are issues breathing between the walls of City 
Hall. 

Every time I reach into my pocket for another 
quarter to pay for parking time in Newton Cen- 
tre, listen to aldermen raise fees on everything 
from death certificates to auto dealer licenses, I 
become infuriated. 

Monday night at the full board meeting, 
veteran Alderman Robert Tennant called these 
fee increases ‘‘buckdoor taxes,"’ criticising 
department heads for increasing fees to make 
up for lost revenue. Hats off to Mr. Tennant. 


People, even in Newton where 49.5 percent of 
the voted for the message of Proposition 22, 
want relief. No one voted for the implementation 
of citywide user fees. That another city or town 
has these fees or has rates higher than this ci- 
ty’s, does not suffice as a just argument for their 
implementation. 


Add these fees up and they affect every one of 
us. And how about the traffic problems on 
Needham St., on Washington St. in West Newton 
or down in Newton Corner? The answers, or 
the inadequate responses, come from the board. 


These decisions are with us every day in our 
own community, They are not made in 
Washington. They are made by a board that is 
very wary of its constituency and if pressured by 
the community takes the heat very seriously. 

The only time I have seen people in this city 
come out is when an issue is directly in their 
backyard. It seems as though the village concept 
has in ways worked to segregate the collective 
hold. The Druker proposal was not just a Newton 
Corner issue, the proposal for the Sidney Hill 
Country Club does not stand alone, nor does the 
debate surrounding the erection of a tower for 
Continental Cablevision. Each village does not 
operate in a vacuum. A decision in one area sets 
a precedent for each corner of the city. 

Perhaps the valley of lows was this past Sun- 
day when fewer than 10 residents came to listen 
to the citywide aldermanic candidates at the 
Grace Episcopal Church. 

The aldermen who showed - five invited 
aldermen did not - were insulted. I too was in- 
sulted as were those in attendence. The Ward 7 
Democratic Committee was embarrassed. 

Tom Concannon, a veteran of eight years on 
the board, said he was ‘‘disappointed, but not 
surprised,” with the attendence. The committee 
had sent out 350 invitations. 

Aldermen do not send out invitations for board 
meetings. They are not required to. People are 
not required to attend either. But, residents are 
expected to vote and although this city prides 
itself on its political consciousness, I am frankly 
disappointed. 

There are too many people who need to be 
shaken out of their quiet surburban homes. The 
residents of this city, whether they care to 
realize it or not, do have the ability to make a dif- 
ference.

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Fewer concerns voiced 


Revised plan submitted for Sidney Hill condos

NEWTON - The firm converting 
Sidney Hill Country Club into lux- 
ury condominiums last week 
presented the Land Use Commit- 
tee with a revised proposal of 
almost 100 units less than the 
original plan which raised a storm 
of protest from area residents. 

The new plan calls for construc- 
tion of 112 units in two four-to-six- 
tiered buildings. 

Although the proposal 
represents a 43 percent reduction 
in density, down 95 units, from the 
original five-to-ten-story-tiered 
buildings, some residents of the 
area continued to find the 
redevelopment proposal an inap- 
propriate use of the seven-and- 
one-half acre parcel. 

Residents’ concerns, however, 


were considerably more subdued 
compared to the furor raised by 
the first plan put forth by the 
developer five months ago. 

If approved by aldermen, the 
project would bring the city about 
$810,000 in added tax revenue. The 
parcel currently generates $90,000 
in property taxes. 

Howard Levine, attorney for 
Chestnut Hill Development Corp., 
said the new proposal was 
economically the ‘‘bottom line’ 
(in regard to the number of units) 
because of design problems with 
the $3 million parcel. According to 
Levine, the units will start at 
$115,000 and go as high as $400,000. 

“It can’t be done without a 
greater impact on the 
neighborhood,‘‘ said Levine. 
“This is the most compact, visual- 
ly pleasing design we can come up

Parking for the complex would 
be provided by a 245-stall garage, 
a portion of which would be 
underground and 52 surface park- 
ing spaces. According to 
Developer Jeffery Kosow, tenants 
of the complex would be entitled 
to two underground stalls with the 
outside spots reserved for tran- 
sient parking. 


The petitioner is seeking alder- 
manic approval to re-zone the pro- 
perty from a Private Residence 
District to a Residence F District 
as well as a special permit to con- 
struct the proposed development. 


Local residents in opposition to 
the proposal said they feared the 
impact of such a complex on the 
traffic on to Florence Street 
(Sidney Hill abuts Florence); the 








precedent that a zone change 
could possibly have on a future 
petition drafted by the owner of 
the adjacent Spezzano Farm, 
which is about twice the size of the 
Sidney Hill parcel, and the height 
of the complex. 


Alderman Robert Katz, who has 
been in the middle of negotiations 
between the neighborhood and the 
developer, thought the concept 
was “reasonable.” 


It was Katz who said on May 11 
that he was ‘‘shocked’’ by the 
magnitude of Chestnut Hill 
Development Corporation's first 
proposal. 


“The smaller it becomes, the 
fewer are their concerns,” noted 
Katz of the residents’ arguments. 


The alderman from Ward 8 ad- 
dressed the Land Use Committee 
in the public forum and noted 
there were many people in the au- 
dience who were undecided on the 
merits of the plan but appeared at 
City Hall to show their concern for 
the future use of the parcel. 


To comply with the city’s 10- 
percent ordinance, the petitioner 
has proposed to donate five one- 
bedroom units to the Newton 
Community Development Corp. 
as well as hand over an undeter- 
mined sum of cash to the corpora- 
tion. 


Referring to fear of a 
precedent-setting development on 
the south side of Florence Street, 
Katz noted that each petition in 


front of the board is ‘always 
taken separately.” 


“Jt should enter into the ‘discus- 
sion but it’s not the major issue in- 
volved here,” Katz said of the 
Spezzano Farm debate. 


Other site features in the pro- 
posed redevelopment would in- 
clude fountains, formal gardens, 
and a recreation area to the rear 
of the site. Both the pool and the 
health club would remain as 
amenities. 


The Land Use Committee, upon 
review of the proposal, forwards a 
recommendation to the board of 
aldermen. The 24-member 
legislative body in turn rejects or 
approves the plan via the re- 
zoning request.

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Residents protest refusal to release list

NEWTON CENTRE A 
number of local residents last 
week strongly criticized the firm 
conducting an accelerated 
revaluation of the city for refusing 
to release a city-wide master 
assessment list. 

Finnegan Associates, the firm 
conducting the revaluation, has 
objected to releasing the master 
list which could aid homeowners 
in informal appeals with the com- 
pany and assessors, Finnegan of- 
ficials do not want to release the 
list until the informal hearing pro- 
cess is completed. 

In a forum on revaluation at the 
First Baptist Church, residents 
argued that they would not be 
prepared for a hearing without 
the list which would encourage 
comparison of assessments. Ap- 
proximately 100 residents attend- 
ed the forum. 


“Tf we are only given the in- 
formation at the hearing, how are 
we supposed to make a case?” 
asked Peter Lieberman. ‘‘This is 
ridiculous,” followed another 
disgusted Newton homeowner. 

Several times during the 
forum, President of the Newton- 
Needham Chamber of Commerce 
Lewis Songer, who acted as a 
moderator, asked the unruly 
crowd to hold their objections to 
the company’s policy on releasing 
the list. 

“T think people feel there is no 
way they can judge if they are 
fairly assessed if they don’t have 
comparable values,”’ Songer ex- 
plained. ‘There has been a prece- 
dent set here.”’ During the last 
revaluation in conducted in 
Newton in 1975, the city wide 
assessment list was published 
before the hearings. 

When the list was released, 
angry residents stormed City Hall

protesting the assessments. The 
revaluation, which resulted in 35 
percent of all homeowners ap- 
pealing, was not implemented 
after the uproar. 

Under repeated questioning 
from residents, Robert Finnegan, 
president of the firm, said the 
company “owns the data” until 
the project is completed and cer- 
tified by the state Department of 
Revenue. He said that his at- 
torneys are investigating the ci- 
ty's request to release the list on 
the $860,000 contract with his com- 
pany. Finnegan maintains that 
the company’s contract does not 
require the firm to release the list. 

Finnegan is apparenly fearful 
that the city wide assessment list 
will result in a drastic increase in 
appeals. He noted that the com- 
pany would ‘be happy to share 
the list’? with residents at an in- 
formal hearing. 

Finnegan also emphasized that

the firm has never released such a 
list in any of the other 200 revalua- 
tion projects they have com- 
pleted. “It’s an unkown factor,” 
he noted. 

"T think it is a smokescreen and 
an artificial defense to say that 
there are unknown quantities,” 
shouted a resident. 

The City Solicitor’s Office is 
also reviewing the contract in a 
possible attempt to force the com- 
pany to release the city wide list. 
“We are not oppossed to this in- 
formation being supplied to tax- 
payers,” Newton Chief Assessor 
Harold Brady told the crowd. ‘“‘We 
feel this should be at specific 
points throughout the city.” 

The accelerated revaluation be- 
ing conducted by Finnegan, which 
is scheduled to be completed by 
Jan, 1, will bring all real estate to 
100 percent full and fair cash 
value. 

Alderman also favor disclosure 


of the list. The Finance Commit- 
tee Tuesday night unanimously 
recommmended that the city wide 
assessment list be published as 
soon as possible. 

Alderman Richard McGrath, 
who attended the forum, said the 
assessors should have specifically 
requested that the list be released 
in Finnegan’s contract. 

The Mayor’s Advisory Commit- 
tee on Revaluation has recom- 
mended that preparations be 
made immediately to publish the 
list (alphabetical and by street 
names). In addition, the commit- 
tee has recommended that each 
homeowner receive with notifica- 
tion of proposed assessment in 
December the tabulation of five 
comparitive sales being com- 
pared by Finnegan. 

Finnegan plans to release the 
five comparitive sales figures on- 
ly when residents come in for an 
informal appeal. 


When asked by a resident for his 
refusal to publish the list, Fin- 
negan said: ‘In a project as tight 
as this, there is no time for ex- 
periments...It could have the ef- 
fect of creating a situation where 
we could not finish the contract on 
time.” 

Finnegan has completed the 
data collection to establish 
assessments and is currently 
generating the assessments 
through the use of a sophisticated 
computer process. Residents are 
scheduled to receive the new pro- 
posed assessments in December. 

City Budget Officer David 
Wilkinson, City Assessor Robert 
Palmer and Finnegan Project 
Manager Thomas Polzella briefly 
addressed the crowd and 
answered questions on the 
revaluation. The forum was spon- 
sored by the League of Women 
Voter's in cooperation with the 
Newton-Needham Chamber of 
Commerce.

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Upper Falls residents 
question cable tower

UPPER FALLS—Upper Falls residents are 
circulating petitions in an effort to Stop the 
possible installation of a cable TV tower on 
Tower Road in Upper Falls. According to Gail 
Brady, about 100 residents have signed a peti- 
tion to protest the plans by Continental 
Cablevision Company of Newton Centre, 
which is negotiating with the Regis Paper 
Company for a lot of land as its tower location. 
Brady, a member of the Historic Upper Falls 
Village United (UF VU), said the initial reac- 
tions by local residents has been negative. 
“We already have five towers in the area. We 
don’t want another one,”’ said Brady. 

Residents opposed to the plan say that Up- 
per Falls, because it borders on an industrial 
area, {s often treated as an industrial com- 
munity. Jane Helkison, a HUFVU member 
stressed that Upper Falls is a residential area. 

“If other residents don’t want something, 
then they'll stick it in Upper Falls,’’ said 
Helkison, who added that people think Upper 
Falls is an industrial area. 

Cablevision originally wanted their Newton 
tower site at the Newton-Andover Theological 
School. UUUUUUU But residents also opposed 
that plan. 

“It (U pper Falls) is a lower economic area 
and we're trying to improve it,” said Helkison, 
who is concerned that the tower and cable 
lines will lower the value of Upper Falls pro- 
perty. 

“I’m sure it affects our property value,” 
said Helkison. She added that one of her 
neighbors has been unable to sell his home 
because cable wires are running through his 


Solar homes 
were sunny 
spot in day

NEWTON—George and Susan Kimball 
knew they would be using solar energy two 
years ago they built their Auburndale home, so 
the cost of their solar installation is figured in- 
to the overall cost to build their house 

Because they’ve never used any thing but 
solar energy to heat their home, the Kimball’s 
don’t know exactly how much they’re saving 
by not using gas or oil. But George Kimball 
estimated that he is probably saving about 
$1200 by using a solar heating system. 

The Kimballs are among some 35 families 
throughout Newton to use some form of solar 
energy, according to Virginia Taplan, a 
Newton Conservators member. The Conser- 
vators, a group interested in promoting solar 
energy and conservation in Newton, last 
Saturday sponsored a ‘‘Solar Tour of Newton 
Homes,” during which 10 solar homes were 
featured. 

“We chose the ones that we thought were the 
most interesting,” says Taplan,who spent the 
better part of Saturaday visiting homes on the 
tour and answering questins for interested 
residents. 

Newton has been slow in installing solar 
energy systems in its homes, partly because of 
the quantity of older homes in Newton, not 
suitable for this type of a system.,A house may 
not be facing the right direction, for instance, 
or people may not want to destroy a charc- 
teristic unique to the style of their home. 

But for most people now, even those who 
have already installed some form of solar run 
energy system, the cost is too high. 

The federal government allows a 40 percent 
tax credit, and the commonwealth gives a 30 
percent tax break after the system is instasll- 
ed, many peole can’t afford the initial invest- 
ment, and there are no low intersest loans 
available to invest in a solar project. 

For example, George Kimball estimated 
that the overall cost of his system to be nearly 
$10,000. 

Vernon Pais, a West Newton homeowner, 
has a system for domestic hot water, but not 
one that heats his house, because he feels it’s 
too expensive..‘‘It’s enormously expensive,” 
says Pais, a doctor at St. Elizabeth's Hospital 
in Brighton. Pais says he saved about $900 by 
insulating the pipes himself.

NEWTON — Despite objections 
from the company conducting the ac- 
celerated revaluation, many 
aldermen believe that a city wide 
assessment list should be published as 
soon as possible. 

“I think public access is the most 
important thing involved in revalua- 
tion," said Alderman Bruce Car- 
michael. ‘‘The public is acutely aware 
of what is going on and they want to be 
kept informed.”’ 

“When you are paying a company 
nearly $1 million, you want to make 
sure that all information is available 
to the people,’’ he added. ‘“‘If the list 
comes out at the last minute it will 
cause a major uproar.” ,

in some way view the list,’’ agreed 
Alderman Ernie Dietz, adding that 
the list could be published in 
newspapers or posted in libraries. 

“T would prefer that any and all in- 
formation be made public,” said 
Alderman Robert Tennant. ‘‘All in- 
formation should be given to the 
public.” 

The Mayor’s Advisory Committee 
on Revaluation also agreed that a city 
wide proposed list of assessments 
should be made available to the 
public.

Unemployment tocrossing guardsis questioned

NEWTON — Several aldermen 
Monday night protested the pay- 
ment of unemployment compen- 
sation to school traffic super- 
visors and school nurses this 
summer. 


Despite the protest, aldermen 
approved $32,000 to pay the 
unemployment compensation at 
the request of City Personnel 
Director Edith Meisser. 
Aldermen, however, requested 
that state Rep. Susan Schur in- 
vestigate the possibility of special 
legislation which would stop traf- 
fic supervisors from collecting 
unemployment during the sum- 
mer. 

“I can't believe traffic super- 
visors get unemployment com- 
pensation,”’ said Finance Com- 
mittee Chairman Edward Rich- 
mond. ‘It seems preposterous.’’ 

“This is ludicrous,’’ agreed 
Alderman Donald Budge. 

Richmond said that the super- 
visors were only seasonal 
employees and should not be 
allowed to pick up the unemploy- 
ment tab. 


Under employment and securi- 
ty law, Meisser said that the traf- 
fic supervisors would have to be 
classified as school employees to 
be refused unemployment. The 
traffic supervisors are currently 
under the Police Department. 


Meisser said that the nurses 
were given unemployment 
because of a decision by Health 
Commissioner Bernice Joyal to 
cut back the work weeks of the 
nurses in the wake of cutbacks 
forced by Proposition 2%. She 
claimed the nurses would not 
receive unemployment next sum- 
mer. 


Several aldermen initially sug- 
gested that the supervisors be put 
under the School Department. 
Budge, however, pointed out they 
would not receive the proper coor- 
dination, supervision and training 
under the school system. 


In addition, the traffic super- 
visors are part of the police union 
which could hamper a move to put 
them under the School Depart- 
ment. Meisser said that 45 traffic 
supervisors and 17 nurses col- 
lected unemployment this sum- 
mer. 

In other action, aldermen voted 


to raise license fees for automatic 
amusement machines and com- 
mon victualers licenses. The 
board also approved fee hikes for 
licenses for lodging houses (from 
$20 to $50 per unit) and auto dealer 


licenses (from $50 to $100 annual- 
ly). 
Alderman Robert Tennant call- 
ed the fees - “backdoor taxes.”” 
Noting that many fees and 
licenses have been instituted and 


sharply raised since the passage 
of Proposition 2%, Tennant 
criticized city department heads 
for increasing the fees to make up 
for lost revenue. 

Aldermen also approved an 


item to reinstall 37 meters remov- 
ed in 1977 from Washington St. 
between Walnut St. and Harvard 
St. with a restriction prohibiting 
parking daily from 7 a.m. to 9 
a.m. 


AG asks Kiwanis to halt ticket sales

NEWTON — The state Attorney 
General's Office has requested 
that the Newton Kiwanis 
Charitable Foundation suspend 
sales of tickets for a raffle of a 
$64,000 Plymouth home and 
Kiwanis officials are pondering 
whether to comply or go to court. 

The Newton organization, 
which kicked off the raffle in 
September, is currently selling 
the $100 raffle tickets for a chance 
to win a four-bedroom garrisson 
colonial house two blocks from 
the ocean in Manomet. 

The raffle is a massive fun- 
draising effort to help needy 
children throughout the state. The 
organization, dedicated to helping 
disadvantaged children, was ex- 


pecting to raise $40,000 from the 
raffle. 

Paul Merry, an assistant 
district attorney in the Public 
Charities Division, requested that 
the organization suspend ticket 
sales Friday. 

Robert F. Tennant, a West 
Newton Attorney representing the 
Kiwanis, said the organization 
will decide within the next several 
days to either comply or battle the 
order from the Attorney General. 
Tennant, a Kiwanis member, will 
meet with the organization’s 
Board of Directors this week. 

The Attorney General's Office 
has obtained a temporary 
restraining order to prevent a 
fund raising house raffle by the 
Hudson Boys Club. The state 
agency has charged that the 
Boy's Club has violated state 


gambling laws. 

Tennant said that the organiza- 
tion has attempted to comply with 
all laws and provided the At- 
torney General with a number of 
documents on the raffle. He 
pointed out that the organization 
asked for the Attorney General's 
assistance in setting up the raffle, 
but received no help. 

The raffles must comply with 
extensive state gambling laws 
and are being scrutinized closely 
by the Attorney General because 
of the large sums of money in- 
volved. 

The Kiwanis raffle is one of six 
house raffles that the Attorney 
Genera! is investigating. With 
soaring interest rates and the 
high cost of purchasing a new 
home, the Attorney General's Of- 
fice is concerned that developers 


may use the raffles as a means of 
selling homes that have problems 
and could not be sold otherwise.

Metals, methods and materials 
that have had their mettle tested 
by industry have often been made 
into consumer goods that are very 
good indeed.

NEWTON Residents will have op- 
portunities this fall to spend a Sunday evening 
with Congressman Barney Frank, play 
Renaissance music, study Yiddish Theater, 
and barter materials and services with other 
Newton residents. 

A variety of programs are being offered 
through the Newton Community Schol 
Schools, according to Joseph S. Baron, direc- 
tor. 

“NCS volunteers from across the city have 
developed a wide range of innovative pro- 
grams for children, adults and seniors.”’ 

Musicians, local artists and well-known pro- 
fessionals will participate in the fall communi- 
ty schools programs. One program, entitled, 
“Sunday Evening Series,’’ provides a format 
where distinguished speakers will discuss 
current issues. Sponsored by the Cabot Con- 
munity School, the series will present Con- 
gressman Barney Frank; Leslie Carruthers, 
Deputy Regional Administrator for EPA; 
Lance Liebman, Professor of Law, Harvard 
University; Mark Moore, Guggenheim Pro- 
fessor of Crininal Justice Policy, Kennedy 
School of Government; Martin Zimmerman, 
Associate Professor of Economics, Sloane 
School of Management, M.1.T.; and Donald 
Hafner, Associate Professor of Political 
Science, Boston College. 

“We wanted to give Newton residents a 
chance to come together in a relaxed at- 
mosphere, have a glass of wine, and discuss 
current issues with professionals who are 
knowledgeable in their fields,’’ says Dottie 
Engler, Cabot Community School Co- 
Coordinator. 

Focusing on such issues as Reagan 
economics, affirmative action, arms control 
and national security, the series will meet in 
the homes of participants. ‘‘Almost all of the 
speakers are local residents,’’ Engler con- 
tinued. ‘‘Often, everyone knows what their 
neighbors do for a living, but those people 
never have the chance to sit down and really 
discuss important issues with their friends 
and neighbors,”’ he said.

- from Shtetl to 2nd Ave. to Revival.’’ Recor- 
dings and readings will be used in a disscus- 
sion of Yiddish theater history. 

The mime workshop will be taught by E.J. 
Koch, professional mime/clown. The acting 
workshop will be directed by Marcie Armsby, 
professional stage/TV actress. Both classes 
will work with the individual, as well as 
developing group performances. 

At Countryside Community School’s forum, 
residents may barter their services and/or 
possessions. Participants are encouraged to 
use their imagination when developing items 
to barter, and are welcome to trade plants, 
skills, property, services and materials.

Falcons look 
for balance 


SUWANEE, Ga. (UPI) — The Atlanta 
Falcons would like more balance among 
their running backs, but fullback William 
Andrews keeps messing up that plan by 
leaving the others choking on his dust. 


This past Sunday, Coach Leeman Ben- 
nett took a hand by ordering that Lynn 
Cain, rather than Andrews, be the Falcons 
primary ball carrier, saying, “‘We want to 
get more production out of our halfback 
position.” 

Cain, getting the ball 16 times to only 
nine for Andrews, outgained his more il- 
lustrious teammate in rushing 79 yards to 
25, including a 33-yard touchdown run. But 
Andrews, well on his way to going 3-for-3 in 
1,000-yard seasons since joining the 
Falcons in 1979, still stole the show by scor- 
ing twice, on runs of 18 and 70 yards after 
catching swing passes in the Atlanta 
backfield. 

By time the Falcons had beaten the St. 
Louis Cardinals, 41-20, Andrews had eight 
catches for 132 yards and now not only 
leads Atlanta in rushing with 583 yards in 
seven games, but also is second, only three 
behind front-running wide receiver Alfred 
Jenkins, with 26 catches for 292 yards. 

“It was a typical William Andrews 
game," said Bennett. ‘“‘He just does so 
many things. If you stop one facet of his 
game, he beats you with another. 

“We felt it was important to get Cain 
(who gained 915 yards last year but had on- 
ly 186 in six games before this past Sun- 
day) back into the offense,” said Bennett. 
“Andrews has been playing so well, it’s 
easy to fall into a pattern. 

“It turned out well because Andrews 
played very unselfishly. He and Cain com- 
plemented each other as they did a year 
ago.”

Few showed up for candidates debate

NEWTON — For those politicians 
who enjoy listening to themselves, 
Grace Episcopal Church in 
Newton Corner Sunday evening 
provided the perfect forum.

Several incumbent aldermen 
also snubbed the debate. Ward 4 
incumbents Richard McGrath 
and Donald Budge, Dominick 
Taglienti of Ward 7, Paul Daley - 
formerly the alderman-at-large 


Upper Falls

UPPER FALLS — An addition 
to the Emerson Community 
Center and improvements to 
streets throughout the village are 
some of the proposals that were 
discussed last night with Upper 
Falls residents and members of 
the Planning and Developement 
Department. 

Some 12 proposals were men- 
tioned during a meeting of Com- 
munity Developement Block 
Grant (CDBC) funds, through 
which the federal government 
makes available to communities 
money for improvement projects 
to low income areas. 

According to Diane Schore, 
Director of Community Develope- 
ment, the City of Newton will have 
approximately $700,000 less to 
work with this year, as a result of 
federal budget cuts. She warned: 
residents to be cautious in making 
proposals for use of community 
improvement funds. 

“There’s not much room for er- 
ror,” Schore told residents last 
night at the Upper Falls Depot, 
addding that Upper Falls 
residents had to” set priorities” 
and ‘‘make some tight decisions.” 

For the next fiscal year,which 
begins July 1,1982,the United 
States Department of Housing 
and Urban Developement (HUD) 
has made available to Newton $1.7 
million, according to Schore. 
HUD previously made available 
to Newton $2.275 for this fiscal 
year, which began last July 1. 

The Planning Department, 
along with some 12 improvement 
proposals for Upper Falls, has 
made dozens of recommendations 
for improvements in Newton Cor- 
ner, Nonantum, West Newton and 
Newtonville. Meetings with 
residents of those communities 
will take place until Oct. 21. A 
public hearing concerning all the 
proposals will be held at Newton 
City Hall on Oct. 27. 

In addition to planning depart- 
ment proposals, some Upper 
Falls residents also made recom- 
mendations at the meeting. One 
resident proposed building an ad- 
ditional room at the Emerson 


from Ward 5 and now vying for 
the Ward 3 seat - and Ward 2 
hopeful Patricia Ciccone were all 
conspicuously absent. 

As a result of the sparse crowd 
(which induced Marquis to leave 
early so that he could attend 
another gathering) and Mann’s 
late arrival, the two mayoral can- 
didates did not debate. 

Perhaps the night’s only sparks 
came when Ward 1 Alderman-at- 
Large Bruce Carmichael was 
forced to defend his vote against 
the Druker proposal for Newton 
Corner. Carmichael, Glenn Mor- 
ris and Sandra Shick are vying for 
two seats, including the one now 
occupied by veteran Alderman 
Robert Gaynor.

Community Center, where, he 
said, 170 senior citizens crowd into 
the corridor to view films. Ken 
Newcomb, who is a member of the 
Upper Falls senior citizens group, 
said the addition is needed by the 
seniors, but could also be used by 
local youth when it isn’t being us- 
ed by the seniors. 

Residents seemed interested in 
the idea and suggested that a 
feasibility study be done concern- 
ing the addition. One resident sug- 
gested that if the proposal was not 
funded through CDBG, Upper 
alls should still consider in- 
itiating the project. 


Improvements to streets and 
curbs were also discussed, in- 
cluding traffic and landscape 
designs on Chestnut and Ellis 
Streets, and curb and walk im- 
provements to Winter and Elliot 
Streets,all of which were written 
into the proposal by the planning 
department. But residents stress- 
ed that Hyde Street, which 
residents noted was once the en- 
trance to Upper Falls, is in 
desperate need of repair. 

“It was once the most beautiful 
street,’’ one resident said.Ac- 
cording to residents, Hyde Street 
walks are cracked and the land- 
scaping needs a facelift. “I would 
really like to see Hyde Street look 
attractive,” one woman said, as 
she reminded others that the 
street should be maintained 
because it is a historic area. 

Larry Hasenfus, Youth Co- 
ordinator, reminded residents 
that as a result of federal cuts, his 
annual budget has been reduced 
by 35 percent, which cut his 
budget to $20,000 this year.Hasen- 
fus, who said several youth pro- 
grams were stopped as a result of 
the cuts,is seeking an additional 
$10,000 he told residents. 

Other CDBG propsals include 
$20,000 for operational support of 
the Emerson Community Center 
for the next fiscal year, $1,089 for 
signs designation historic areas of 
Upper Falls and $59,500 for 
historic rehabilitation in the next 
fiscal year. 

The total cost of the Upper Falls 
proposals alone is $1,367 ,534.00. 


City signs agreement 
on Weeks’ conversion

NEWTON — In an attempt to 
help ease the housing pinch in the 
city, the Newton Community 
Development Corporation 
(NCDF) has signed a 65-year 
lease with the city to convert the 
former John W. Weeks Junior 
High School into 75 units of mixed- 
income rental housing. 

Mayor Theodore Mann made 
the announcement Thursday 
noting that the lease arrangement 
will help the city meet its goal of 
“providing affordable housing for 
persons of all ages and incomes.” 

The junior high school was 
vacated in July when the School 
Committee voted to close the 
school because of declining enroll- 
ment. 

NCDF, a non-profit organiza- 
tion, is currently completing con- 
struction of a 43-unit complex on 
Sumner Street in Newton Centre. 
Work on the project, including 
delays caused by masonry and 
carpenter strikes this summer, 
has taken about a year. 

Under the agreement, NCDF 
will pay the city $25,000 upon ex- 
ecution of the lease, $500,000 in 
two payments within the first 
calendar year and $80,000 annual- 
ly for each year thereafter. The 
contract also entitles the city toa 
share of syndication proceeds and 
20 percent of any rent increase on 
a yearly basis. 

According to Planning and 
Development Director Barry Can- 
ner, a lease agreement allows the 
city to work around the 2% per- 
cent growth tax-cap imposed by 


Proposition 2% as well as avoid ci- 
ty charter regulations that would 
make it necessary to place sale 
monies into a surplus building ac- 
count. By way of a lease, the 
monies are not targeted and may 
be placed in the city’s general 
fund account. 

Planning and Development 
Director Barry Canner said 
Thursday details on a sale agree- 
ment involving the Emerson 
School in Newton Upper Falls 
should be ironed out next week. 

The school, which has been va- 
cant for two years, will be con- 
verted into 27 to 29 condominiums 
starting at $85,000, according to 

er. 

Rick Bohn, Executive Director 
of NCDF,, said 34 of the units will 
be subsidized housing for the 
elderly and another eight units” 
will be subsidized for low-income 
families. 

Under Department of Housing 
and Development (HUD) 
guidelines, people eligible for 
subisidized housing are required 
to pay 25 percent of their income 
for rent. The remaining costs are 
picked up by HUD if the agency 
approves the project. 


Although NCDF has yet to 
receive a commitment from 
HUD, Bohn appeared confident 
the foundation would receive 
federal backing. 


The Peirce School is the only 
other public building to have been 
leased by the city. Claflin Hall, 
Peabody School, Bigelow House 
and Hamilton School were all sold 
to private developers. 


‘months of negotiations, called for 


one nine-story, 110,000 sqaure foot 
office building, 301 housing units 
and a 500-car parking garage on 
the site of the Gorin and Leeder 
building. : 

Carmichael, seeking a second 
term on the board, said he ob- 
jected to the project because it 
‘was completely out of scope with 
the area.” 

“The issue was three-fold,” ad- 
ded Carmichael, ‘‘Druker’s in- 
ability to work within city 
guidelines, the density of the pro- 
ject, and the developer’s attitude 
that we either accept the proposal 
as presented or accept a four- 
story office building in its place.” 

Morris and Shick felt that Car- 
michael’s vote against Druker 
was unjustified when looking at 
the city’s inadeqaute housing 
stock. 

Morris, an architect by trade 
and a member of the Newton Cor- 
ner Community Task Force, said 
the rejected proposal, because of 
its architectural design, would ac- 
tually ‘“‘have been smaller’’ than 
the office building now being pro- 
posed. 

He noted that the alternative, 
which aldermen do not have to ap- 
prove, provides the city with no 
additional housing and the tenants 
of the complex with no relocation 
money. Morris said he would be 
commited toward the preserva- 
tion of the city’s current rental 
housing stock and the construc- 
tion of additional rental housing. 

Shick admitted she had pro- 
blems with the project but added 
it was the “‘best alternative.” A 
practicing lawyer in Newton Cen- 
tre, Shick used the opportunity to 
note she was one of the authors of 
the city’s 10 percent ordinance 
while involved with the League of 
Women Voters. The law requires 
developers to commit 10 percent 
of the units in a new project to 
low-income and elderly housing. 

In the Ward 4 Alderman-at- 
Large race, challengers’ Mark 
Golden and Lane Sofman 
sqaured-off as McGrath and 
Budge stayed away. McGrath, 
who outpolled his closest opponent 
by almost 2,000 votes in the 
September preliminary, should 
win again in November, Budge, 
however, could be in trouble as in- 
dicated by his slim 300 vote 
margin over Sofman and 400 vote 
differential between himself and 
Golden. 

Golden, a sales representative 
of Needlework Products, brought 
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‘ddeas rather than rhetoric” to 
the platform. Some of his ideas in- 
cluded the installation of solar col- 
lectors on municipal buildings to 
provide hot water, the employ- 
ment of a person who would act 
stickly as a lobbyist for federal 
funds, the implementation of a 
charge for false fire and police 
alarms, and the use of the Pine St. 
dump as a city tree nursery. 

Sofman, a dentist by trade, said 
he wanted to see that all city 
departments operate at a ‘‘high 
level of efficiency.”” He then made 
the comparison of his own dentist 
business with the business of run- 
ning the city noting that his 
customers as well as residents 
want to retain a high level of ser- 
vice without increasing costs. 

In Ward 5, where three incum- 
bent aldermen are vying for two 
citywide seats, Alderman James 
Miller admitted that he has at- 
tended less than 50 percent of his 
committee meetings over the past 
two years because of personal 
conflicts and previous com- 
mitments. He noted, however, 
that if “any information exists, he 
has read it.” 

Miller said that over the next 
two years, the relationship bet- 
ween the board of aldermen and 
the school committee could 
become a battleground and people 
should be watchful. 

Alderman Paul Coletti said he 
recently voted for the release of 
the city’s revalutaion figues - the 
release of which may be challeng- 
ed in court by the firm conducting 
revaluation - and is commited to 
the attendence of board meetings. 

“I'm being asked to be there,” 
said Coletti of his obligation. ‘‘Not 
only to bring information, but also 
to bring it back to my constituien- 


Vern Vance, candidate for 
Ward 7 Alderman-at-Large, said 
he “‘took the big plunge” into local 
politics “largely over his concern 
of the financing of the public 
school system.” 

A practicing attorney and 
graduate of Harvard Law School, 
Vance said the city must find 
ways to expand its tax base 
without destroying village life and 
try to amend Proposition 2% 
which caps a community’s growth 
at 2% percent despite an annual 
inflation rate of 10 percent. 

Eve Ross, along with Vance, is 
vying for the seat now held by 
four-term alderman Mark White. 
Veteren Alderman Dominick 
Taglienti, who stayed away last 


night, should outdistance each of 
his opponents for the other seat. 
Ross, also an attorney, received 
a masters degree from Harvard 
University in city planning and 
feels she can bring this expertise 
to the board. She favored the 
Druker proposal (which Taglienti 
voted against) for the addition of 
rental housing, the ‘‘sub- 


standard’’ condition of the Gorin 
and Leeder building, and the tax 
monies the proposal would have 
returned to the city. 

Incumbent Ward 2 Aldermen 
Terry Morris and Edward Rich- 
mond arrived at different times 
and subsequently failed to debate. 
They are opposed by Patricia Cic- 
cone.

The cost of a visit was fifty cents. 

In 1974, the Wellesley Friendly 
Aid Association’s visiting nurse 
program joined with the Newton 
group. 

Today, the Newton-Wellesley- 
Weston VNA has a nursing staff of 
18. In addition, there are 6 staff 
members specializing in speech, 
occupational and physical 
therapy, serving patients. 

Working closely with physi- 
cians, the VNA staff aims at 
assisting patients achieve in- 
ceeodene as quickly as possi- 

e. 

“Although our nurses may visit 


a patient as often as twice a day 
or, more likely, once a week, we 
do not linit our services to direct 
patient care,” states Carolyn 
Glenn, R.N., agency executive 
director. A family is also taught 
how to give proper care and atten- 
tion toa patient. 

The agency specializes in post- 
hospital care so that when a pa- 
tient is discharged there is a conti- 
nuing plan for services in the 
home. ‘This often means that pa- 
tients can return home more 
quickly,”’ adds Glenn. 

The VNA also maintains clinic 
services at its offices in Waban 
and is currently administering a 
flu vaccine program to the 
employees of local businesses. 

As a nonprofit agency with a $1 
million budget, the Newton- 
Wellesley-Weston Visting Nurse 
Association is governed by a 
board of directors with represen- 
tatives from its three com- 
munities.

Marquis tries to narrow gap

NEWTON — Bruce Marquis pro- 
bably enjoyed both his greatest 
victory and biggest disappoint- 
ment in his first try for public of- 
fice the night he-defeated Alder- 
man Mark White in the 
preliminary. 

Although Marquis won the right 
to do battle with Mayor Theodore 
Mann, some judged White the 
winner. 

Given the preliminary as a 
barometer, in which Mann 
garnered 60 percent of the more 
than 12,000 votes cast, Marquis’ 
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campaign since the run-off elec- 
tion has been nothing but an uphill 
battle. Marquis earned 22 percent 
of the vote in the preliminary elec- 
tion. He has not only had to smile 
despite the disheartening 
numbers but has had to fight voter 
apathy. 

Election Commissioner Alan 
Licarie has predicted that voter 
turnout on Nov. 4 will hover about 
the 20,000 figure. Marquis has said 
a showing of 25,000 would give him 
a good chance of upsetting Mann. 

In 1977, Mann’s last mayoral 
race, he defeated former state 
Rep. Peter Harrington by 3,000

votes as 25,000 people went to the 
polls. 

Marquis, however, remains op- 
timistic on the dawn of his eight- 
month campaign and is determin- 
ed to challenge Mann until the 
final vote is cast on Tuesday. 

The fresh face that entered the 
Newton political scene on March 
16 is no longer an unknown. With a 
advertising blitz worth more than 
$21,000, $15,000 of which was spent 
prior to the preliminary, Marquis, 
a 37-year-old insurance salesman 
and father of two, has established 
himself as a political entity 
despite a lack of in- 


house experience. 

Marquis has had trouble, 
however, finding an issue that 
would surface as a campaign 
leader. His attacks on the im- 
plementation ‘of user fees, the 
delay surrounding revaluation, or 
the lack of smoke detectors in city 
buildings have failed to catch the 
public eye. 

Instead of baiting the 
challenger, Mann decided early to 
rest on the laurels of his ad- 
ministration. 

While Marquis tried to close the 
visibility gap between himself and

Department of Public Works 
Commissioner Charlie Thomas 
claimed that the small fee did not 
amount to more than the cost of 


administering the charge so it 
was eliminated many years ago. 


Marquis said the administra- 
tion should have ‘‘cut the fat” out 
of the municipal budget rather 
than implement the user fees. He 
called the user fees an ‘insult to 
the intelligence of Newton 
citizens.’’ The municipal budget 
recommended by Mann resulted 
in the elimination of 300 municipal 
positions. 


Being ‘choked up‘isn’t always funny 


Jasett recalled. “It’s the most terrifying feeling in the world.”

NEWTONVILLE — Philip and Diane Jasset know that sometimes, 
being ‘‘all choked up” is not a laughing matter. 


It's a matter of life or death, 


Last year Philip saved his wife's life by his quick response and ap- 
plication of a simple emergency anti-choking remedy when she 
choked on a piece of meat in a Boston restaurant. Last Thursday 


night he got his just reward. 


Philip Jasset is one of 40 Massachusetts residents honored by Blue 
Cross, Blue Shield as ‘‘choke savers" for saving lives of food choking 
accident victims over the past year. 

For Jasset, a vice-president of New England Concrete Pipe Cor- 
poration in Newton Upper Falls, the award has even more meaning 
since it was a technique, called the Heimlich Maneuver, which he 


never expected to have to use. 


As Mrs. Jasset recalled last week, the couple was attending a 
reception last year for Paul Guzzi of Newton at Anthony's Pier 4 
restaurant in Boston. When a small sliver of meat became lodged in 
her throat she looked helplessly around the room, unable to breath 


or speak. 


“T couldn't breath, I couldn't talk, I couldn’t do anything,” Mrs. 


Mrs. Jasset said she looked at her husband and pointed at her 
throat, trying to indicate her predicament. 

Philip Jasset stepped behind his wife, wrapped his arms around 
her and squeezed inward and up, forcing the air and the obstruction 


from his wife’s windpipe. 


“Tt was over just like that,” she recalled. 
“I never believed anything like that really worked,”’ she said last 


week. 


Although demonstrations of the Heimlich Maneuver are 
sometimes offered to the public by hospitals and fire departments, 
Philip Jasset learned how to perform the move one night while wat- 


ching television. 


A brief public service commercial came on the television and, as 
Mrs. Jasset recalled, ‘‘He just happened to watch it. It was just one 


of those ads that come on.” 


Although the actual feeling of choking was the gravest surprise to 
Mrs. Jasset, she didn’t actaully know, when she pointed to her throat 
that night at Anthony's, that her husband knew the techique. 

But now that both have benefited from the simple anti-choking 
technique the Jassets are eager promoters of the method. 

“T’ll tell anybody I know what happened,” she said. ‘The number 


of lives it saves is fantastic." 





Mann has outspent Marquis 
in contest for mayor’s post 
by almost a 3-1 margin

NEWTON — A powerful Mayor Theodore Mann has outspent Waban 
insurance salesman Bruce Marquis by nearly a 3 to 1 margin in the 
critical last weeks of the mayoral campaign. 

Mann spent $18,000 for the period from Sept. 5 to Oct. 16, according to 
campaign finance reports filed with the City Election Office Monday 
afternoon. Marquis spent approximately $6,700 for the same period. 

Mann has apparently had little trouble raising funds in the wake of 
his impressive showing in the preliminary Sept. 22. It has been a dif- 


ferent story for the challenger. 


Marquis, a virtual political unknown six months ago, has not come 
close to raising the funds he did in the three-way preliminary race. 
Marquis spent more than either Mann or Alderman Mark White in the 
six-month period before the preliminary. 


The former Director of Corporate Affairs for the National Easter 


Seals Society spent $15,000 and waged an extensive advertising and 
media blitz before the preliminary. Mann spent $10,200 before the 


preliminary. 


Mann has $16,000 left in his campaign war chest - some of which will no 
doubt be spent in the last week of the campaign. Marquis, however, has 
only $200 left in his campaign coffers according to the campaign 


reports. 


Mann has sent out color postcards of his family to voters throughout 
the city, advertised in local newspapers and enjoyed other advantages 
of regular media exposure from day-to-day city functions. The Marquis 
campaign, however, has been forced to spend its funds cautiously since 


the preliminary. 


Mann claimed the fundraising was indicative of his support 
throughout the city. ‘‘The response from all over the city in terms of 
donations ranging from $5 and up has been overwhelming,” he said. 

Marquis, however, downplayed the financial blitz by Mann. “I don’t 
think it will hurt me that much,” Marquis said. ‘‘We leafleted twice.” 
He said that he did not expect to outspend the incumbent. 

In a jab at Mann, Marquis sarcastically quipped: ‘‘I’m glad I didn’t 
outspend him. I wouldn’t want to embarrass our beloved mayor.“ 


School Committee race 


boasts two

NEWTON - The poor turnout of 
candidates in the eight School 
Committee races has been at- 
tributed by some political 
observers to the loss of bottom 
line power of the purse to the 
aldermen under Proposition 2 ¥%. 

There are only two contested 
races this year. Of the two, there 
was only one preliminary bout, a 
three— way race for the Ward 1 
seat vacated this summer by 
Howard Spergel. The winner in 
this race will begin his term in 
mid-November. 

Seeking the Ward 1 spot are 
Leonard Gentile of 20 Emerald St. 
and Jonathan Brant of 33 Maple 
Lane. In the second race, Ward 2 
incumbent Katherine Jones of 
1087 Commonwealth Ave. is being 
challenged by Kenneth Hartford 
of 30 Clarendon St. 

Incumbents Nancy Mann 
(Ward 3), Susan Silbey (Ward 4), 
current Chairman Ann Berwick 
(Ward 6) and Robert Ricles 
(Ward 8) are running unopposed. 
Newcomers Marcia Mitchell of 62 
Gammons Rd. (Ward 5) and 
James Mnookin of 40 Woodchester 
Dr. (Ward 7) will be elected with 
the luxury of running as two unop- 
posed non-incumbents. 

In the Ward 1 preliminary, Gen- 
tile’s sweep on the north side of 
the city was impressive, but he 
also garnered strong support on 
the south side, Brant's stronghold, 
by falling only slightly behind in 
Ward 6-8 and capturing Ward 5. 

Gentile's north side victory is 
evidence that he is supported by a 
substantial number of voters who 
appear to feel alienated by the 
school consolidations falling on 
their side of the city. The forma- 
tion of the West Side Educational 
Association on the heels of the 
School Committee vote to close 
Warren Junior High rose out of 
the desire on that side of the city 
to gain greater representation. 

Both Gentile and Brant see the 
need for improved communica- 
tion between the School Commit- 
tee and the Board of Aldermen in 
light of the bottom line budget 
‘control now held by the Board of 
Aldermen. 

Brant, a graduate of Harvard 
Law School and practicing at- 
torney, has said the committee's 
role with the Board should be as 
“the conduit of information about 
school matters, particularly

budgetary matters, and must be a 
forceful advocate for necessary 
funding for the schools.”’ 


Brant said one way communica- 
tion can be insured is by having 
School Committee members act 
as liasons with the aldermen from 
his or her ward. 

Gentile, an administrative aide 
to Rep. Joseph DeNucci, feels pro- 
fessionalism must be maintained 
between the two bodies and that 
issues should not become per- 
sonal. 

“TI just look forward to sitting 
down with the aldermen leading 
up to and during the budget pro- 
cess and working things out in the 
best interests of the taxpayers 
and kids of Newton,” Gentile said. 
“T think they (the aldermen) are 
very reasonable people and when 
presented with reasonable 
arguments will come to the pro- 
per decision.” 

When asked how the search for 
@ new superintendent should be 
conducted, Brant, who teaches 
law at the New England School of 
Law, said a nationwide search 
should begin as ‘‘quickly as possi- 
ble” with ‘‘an aggressive net- 
working effort to generate quality 
candidates both from here or 
afar.” 

According to Gentile, who work- 
ed for one year as a substitute 
teacher in Newton and for two 
years as a teacher aide combined 
with two years as a full-time 
teacher in Maine, the ‘‘most im- 
portant thing’ is that the 
membership of the search com- 
mittee reflect ‘‘a large amount of 
community representation." 

“I'm a little concerned that it 
might be a little top heavy with 
school people and adminstra- 
tion,’’ Gentile said. 

Of the new superintendent, Gen- 
tile said he is seeking someone 
who will ‘‘fall somewhere in mid- 
dle’’ of supporting ‘‘total creative 
thinking and basic classroom 
skills” and will recognize ‘‘the 
delicate balance’ between the 
two. Gentile also wants a 
superintendent who will support a 
wide range of teaching techniques 
with renewed emphasis on writing 
skills. 

The new superintendent must 
recognize ‘‘the importance of in- 
suring ability on all levels,’’ Gen- 
tile said, ‘‘which improves faith 
and community support of the 
schools.’

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Local couple promotes awareness

NEWTONVILLE - The African 
nation of Somalia is a long way off 
for most people but it's close to 
the hearts of Mary and Ross Mit- 

chell of Newtonville. 

Now the couple wants to bring 
Somalia - the eighth poorest coun- 
try in the world - closer to 
everyone. 

An ongoing border war -with 
neighboring Ethiopia has virtual- 
ly ravaged the tiny, semi-arid 
savannah country of Somalia, 
creating what many feel is one of 
the worst incidents of mass star- 
vation and refugee movements in 
recent memory. 

Although the plights of INdo- 
Chinese refugees and Haitians 
fleeing the oppression of their 


idea of what can be done to stop 
the tragedy. 

So this past summer Ross and 
Mary Mitchell decided to do 
something about it and the result 
of that brief organizing period will 
be on Nov. 13 - the day declared by 
Governor Edward King as Mass 
Action in Support of Somalia Day. 

As Gov. King noted in - his 
declaration of the day to highlight 
the tragedy in Somalia, ‘‘All the 
world’s children represent the 
hope of mankind for peace and 
prosperity tomorrow. 

“Today,’’ the governor wrote, 
“the refugee children of Somalia 
know only hunger, pain, fear and 
uncertainty, and are apt to perish 
or become forever diminished if 
they do not receive a share of our 
prosperity.”

covered by the media, Somalia 
seems to be almost invisible, the 
Mitchells say. 

“This is the biggest relief crisis 
in the world today,” Mary Mit- 
chell told The Graphic last week. 
“This crisis in Somalia is bigger 
than Cambodia at the height of its 
problems.” 

Reports coming out of the war- 
torn country on the southern tip of 
Africa indicate as many as 100 
children may be starving to death 
every day. 

For many people, such news 
seems to bring natural pity for 
fellow human beings but little 


King’s declaration, Mary Mit- 
chell said, was one major 
reassurance to her husband and 
her that their efforts to increase 
everyone’s awareness of the 
Somalian problem was on the 
right track. 

In publicizing the Nov. 13 Mass 
Action day the Mitchells have 
received extensive assistance 
from the Save the Children Fund,’ 
since one of the more _heart- 
rending results of the massive 
movement of refugees within the 
country has been the toll taken on 
children.

“We look forward to all kinds of 
benefits for the community,’’ he 
said. 

Guests were treated to a wine 
and cheese reception, as Cablevi- 
sion employees guided tours of the 
facility.

Someone who will be responsive 
to the community and will possess 

“leadership and administrative 
skills to put the philosophy into 
place” were other qualities Gen- 
tile is seeking. 

“T look for a superintendent who 
is a strong, almost charismatic, 
leader,” Brant said. ‘Someone 
who understands budgetary and 
fiscal matters, who had an ability 
to relate to kids, parents and the 
community and can _ provide 
leadership to the staff.” 

‘Vhen asked what he viewed as 
the strengths and weaknesses of 
the system, Brant said, ‘I think 
the strengths are the ability to 
provide quality education within a 
highly diverse, pluralistic com- 
munity.” 

‘Most of all, I want to preserve 
the tradition of excellence in 
classroom teaching,”’ Brant said. 
“T see the greatest need is to ex- 
amine the junior high schools and 
I see the transition to a two-year 
junior high as the opportunity for 
improving the quality of the 
junior highs.” 

Gentile, responding to the same 
question, said, ‘I see the wide and 
varied course offerings as being 
the strengths of the system. I’m 
most interested in keeping the 
direct services to children in 
place and that means manageable 
classroom sizes.” 

“A lot of parents feel that they 
want to see their children 
challenged a little bit more on the 
whole,”’ Gentile said. ‘‘Most 
parents I’ve talked to would like 
to see a little bit of a tightening up 
as far as discipline and atten- 
dance.” 

As far as his accessibility if 
elected, Gentile said, ‘‘The most 
important function of any public 
official is to be accessible and

WARD 2 CONTEST 

As the Ward 2 committee member 
for four years, Katherine Jones 
has voted against the closing of 
Warren Junior High and recently 
supported student representation 
on the superintendent search 
committee.

“consumer’’ of public education, 
Jones’ background, in addition to 
having eight children attend the 
Newton schools, represents a 
career in education.

She recently received 
her Phd. in education from Har- 
vard University. 

Of relations between the School

this kind of power, there is a 
period of readjustment and 
equilibrium and that is where I 
see us right now.”’

MAYOR'S RACE - from page 1 
the incumbent, Mann claimed 
credit for the economic vitality 
enjoyed by the city, an expanded 
tax base, the continued escalation 
of city realty values, and the 
neighborhood revitalizations that 
have taken place over the past 
decade. 

Mann, who enjoys a city-wide 
base of support, particularly on 
the south side, raised $44,000 for 
the election and has spent $28,000,

Mann, a three-term incumbent, 
registered 4,714 votes on the city’s 
south side (wards 5-8) in the 
preliminary compared to 2,136 for 
both his challengers.

NEWTON — What some area ad- 
vocates for a nuclear weapons 
freeze have failed to realize is that 
before they send a ‘‘message’”’ to 
Washington, they must garner 
support at the local level. 

Since the Board of Aldermen 
passed a resolution on June 1 call- 
ing for a worldwide freeze on the 
proliferation of nuclear arms, the 
local grassroots movement has 
picked up nothing but dew. 

Although a non-binding question 
paralleling the resolution will ap- 
pear on the Nov. 3 ballot, it will 
unquestionably suffer as a result 
of the lack of attention. 

The lobbying, which pressed the 
board to pass the resolution 22 to

Hartford, who consistently at- 
tends School Committee meetings 
and has three children in the 
schools, said, ‘‘The relationship 
with the Board of Aldermen over 
the past 10 years has not been any 
where near what it should have 
been. Someone like myself who 
has attended a number of alder- 
manic meetings, including com- 
mittee meetings, and built up a 
relationship with a number of the 
aldermen, would be very 
beneficial in helping to explain 
and defend the school budget.”” 


Of the way the search for a new 
superintendent should be con- 
ducted, Hartford, manager of pro- 
gram planning for Raytheon at 
their Bedford Laboratories, call- 
ed the present plans for the search 
committee ‘‘unbalanced”’ with too 
many ‘‘professionals.” ‘‘A public 
committee should be a_ public 
committee,’’ he said. 


In the new _ superintendent, 
Hartford said he is looking ‘‘first 
and foremost for an educator with 
leadership qualities to inspire the 
staff."’ The person chosen must 
also “work closely with the prin- 
cipals in providing accountability 
by using meaningful evaluations 
of teacher performance and stu- 
dent achievements.” 


Other qualities high on Hart- 
ford’s list are: someone with high 
expectations for all students; so- 
meone who will provide leader- 
ship in program, curriculum and 
staff development; and who will 
display a willingness to be open 
with the public and address their 
concerns. 


Jones agreed that community 
involvement on the search com- 
mittee was important, although 
she did not elaborate. “I also 
believe that this group will be able 
to conduct a meaningful search,” 
Jones said. ‘‘Essentially the final 
decision will be in the hands of the 
School Committee.” 


“The person chosen to be 
superintendent has to be able to 
sustain morale of people within 
the system,” Jones said, ‘‘and has 
to provide leadership and vision 
at a difficult time when there is 
less money to do things.’” 


“TI think that the person has to 
be able to work with people from 
divergent viewpoints in a mean- 
ingful way,”’ she said. 


Other qualities for the new 
superintendent important to 
Jones are: a proven record of ex- 
perience in fiscal management of 
a school budget; and “‘respect and 
appreciation’’ of diverse teaching 
methods and styles. 


As far as accessibility, Hart- 
ford, a lifelong resident who is 
president of the Newton 
Republican Club and was a 
member of the Scan 2 % education 
subcommittee, said, ‘‘My 
telephone number has always 
been in the book and will continue 
to be. Any problems that people 
have with the school system 
should be addressed.” 


Jones, who resigned from her 
job in the Cambridge schools 
under Prop 2 %, said, in regard to 
availability, ‘I’m here. I’m home 
at this point. I’m always willing to 
talk to people about their con- 
cerns and will follow up on them. I 
think that is an important aspect 
of my role.”’

“I suspect most of the people 
who supported White will vote for 
me,” said a confident Mann Mon- 
day afternoon. White, in what 
Marquis has charged as a less 
than above water endorsement, 
publically announced his support 
for Mann after falling in the 
preliminary. 

White is one of eight aldermen 
who have publically endorsed the 
mayor. Marquis, on the other 
hand, has failed in repeated at- 
tempts to gain any aldermanic 
support. 

“It was my biggest disappoint- 
ment,’’ said Marquis of the lack of 
board endorsements. ‘Certain 
people who before the 
preliminary election told me if I 
beat Mark White they would sup- 
port me and very few people did.” 

“Endorsements in this cam- 


paign underline the fact that the 
present administration would owe 
favors if elected again,’’ he add- 
ed. Marquis said recently that 
certain aldermen feared retribu- 
tion from the mayor and could 
therefore not endorse the 
newcomer. 

“One of the important things in 
my campaign that I have said all 
along is that I’m not connected to 
anyone nor do I owe any political 
favors,’’ Marquis said. 

Marquis, who worked as the ex- 
cutive director of the National 
Spinal Cord Foundation and 
before that as the director of cor- 
porate affairs for the National 
Easter Seals Society, has said 
throughout the campaign that his 
experience in budget proceedings 
and management is suited for the 
fiscally tight times that face the 
city in the future.

unexplainably, very few of the 
3,800 people who signed the 
referendum petition have given 
additional time to the cause. 

Rohna Shoul, one of the 
members of Newton for Nuclear 
Weapons Freeze, is organizing 
people to stand at the polls on 
election day. They will hand out 
leaflets, which people did this 
weekend at area supermarkets, 
and post placards at each of the 
polls. 

Shoul said she ‘‘doesn’t really 
know why,” but ‘‘nobody did 
anything"’ to promote the move- 
ment since June. 


Alderman Ethel Sheehan, who 
pushed the resolution through the 
board, said the resolution should 
‘give people an issue”’ to go to the 


polls, 
Former Alderman Harry 
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Crosby said last week the group 
lost some of its ‘‘psych’’ when the 
resolution went through the board 
of aldermen. On May 20 in front of 
the Legislation and Rules Com- 
mittee, Crosby said an ‘‘action by 
this board may be the very 
catalyst to begin a movement by 
other communities. It is probably 
the most important contribution 
any of us could make.”” 


Crosby, along with William and 
Helen Caldicott, some of the lob- 
by’s key people, had to leave 
Newton soon thereafter. Without 
their leadership, others failed to 
take charge. 


Ken Fellows said it would have 
been beneficial if the group had 
more time to plan for the election 
and that the question was on the 
ballot in a national election year. 
However, as he noted, ‘Just get- 
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ting people to think about the pro- 
blem is beneficial.” 

Crosby added that people ad- 
vocating a nuclear weapons 
freeze at the state and national 
levels are ‘‘Understandably per- 
turbed because if it bombs (the 
resolution), it would be a terrible 
setback.” 


He also said that people in the 
city will not vote for the resolution 
if they do not understand it. As 
worded, and without publicity, it 
is possible that a lot of people who 
would have voted for the resolu- 
tion may not, according to 
Crosby. 


“I’m afraid the blanks will win 
and since the blanks will be taken 
from the potential positives, the 
negatives could win,’’ said 
Crosby. “It’s a very upsetting 
thing.”’

There are 100 rhetorical phrases one can apply to 
an election year.

Who would do the best job as my alderman? Who 
most mirrors the concerns of the taxpayers?

The first choice should be addressed by every 
voter in this city. The right to vote for those who 
steer this city and mould the future is something 
that should be held precious. 

The second choice can really only come once the 
curtain is closed at the voting booth.

For mayor: Mann 


Our choice for mayor is Theodore Mann. 

Experience, political chutzpah, and his vast 
knowledge of the city compels us to give the nod to 
the three-term incumbent over challenger Bruce 
Marquis. 

In spiie of the shortcomings of Proposition 2 1/2, 
Newton remains fiscally sound and the realty 
values in the city continue to escalate. The great 
scare previously envisioned has yet to materialize 
as the city remains an attractive place to live. 

Mann, as chief executive officer, deserves a lot 
of the credit. As holder of the city’s most 
prestigious seat, it is Mann’s privilege to accept 
credit for the city’s highs as he must face the con- 
Sequences of the lows.

Paul Snyder is a thinking man who would like to 
see the board act ‘‘more professionally” in its deal- 
ings. ‘‘Leadership,’’ says Snyder, must be more 
prominent.

Snyder, an attorney for the Department of Hous- 
ing and Urban Development, has experience in the 
housing field and that would be a definite plus. 

He dislikes what he sees as a ‘“‘what the taxpayer 
does not pay out of his left pocket, he pays out of his 
right pocket”’ attitude on the present board, poin- 
ting specifically to implementation of user fees. 

It’s a tough choice in this race, with two qualified 
candidates aiming for the same seat. If Snyder 
fails this time around, it is hoped he will be heard 
from again. 


Ward 6: Levinsky 


In Ward 6, we must pass the torch to the younger 
Harold Levinsky. 

Ernest Dietz, a 10-term incumbent, has lost 
much of his effectiveness. Even if this next term is 
a learning ground for the 23-year-old challenger, 
Levinsky will mature with time. 

Levinsky, a journalist by trade, has pressed for 
the preservation of the neighborhood structure 
throughout the campaign. This includes the preser- 
vation of open space which ‘‘cannot be replaced” 
once it is altered. We agree. 

Dietz, the veteran, is wary of the neglected 
capital improvements which the city will be forced 
to face over the next few years and favors the 
adaptation of a priority list to systematically take 
care of these improvements. 

Dietz is the current chairman of Administration 
and Planning and in that position has fought to 
preserve the character of Newton Centre with his 
recent opposition to the expansion plans of Volvo 
Village. 

In spite of his high regard for long-range plann- 
ing and maintenance, which we firmly believe 
must be addressed, it is time for new blood on the 
Board of Aldermen. 


Ward 8: Tough choice 


In Ward 8, Robert Katz has learned a lot in two 
years as he finishes his first term. : 

He is truly responsive to the ward and has strong 
ties to the community. He is accessible to residents 
and appears to bring their concerns, coupled with 
his own thoughts on issues, before the board.

Lane Sofman, a local dentist, has promised to 
deal with the problems created by Proposition 2 
1/2.

Golden, a local sales representative, is commit- 
ted to maintaining public safety in the Garden Ci- 
ty. Golden has campaigned to implement some in- 
novative ideas such as. solar collectérs on 
municipal buildings and a new position at City Hall 
to bring in federal funds. 

All four candidates have their strong points. On- 
ly McGrath rises clearly above the rest.

truly democratic government). 

If we look beyond the self- 


serving political rhetorical 
platitutdes asking us to vote for a 
“job well done’’ we must come to 
grips with salient discrepancies 
which must be considered in an 
honest attempt to cast our vote in 
a direction most beneficial to all. 
Most citizens abhor reading 
about the graft, corruption and in- 
efficiencies that have been 
evidenced and reported in most 
newspapers throughout the coun- 
try at different levels of govern- 
ment, during recent years. 
Accordingly, there follows an 
unjust but natural suspicion of all 
politicians — even the honest ones, 
genuinely dedicated to our cause. 
Whether we like ti or not 
government is here to stay. 
Therefore we must be most pru- 
dent in voting for our representa- 
tion lest we succumb to special in- 
terest pressure and unwittingly 
vote against our own collective 


best interest. 

I have supported the incumbent 
mayor in the past. I have observ- 
ed many aldermanic board and 
committee meetings concerning 
issues which I considered impor- 
tant to me as a taxpayer.

Reader cites apathy column, says some 


To the editor: 

I am responding to the article 
by Jonathan Greenspan entitled,

Lack of an issue, specifically in 
the race for mayor, is apparently 
the reason why people are 
disinterested, come from Alan 
Licarie, Election Commissioner.

Another example: Marquis has 
consistently hammered away at 
the increased user fees (sewer 
tax, recreation user fees) since 
the Spring in his literature and at 
debates. Increased user fees have 
been the administrations 
response to Proposition 2'2 Mar- 
quis has said.

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Ward 1 at-large: McGrath hopeful, Budge troubled

NEWTON — Alderman Richard 
McGrath's impressive 
preliminary showing almost 
assures his reelection in the city- 
wide contest for one of the two 
Ward 4 alderman-at-large seats. 

However, incumbent Donald 
Budge, seeking his fourth term, is 
attempting to turn back strong 
challenges to retain his seat. 

Budge, 52, °n attorney and cer- 
tified accoun.ant, finished only 
306 votes ahead of political 
newcomer Lane Sofman, a den- 
tist, in the preliminary. Mark 
Golden, a sales representative, 
finished 427 votes behind Budge. 

Both Budge and McGrath did 
little campaigning for the 
preliminary. McGrath, a former 
state representative, has also not 
campaigned for the final. 

McGrath, 45, captured an im- 
pressive 30 percent of the vote in 
the preliminary -.1,831 votes in 
front of Budge. An irrigation con- 
tractor, McGrath said he feels 
campaigning is important, but 
has not had the time. 

“If I was vulnerable, it would 
have been shown in the primary,” 
he noted. McGrath, often a critic 
of the Mann administration, has 
consistently questioned revalua- 
tion and the administration's deci- 
sion to eliminate the Fire Depart- 


ment operated ambulance ser- 
vice. 

Budge, who has seemed indif- 
ferent to the campaign at times, 
has hit the streets since the 
preliminary. When asked if he 
feels vulnerable, Budge respond- 
ed: “I don’t know.” 

The six-year veteran alderman, 
however, is basically standing on 
his experience. He stressed that 
neither Sofman or Golden can 
match his background in 
municipal government. 

Both Sofman and Golden are 
making their first bids for 
municipal office. ‘‘What's a den- 
tist know about municipal govern- 
ment?" Budge asked. ‘‘Neither 
one (Sofman or Golden) has any 
business background when it 
comes to financial matters.” 

Budge, a graduate of Nor- 
theastern University Law School, 
recently voted for the Druker pro- 
posal for the redevelopment of 
Newton Corner. In addition, he 
supported Mayor Mann's decision 
to allow a private firm to take 
over the emergency ambulance 
service. 

Budge, a self described fiscal 
conservative, is a member of the 
Finance Committee and has con- 
sistently questioned municipal 
department heads on financial 
matters. He is also chairman of 
the aldermanic Data Processing 
Subcommittee which has saved 


Ward 2 at-large race 
is three-way contest

NEWTON — The two _ in- 
cumbents in the city-wide Ward 2 
Aldermen at Large race, Terry 
Morris and Edward Richmond, 
have done little campaigning for 
the Nov. 3 election. 

Morris, chairman of the Land 
Use Committee, and Richmond, 
chairman of the Finance Commit- 
tee, appear to be the favorites to 
retain their seats. 

Patricia Ciccone, a maverick 
who is campaigning to improve 
public safety and elderly services, 
finished a distant fourth in the last 
election against the incumbents. 

Morris, seeking his fifth term, 
has developed a land use policy 
for the city based on preserving 
the character and scale of the ci- 
ty’s villages. He recently led the 
fight against the Druker develop- 
ment of Newton Corner and the 
Marriott Hotel expansion. 

“Clearly my service on the 
board of aldermen has focused on 
developing a particular expertise 
- land use,” he explained. ‘‘I don’t 
profess to be a jack of all trades.’’ 

The eight-year veteran alder- 
man, who is deputy director of the 
Massachusetts Commission 
against Discrimination, was a 
driving force behind the purchase 
of the Chestnut Hill Country Club 
for the city. 

Morris, who is in his third year 
at Suffolk Law School, believes 
that in the coming years ‘‘inten- 
sification of land use’’ will be a 
major issue. 

“T think we will see developers 
trying to take a piece of land 
already built up and attempt to 
redevelop it at a higher intensi- 
ty,’’ he noted. Morris promised to 
continue to preserve the village 
character of the city. 

Richmond, a local attorney 
seeking his sixth term, has been 
Finance Committee chairman for 
the last six years. Richmond, 55, 
has quizzed municipal depart- 
ment heads vigorously during the 
budget process. 

During the recent budget hear- 
ings, Richmond claimed he was 
integral in setting up meetings 
between the Mayor Mann, 
aldermen and School Committee 
members. 





Richmond wrote the ordinance 
creating the Newton Cultural Af- 
fairs Center and Newton Arts 
Center. ‘‘This has become one of 
the major cultural institutions of 
the city,’ he noted. Richmond 
also implemented the Farmer’s 
Market. 

“It’s all behind the scenes 
work,but it is critical to City 
Hall,’’ he said. Richmond said 
that the major problem facing the 
city in the coming year is revalua- 
tion. 

“The big crunch will be the 
trauma of revaluation,” he said. 
“We have got to get through ap- 
peals and the entire process.” 
Richmond has met with assessors 
throughout the revaluation pro- 
cess to monitor the program. 

Ciccone, wife of former Newton 
Police Union President Allan Cic- 
cone, said her major priority as 
an aldermen would be public safe- 
ty and increased services for 
senior citizens. 

Ciccone, 38, president of a 
restaurant development corpora- 
tion, has campaigned to increase 
police protection. She claimed 
that there is no police protection 
in Nonantum Square, Newtonville 
and Auburndale from 11:30 p.m. - 
7:30a.m. 

“Protection in ward 2 is 
ridiculous,"’ she snapped. ‘I want 
to see my tax-dollars going in the 
right hands...Where the hell is the 
protection?’’ Ciccone, whose son 
was recently stabbed, has also 
stressed the need to keep 
teenagers off the streets. 

“There should be more atten- 
tion given to public safety,” Cic- 
cone said. ‘“‘The only time it 
comes up is budget time or after 
some terrible tragedy. I don't 
want to wait for a tragedy.” 

Ciccone opposes new low and 
moderate income housing in the 
city, but has campaigned for in- 
creased housing for senior 
citizens. 

“Public safety ard senor' 
citizens are my priorities,’ she 
added. Ciccone, who has been sick 
recently, has spent no money in 
the ward 2 city-wide contest. 

In the last contest for the ward 2 
city-wide race, Ciccone received 
2,526 votes. Richmond topped the 
ticket with 5,962 votes and Morris 
received 5,825 votes,

taxpayers money by eliminating 
positions and offering greater effi- 
ciency. 

Sofman, 38, a Temple Universi- 
ty graduate, believes the major 
problem facing the city is over- 
coming the financial squeeze im- 
posed by Proposition 2%. Sofman 
is in favor of any action to 
“repeal” Proposition 242. 

“We live in a community where 
people want services,’’ he ex- 
plained, noting that the repeal of 
the controversial tax-cutting 
measure appears unlikely. 

Sofman said that aldermen 
must attempt to maintain 
municipal services and the school 
system in the wake of the new 
law. 

“T would try and look at new 
management techniques to find 
ways of consolidating and getting 
different departments working 
together rather than looking for 


cuts," he said. 

Sofman, a volunteer in the 
Recreation Department’s special 
needs program, has also em- 
phasized that there must be more 
cooperation between aldermen 
and the School Department in the 
budget process. 

He maintains that the board 
should not do an item by item 
analysis of the school budget, but 
also should not be a rubber stamp. 
“We have a good school system,”’ 
he said. ‘I am supportive of the 
schools. I think the school system 
is one, if not the, major service we 
have."’ Sofman has spent about 
$2,000 in the campaign. 

Sofman said that his manage- 
ment experience in his dentist's 
business is an assett. ‘I would like 
to offer my management ex- 
perience,”’ he said. “I manage an 
office and make financial deci- 
sions every single day that I have 


to live with.” 

Running a dentist's office, Sof- 
man said he has been forced to 
provide patients with the same 
level of services at the same cost 
despite inflation. ‘‘We have the 
exact same problems in the city,” 
he said. “We must provide the 
same level of services with a 
relatively fixed income.” 

Golden, 31, a Nichols College 
graduate and a member of the 
Fire Department Alumni Associa- 
tion, has promised to attempt to 
implement several innovative 
ideas if elected. He has campaign- 
ed to save tax dollars by installing 
solar collectors on municipal 
buildings and promoting energy 
conservation. 

He noted, for example, that 
substantial savings can be attain- 
ed by shutting hot water off when 
not in use. He has also campaign- 
ed to add an employee to the City 


Hall payroll to seek federal funds. 

“Tf we pay that person $25,000 
and he or she brings in $500,000, 
we are well ahead of the game, 
he said. 

Golden, who has spent about 
$900 for leaflets and other cam- 
paign expenses, also believes that 
the School Department should get 
the largest portion of the 
municipal budget. 

He has also campaigned to ex- 
pand the Police Department’s 
home burglar proofing program 
and increasing the Fire Depart- 
ment's school fire safety program 
to make students aware of the 
dangers of false alarms. 

Golden stressed that he is the 
only candidate in the race that has 
cited tax savings programs. ‘I 
am the only one putting forward 
positive ideas about how we can 
save money,” he said. ‘I don’t use 
campaign rhetoric.”

NEWTON On Oct. 24, the 
state's most ambitious operating 
cable television system yet open- 
ed its main studio at 1349 Centre 
St., beginning a far-reaching and 
unpredictable experiment in 
business and communication for 
the city of Newton. 

Cable TV is booming throughout 
the United States, with some ex- 
perts predicting that more than 40 
million TV viewers will have ac- 
cess to cable in a few years. And 
that’s a low estimate. Other in- 
dustry experts have estimated 
that some 100 million TV viewers 
will have access to cable by 1985, 
raising the possibility that some- 
day the entire country may well 
be wired, causing unprecendented 
changes in television's impact. 

Newton's franchise, run by Con- 
tinental Cablevision Inc., is still in 
the process of construction. 
However Michael Musen, Con- 
tinental’s Newton manager, says 
that Thursday, Nov. 12 stands as 
the target for initial turn-on of the 
cable system. 

The franchise has already laid 
more than 200 of a planned 300- 
mile cable network. As apart- 
ments are being prewired, the

Continental won the Newton 
cable contract in a final decision 
by Mayor Theodore Mann in May 
of 1980 that mirrored an earlier, 
overwhelming recommendation 
by the city’s Advisory Commis- 
sion. The company has also ob- 
tained licenses in Saugus, Win- 
chester, Reading, Beverly, 
Watertown, Lawrence, North An- 
dover, Methuen, North Hampton 
and Springfield. Now, having won 
the Newton franchise after more 
than a year of research, analysis 
and public debate, Continental 
has planned an unprecedented 
network bringing Newton to the 
cutting edge in cable technology. 
The plan includes public access 
channels, educational services 
and eventual expansion to 104 
channels. 

Although one other 52 channel 
system is operating in Win-

chester, the Newton system will 
serve an area and population 
more than three times the size of 
that town. 

Assistant Manager Barbara 
Striebert says that by turn-on 
some 50 subscribers will be wired 
into the system, with 50 additional 
subscribers wired each week 
thereafter.

But in March, the company hopes 
to fill the network’s 52-channel 
capacity. Customer hook-up is

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Carmichael strong in 
Ward 7 at-large race

NEWTON — Alderman Bruce Carmichael, 
finishing his first term, is the frontrunner in 
the three-person field for the two city wide 
ward | seats. 


With the resignation of Alderman Robert 
Gaynor, one of the seats has opened up for a 
newcomer. Gaynor, a veteran alderman, an- 
nounced that he will not seek another term in 
order to devote more time to his law practice 
several months ago. 


Carmichael, who runs a local limousine ser- 
vice, has stressed his commitment to 
Newton's villages in the campaign. “The 
strength of the city lies in it’s commitment to 
the villages,” he explained. ‘I feel I have been 
sensitive to the needs of the villages.”” 


Carmichael, 29, cited his opposition to the 
closing of branch libraries and Volvo Village’s 
expansion in Newton Centre as evidence of his 
support for villages. 


Serving as vice chairman of the Finance 
Committee during the budget hearings, Car- 
michael fought to maintain youth services in- 
cluding an outreach worker and job bank pro- 
gram. He also was one of several alderman 
that battled Mayor Theodore Mann's decision 
to eliminate the Fire Department operated 
emergency ambulance service. 


If elected again, Carmichael promised to 
work for energy conservation improvements 
and a long term planning approach to land use. 


“There should be a comprehensive plan for 
the entire city rather than a piecemeal land 
use approach,”’ he said. 

Carmichael, who came under fire during 
the campaign for opposing the Druker 
revitalization of Newton Corner, defended his 
vote and emphasized the need for developers 
who will work with the community to provide 
new rental housing. Carmichael said the 
Druker proposal was out of scale with the com- 
munity. Carmichael estimated he spent $1,500 
in the campaign. 

Sondra Shick, 43, a local attorney, believes 
her political experience and activism can be 
put to good use as an alderman. 

Shick, who has campaigned as an advocate 
committed to preserving the Newton school 
system, is no newcomer to Newton politics. 
She served as a member of the Board of Direc- 
tors of the Newte: League of Women Voter’s 
and helped to draft the zoning amendment re- 
quiring developers to set aside 10 percent of 
new units for subsidized housing. Shick also 
supported the Druker proposal and promised 
to work for new rental housing if elected. 

Shick is expected to be strong in the

predominately liberal South side of the city. “I 
think I’m very good at getting to the heart of 
the matter, asking questions and organizing 
people,” said the mother of three children. 
“As an alderman, I would be a responsible ad- 
vocate for quality in public higher education.” 


Shick, who describes herself as an ‘‘activist 
in the old sense,” cites her part in the forma- 
tion of a fair housing group in Florida in 1968 
and a Food Co-Op in Newton Corner as proof of 
her political commitment. 


Shick, a Northeastern University Law 
School graduate, has garnered the support of 
many local liberals including Harry Crosby 
and David Cohen. Shick has spent about $3,000 
in the campaign. 


Shick said that the city can survive the 
fiscal squeeze imposed by Proposition 24% by 
increasing volunterism and user fees. 


Glen Morris, a local architect who made an 
unsuccessful bid for the seat two years ago, 
has stressed the urgent need for additional 
rental housing throughout the campaign. 


As chairman of the Newton Corner Com- 
munity Development Corporation, Morris lob- 
bied strongly for the proposal which would 
have provided much needed rental housing. 


“T am constantly surprised in going around 
the city at the depth of feeling for the Druker 
proposal,’’ said Morris. The 34-year-old 
member of the Housing Coalition for Newton 
has also proposed a revision to the city zoning 
ordinances to encourage rental housing. 

Morris said the proposal provides an incen- 
tive to developers to build mixed income ren- 
tal housing in business districts - primarily 
village centers. With the severe shortage of 
rental housing in Newton, Morris’ campaign 
has hit hard. 

Morris also believes that the city should 
finish the asbestos removal at Newton North 
High School as soon as possible. “I am 
somewhat disheartened that we have not dealt 
with the removal of asbestos full-force,’’ he ex- 
plained. ‘I don’t think we want to be exposing 
our children to a long term problem. I think we 
will be very upset if kids start having pro- 
blems a number of years from now.” 

Morris also feels that Newton should have 
the opportunity to override Proposition 2%. In 
addition, he has emphasized the need for long 
term planning in the city. 

Said Morris: “I think we desperately need 
an overall plan- a set of goals as to where we 
want to be in terms of production of rental 
housing, revitalization, taxes and financing of 
services.” Morris has spent about $1,700 in the 
campaign.

Taglienti appears strong in 7; Ross, Vance battle

NEWTON — The incumbent 
Ward 7 Alderman-at-Large 
Dominic Taglienti should sail into 
the number one slot here as 
challengers Eve Ross and Verne 
Vance battle it out for the seat 
vacated by four-term alderman 
Mark White. 

Both challengers admitted that 
the White vacancy was in part, 
reason for their entry into this 
year’s race. 

While Taglienti, 64, has rested 
on his citywide visibility and 
three-term aldermanic track 
record, his opposition has been 
scrambling to spread their names 
about the city. 


While Ross has been ‘Bullish on 
Newton,’’ Vance has billed 
himself as ‘‘All Newton can vote 
for.” Ross has funneled her 
monies into media advertising as 
Vance has put much of his 
resources into the printing of a 
smart-looking leaflet. 

They have both been campaign- 
ing hard and have confessed the 
race boils down to a_ two- 
candidate election. 

Vance, a graduate of Harvard 
Law and former official of the US 
State Department, said 
“realistically, one has to expect 
someone who is an incumbent will 
retain his seat.”” 

The former chairman of the 
Massachusetts Advisory Council 


on Education, Vance, 49, is a 
“firm believer’’ in public educa- 
tion. As an attorney, he has ex- 
perience in the areas of urban 
renewal, public utilities and the 
environment. 


Ross, 30, is a practicing at- 
torney in Newton and a graduate 
of Boston College Law. She also 
holds a Master in City Planning 
from Harvard University and an 
undergraduate degree from Brad- 
ford College Institute of Urban 
Studies. 


“I've always been civic mind- 
ed,”’ said Ross of her candidacy. 
“T just have an interest in govern- 
ment and there was an open 
seat.”’ 


She noted that her city planning 
backround gives her expertise in 
land use, planning, municipal 
finance and housing. 


Taglienti, a developer and 
Newton apartment owner sits on 
the Land Use and Public 
Facilities committees. Although 
he opposed the Druker proposal 
for Newton Corner, which would 
have provided 301 units of rental 
housing, he believes that the the 
lack of affordable rental housing 
is the biggest facing the city. 


Taglienti said the city should 
employ someone who is well vers- 
ed with housing. ‘‘When you're hot 
on a subject such as housing, you 
should be right on its tail and build 


housing and make sure you get 
the money,” he said. 

“In the aftermath of Druker, all 
the housing uproar we had at the 
time is now on the backburner,” 
Taglienti added. “It will be reviv- 
ed again when the Sidney Hill pro- 
perty comes before the board.” 

Ross, who said she would have 
voted for Druker, noted the city 
“must make up for the loss of ren- 
tal housing stock, possibly 
through rehabilitation’ of ex- 
isting properties. 

Vance said he favored the 
preservation of village character 
yet noted the city must permit 
some new development to expand 
the tax base and the rental hous- 
ing stock. 


The three candidates question- 
ed the wide implementation of 
user fees for the use of city ser- 
vices, 


“They're never going to get the 
money they think they’re going to 
get,”’ said Taglienti, who voted 
against the fees. “I think they 
have gone too far on this whole 
thing, especially with trash.” 


Vance said he ‘‘seriously 
doubted if user fees are going to 
be a source of new revenue,” and 
admitted that he had problems 
with many of the new fees. 

Ross called the fees, which were 
implemented in the wake of Pro- 
position 2%, a form of “hidden 
taxation.” 


Three incumbents vying for two Ward 5 at-large openings

NEWTON — In an unusual race, 
three incumbents are squaring off 
for two citywide seats from ward 
5 


Incumbent Ward 5 Aldermen- 
at-Large Paul Coletti and James 
Miller find themselves faced with 
fending off fellow board member 
Paul Daley. All three candidates 
are two-term incumbents. 

Daley, a real estate broker and 
appraiser, formerly represented 
ward 3 but has since taken up 
residency in ward 5. Despite the 
move and entry into his first 
citywide election, Daley does not 


believe he will suffer any type of 
exposure problem. 

“T originally came from Ward 
5,” explained Daley. “The fact 
that I'm third generation I won't 
have a problem.” 

To improve his citywide visibili- 
ty, Daley has financed half page 
adds in local newspapers. Coletti, 
who has appeared with Miller on 
several citywide election ballots, 
has placed quarter page adds and 
has built roofracks. Miller has 
comparatively done less cam- 
paigning than either of his opposi- 
tion. 

Daley's entry into the fray could 
hurt Coletti more than it dues 


Miller because of Coletti’s 
strength in ward 3, Daley's old 
ward, aS shown in the last 
municipal election. Coletti, who 
topped the ward 5 at-large ticket 
in 1979 by less than 200 votes, pick- 
ed up 300 more votes than Miller 
in ward 3. 

However, Daley, who totaled 
1,183 votes in his ward 3 race two 
years ago, could pick up a con- 
siderable amount of the Coletti 
vote here. How much Daley 
garners citywide remains to be 
seen, 

Coletti, vice-chairman of the 
Finance committee, has noted in 
his adds that his commitment to 


the board and attendance record 
is “twice as good as any 
challenger.” 

Despite the entry of a third in- 
cumbent into the race, Coletti said 
he felt secure. ‘‘My commitment 
was much more than both of my 
opponents,”’ he said. 

Miller, a project manager for 
Data General, sits on three com- 
mittees but has neglected to at- 
tend 41 of 68 committee meetings 
over the past two years. He said 
personal conflicts and personal 
obligations has kept him away 
from his committee respon- 
sibilities. However, Miller did not 
believe that his absences hindered 


his ability to perform as an alder- 
man noting that ‘‘if anything is in 
writing,’’ he ‘thas read it.”” 

After each committee meeting 
and before each full board 
meeting, the actions of the com- 
mittee meetings are put in 
writing. 

Daley, who criticized Miller for 
“being remise”’ in his duties, fail- 
ed to attend 30 of 77 meetings over 
the same two-year period. Coletti 
missed just 13 of 66 meetings in 
comparison. 

Miller has cast himself a 
“representative vote,’’ whose 
primary interests, especially in 
regard to land use projects, will 


be representative of the 
neighborhood concerns. 

Coletti, said the city must work 
to expand its tax base either by 
encouraging new development or 
revitalization. He also said the ci- 
ty must ‘‘maximize utilization" 
through the consolidation and 
merging of muncipal services. 

Daley, a member of the Land 
Use Committee, said Newton 
must work to improve its rental 
housing stock both for the young 
and the elderly. ‘‘We don’t have 
enough units to supply demand in 
this city,”’ added Daley. ‘‘The city 
has an obligation to provide for 
these people, both young and old.”

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‘It's a shock’: Boy recalls terror of being stabbed

NEWTON — It was two minutes 
of terror — a knife slashing madly 
in the night, a brief struggle and 
finally escape for the 16-year-old 
son of a Newton cop. 

Allan ‘Jay’? Ciccone Jr., who 
was Slashed with a knife repeated- 
ly and escaped serious injury, had 
gone to the Albemarle 
Playground on Watertown Street 
to watch a baseball game on Sept. 
2, but ended up in a struggle for 
his life. Albermarle Park is one of 


the most frequented evening 
hang-outs for local youths in the 
city. 


Ciccone Jr. was treated and 
released at Newton Wellesley 
Hospital that same night for 


minor knife wounds including 
several stitches in his right hand. 

“It's not really scary,"’ Ciccone 
Jr. said yesterday, recalling the 
vicious knife attack. ‘It’s a shock. 
You see something and you just 
don't know how to react. I didn’t 
know how to react.”” 

Police deny that the stabbing, 
which occured almost seven 
weeks ago, was covered up. 
However, the stabbing was not 
reported by any local newspaper, 
ingluding The Graphic, which ob- 

s the police news regularly. 

Lt. Charles Feeley, who heads 
the Community Service Division, 
said the police station computer, 
which compiles the daily police 
log, may have been broken. Such 
a breakdown could have resulted 
in the failure to disclose the in- 


formation. 

The wild nightmare began at 
approximately 11:45 p.m. when 
three car loads of teenagers came 
to a screeching halt on Watertown 
Street as Ciccone Jr. was beginn- 
ing his several block walk home. 

A 17 or 18-year-old assailant 
jumped from the first car - a 1972 
blue LTD - and demanded to know 
if Ciccone Jr. was a member of 
the ‘Cunning gang.”’ 

When Ciccone Jr. responded by 
saying he knew ‘‘Cunning,” the 
assailant leaped madly forward 
with a black handled knife and 
slashed at the youth’s chest. 

The shocked Ciccone Jr. raised 
his right hand to deflect the blow 
and was cut. 

“He had no look on his face 
whatsoever,”’ noted Ciccone Jr. 


“He looked like he had done this 
before. He was coming for my 
chest and I just whacked him as 
hard as I could.”’ The crazed 
assailant then came at him a se- 
cond time. 

“He came around and tried to 
get me in the stomach, but I kick- 
ed the knife out of his hand,” he 
explained. “I kicked him in the 
wrist.’’ 

With the knife knocked out of 
the assailant’s hand, Ciccone Jr. 
and the attacker jousted and soon 
two more teenagers had jumped 
into the fray in an attempt to aid 
the assailant. 

One of the youths pulled at Cic- 
cone Jr’s hair and another at- 
tempted to pull him off the 
assailant. The victim swung at the 
two youths attempting to wrestle 


him to the ground and then ran for 
his life. 

“As soon as I hit the ground I 
just rolled and took off,”’ he said. 
“T didn’t look to see if they were 
coming. I just got up and started 
running!” 

Ciccone Jr., who has played 
football at the playground for 
many years, said he never ex- 
pected the ruthless attack. “It’s 
kind of weird,”’ he noted. ‘I have 
been hanging around there all my 
life.” 

Feeley said that police have no 
leads in the stabbing case. 

Ciccone Jr. said that he 
recognized the assailant from 
Newton Corner, but did not know 
his name or identity. Allan's 
mother, Patricia, a candidate for 
Ward 2 Alderman-at-Large, 


charged that the police have no 
thoroughly investigated the case. 

“The only leads they followed 
up are what my son and I gave 
them,"’ said Ciccone. ‘This 
department has done nothing to 
investigate this matter.” 

Ciccone’s father is former 
Police Union President Allan Cic- 
cone Sr. who resigned under 
pressure this year after charging 
that there was ‘‘fat” in the Police 
Department's budget and the tax- 
payers money was being wasted. 

Ciccone, who is not currently 
being paid by the department as a 
result of orders from Police Chief 
William Quinn, is presently in- 
volved in a legal dispute with the 
department involving a back in- 
jury.

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ullwinkle faces Snyder 
in Ward 3 aldermen’s race

NEWTON Although Richard 


Bullwinkle has formally been out of 
Newton politics for four years, his 
candidacy may be the one to beat in 
Ward 3. 

Without hesitation, the four-term 
alderman, from 1973 to 1978, can still 
call the ward his own. 

Even his opposition, Paul Snyder, a 
newcomer to the political scene, ad- 
mits that the ‘‘recognition’’ of his op- 
ponent’s name is the toughest thing he 
must overcome. Incumbent Ward 3 
Alderman Paul Daley has moved to 
Ward 5 thus opening the seat for anew 
face in January. 

Despite losing in 1979 in his bid to 
unseat Ward 3-at-large incumbents 
Matthew Jefferson and Robert Ten- 
nant, the 53-year-old Bullwinkle took 
Ward 3 with 1199 votes. 

Snyder, an attorney for the US 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development, decided to run for 
alderman when the board, he felt, ig- 
nored community protests against the 
move of the West Newton Branch 
Library to the Davis Community 
School. 

Much of the impetus behind 
Snyder's political motivation also 
comes from what he sees is ‘‘a lack of 
leadership” on the present 24- 
member board and a “‘lack of a pro- 
fessional” ambiance. 

“We need people who possess the 
ability to disagree without taking it 
personally,” said Snyder, 37, a 
graduate of Boston University Law. 

Bullwinkle, like Snyder, finds fault 


with the attitude of the current board. 
“T don’t think it is as mature as it was 
when I was on it,’ noted the 
marketing administrator. 

Described by some as the ‘board's 
conscience” when active, Bullwinkle 
was a major proponent of the Open 
Meeting Law. 

A fiscal conservative, Bullwinkle 
advocated the tedious scrutinization 
of the city's budget during his first 
tenure. Today he envisions a system 
of periodical ‘inventory control,” to 
“see where department expenses are 
going.” 

Bullwinkle also feels that the city 
should set up an office of Economic 
Development which would work 
toward inducing businesses to come 
into the city. 

Another avenue, which Bullwinkle 
believes the city could get additional 
Tevenue, is by reviewing the taxes 
paid by area businesses. ‘‘Utilities in 
the city are getting away with 
murder,” he said. 

Snyder, like his opponent, considers 
himself a fiscal conservative. He 
would like to see the establishment of 
a post-audit sub-committee, which 
would include an outside accountant, 
to oversee the work of the Finance 
Committee. 

“Where at a period when people are 
starting to realize there is no free 
lunch," said Snyder. ‘‘We have Pro- 
position 2% and we have to be fiscally 
responsible.” 

Snyder also noted there is ‘‘only one 
taxpayer,” who is being forced to pay 
out of new pockets despite Proposition 
244. “I don’t think there are any new 


sources of revenue, it’s just a dif- 
ferent pocket,”’ Snyder said. He pro- 
ceeded to denounce the implementa- 
tion of user fees, the wooing of addi- 
tional industry to broaden the tax 
base and the further taxation of public 
utilities - who he claims just assess 
their customers. 

Both candidates also had some 
strong words for the city’s school clos- 
ing policies, particularly the schedul- 
ed shutdown of the Warren School at 
the end of this school year. 

“T would rather see these closings 
by a master plan than piecemeal,” 
said Bullwinkle. ‘I would like to see 
the Warren school remain open 
although it may be fait accomplis.”" 

Snyder called the rash of closings 
and the subsequent conversion of va- 
cant school buildings a case of ‘‘short- 
sightedness.”’ 

“If interest rates come down in five 
years, people are going to need hous- 
ing,”’ added Snyder. ‘‘It is very con- 
ceivable that there is guing to be an 
influx if housing becomes af- 
fordable.”’ 

Bullwinkle also addressed the city’s 
housing problems which he says is 
contributing to the city’s stratifica- 
tion. ‘There is no place for young peo- 
ple to live,”’ he noted. ‘The city has to 
address this on a long-term basis. 

“We're really shutting out young 
people,’’ added Bullwinkle. ‘‘It is as 
good a reason our schools are empty 
as the pill.” He said the city must at- 
tempt to get a large block of housing 
for its elderly rather than the small 
blocks it now gets.

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Rose Art Museum plans 
pre-Columbian exhibit 


WALTHAM — An exhibition of pre-Columbian 
art, consisting for the most part of pieces 
never before put on public display, will be 
shown at the Rose Art Museum on the 
Brandeis University campus from Nov. 7 
through Dec. 20. A reception and preview of 
the exhibition will take place on Saturday, 
Nov. 7, between 8:30 and 11:30 p.m. and is open 
to the public. 

The exhibit, entitled ‘‘Ancient American 
Art: An Aesthetic View,”’ will differ from most 
showings of pre-Columbian art which general- 
ly emphasize the historical contexts in which 
the objects were made and explain ancient 
cultures through them. 

The Rose Art Museum exhibition makes no 
attempt to discount the importance of these 
anthropological considerations, but seeks to 
draw primary attention instead to the 
aesthetic sculptural qualities of the objects 
without reference to their function or cultural 
origin. This emphasis has typically been a con- 
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cern among private collectors, art historians, 
and dealers, but it has rarely been the focus of 
museum exhibitions. 

“Ancient American Art: An Aesthetic 
View” includes many objects which may be 
considered ‘‘off-beat’’ in relation to their 
cultures. They have been chosen because of 
the conviction that less typical examples often 
express the artistic freedom which is 
sculpturally significant without regard to time 
or place. Through these choices, the exhibition 
purposefully challenges our expected notions 
of pre-Columbian art. Those viewers familiar 
with pre-Columbian art are in for many sur- 
prises. Those unfamiliar with the field can 
make a provocative discovery about an ar- 
tistic tradition that ranks with any in the 
history of art.

Schur blasts 
rape sentence 


NEWTON — Rep. Susan D. Schur (D- 
Newton) had expressed shock and outrage 
with Judge Herbert Abrams, a Norfolk 
Superior Court judge who imposed a lenient 
sentence on five men guilty of raping a Whit- 
man woman. 

The five men, Robert J. Tarr, Mark Savoy, 
John Strickland, Richard Dovel, and Alex- 
ander Aldupolis pleaded guilty to charges of 
rape, unnatural rape and malicious destruc- 
tion of property. f 
“Last year, members of the Women’s 
Legislative Caucus fought long and hard to in- 
crease rape convictions by passing Chapter 
459,” said Rep. Schur. Chapter 459 of the Acts 
of 1980 amended the rape statute in 
Massachusetts by setting up a system of stair- 
casing for different categories of rape. 

“This law was passed,” continued Schur, 
“believing that the judges of this com- 
monwealth recognized the serious and vicious 
nature of this crime, and that they would 
sentence accordingly. Judge Abrams has in- 
sulted women and the law-abiding citizens of 
Massachusetts by sentencing admitted rapists 
to three-five year suspended sentences and 
$500 fines to be paid in $5 weekly installments. 
“Rape is a crime of violence which must be 
dealt with appropriately,” she said. ‘Judge 
Abrams’ disregard for the rape victim and for 
the intent of the statute has made a mockery of 
our judicial system and should be reviewed.

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A dream fulfilled for racing Newton couple 


At 5:30 p.m. Sunday, as twilight 
began to creep over Central Park 
and most of Manhatten had turn- 
ed its attention to watching the 
Yankees and Dodgers battle in the 
fifth game of the World Series 
from Los Angeles, Suzanne Emer- 
son of Auburndale struggled 
across the finish line of the New 
York City Marathon. More than 
three hours after Alberto Salazar 
had broken the tape, Emerson 
completed her first attempt at the 
26-mile distance. Hardly in world 
record time, but a personal 
triumph nonetheless. 


Marathon-running is a funny 
sport. Unlike any other, the object 
is not to win, but to finish. Of the 
16,000 runners, joggers, and in 
some cases, glory-seekers who 
entered Sunday’s race, perhaps 
only 10 really had serious 
thoughts of winning. The remain- 
ing 15,990 wanted only to finish in 
a time set only by themselves. 


David Emerson and his wife, 
Suzanne, were both in the latter 
catagory. So too was Steve Nor- 
ton, a Waltham resident, although 
Norton's aspirations did take on a 
more serious tone. 

For the Emersons both 
Waltham High graduates, this 
was their first marathon together. 
“Our dream was to cross the 
finish line hand-in-hand and have 
a picture of something we'd 
always remember,” said 36-year 
old Dave. ‘Unfortunately, it 
didn’t work out that way. But we 
both still finished and we're very 
proud of that.” 

Dave, who ran New York last 
fall for the first time and has par- 
ticipated in the Boston Marathon 
since 1979 as an unofficial entrant, 
completed the course in approx- 
imately 4% hours. Suzanne, who 
became ill and was forced to stop 
midway through, came across an 
hour later. 

“Suzanne began to feel weak in

the stomach,” said Dave. ‘She's a 
nurse so she knew she had to stop. 
She told me to go ahead, however, 
and finish the race. She said she’d 
meet me at the medical station at 
the finish line.” 

When Dave finished and began 
to look for his wife, she was 
nowhere to be found. As he found 
out later, she rested for half-an- 
hour, felt a burst of energy and 
finished the race. 


“I was getting really worried 
when all of a sudden she stormed 
into the hotel room and said ‘I 
finished the race,’” related Dave. 
“After resting she’d felt her 
energy come back and just felt 
she had to run the rest of the 
way.” 


For 35-year old Suzanne, a 
nurse at the Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital, and Dave, a teacher in 
the Waltham public schools, Sun- 
day’s marathon was the culmina- 
tion of one full year of training. 


Married 13 years, they began run- 
ning together five years ago as a 
way to stay fit. What started as 
simple one and two mile runs pro- 
gressed slowly to five, then eight, 
and finally 18 mile sessions 
designed to prepare for the 
marathon. 

“I started very slowly,’ em- 
phasized Dave, who is quick to 
point out that he'll never win any 
marathons. ‘In the beginning I 
use to run 300 yards down a hill 
and then walk back. For the first 
year I never did more than a mile 
and a half. But I gradually built 
strength and increased my 
distance. When I ran New York 
last year, Suzanne said that she 
wished she could run with me. We 
planned right then to work toward 
that this year.”’ 

Their dream almost died due to 
a technicality. Since New York 
has no qualifying times for en- 
trance, numbers are handed out 
on a first come-first serve basis. 


When Dave wrote to the marathon 
committee for applications this 
summer, he did so separately, As 
it turned out, Suzanne was ac- 
cepted and he was rejected. 


“T wrote another letter to them 
explaining our situation,” says 
Dave. ‘‘They wrote back and said 
that due to the extenuating cir- 
cumstances they would accept me 
into the race. It was a very nice 
thing for them to do. After all, 
they've got 16,000 people to worry 
about and here they were taking 
the time to help a guy who runs it 
in 44% hours."” 


Thus the Emersons experienced 
the distinctly different thrill of 
running down Madison Avenue 
and through the streets of 
Harlem. Next year, with one 
marathon already under 
Suzanne's belt, they hope to fulfill 
their dream of crossing the finish 
line together. 


While the Emersons were 
following one goal, Steve Norton 
was completing another. He 
didn't expect to win the race 
either, but he had a definite time 
in which he wanted to run it. 


Norton finished in the very 
respectable time of 2:55, this win- 
ning a medal awarded to all those 
who came in under three hours. It 
wasn't his best, but as Norton 
says, ‘If you want to go for a per- 
sonal best, don’t do it in New 
York. There are just too many 
people in the race. I wanted to run 
a 5% minute first mile. but it took 
me nine minutes because of the 
crowd,”

the runners. “They were just 
Sreat,”’ he said. ‘‘So many gave us 
water and helped us along.

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‘Concern’ group playing an active role in election

NEWTON Much to the 
dismay of some candidates and 
the delight of others, CONCERN, 
a powerful grass-roots organiza- 
tion committed to education, is 
endorsing a number of alder- 
manic and school committee can- 
didates in the Nov. 3 election. 


With impressive results, the 
group has targeted candidates in 
past elections. This year, CON- 
CERN has spent $1,119 (from 
Sept. 5 to Oct. 16) promoting can- 
didates, according to a campaign 
finance report filed Monday. 


The organization, which has en- 
dorsed School Committee can- 
didates in the past, is planning on 
sending out a slate card to Newton 
voters supporting aldermanic and 


school committee candidates. 

Alderman Mark White called 
the organization the most im- 
pressive and successful organiza- 
tion ever backing candidates in 
the city. ‘They are a very power- 
ful organization,”’ he said. “There 
is no question about it.” 

Several aldermen have com- 
plained that the organization did 
not interview incumbents - allow- 
ing them to explain their stand on 
the school issues, especially the 
alderman’s role in the budget pro- 
cess with the School Committee’s 
loss of fiscal autonomy. 

Jane Rutan, chairman of the 
organization, refused to release 
the names of the candidates that 
the organization will endorse. If 
past elections are any indication, 
the handpicked candidates will 
especially do well on the liberal 
south side of the city. 


Rutan said the organization is 
not endorsing any incumbent 
aldermen. In the first election 
since the School Committee lost 
its fiscal autonomy, Rutan said 
many aldermen did not bother to 
attend any hearings on the school 
budget to ‘‘find out how the school 
budget differs from the city 
budget.” 


Rutan also refused to release 
how many members are in the 
organization or how many people 
make the decision on what can- 
didates the group will endorse. 
“It’s a policy we have,” she ex- 
plained when refusing to release 
the information. “It’s part of our 
mystique. Why should we tell 
everything?”’ 


Rutan said that membership 
“varies based on people's time, 
interest and issues.” However, 


she indicated that the organiza- 
tion presently has less than 50 
members and has representation 
from all wards of the city. 

She said that the group does not 
vote on who to endorse, but 
“comes to a consensus.”’ 


The liberal organization was 
organized in 1977 to unseat a 
primarily conservative School 
Committee that received 
widespread support from a 
political organization called 
VOICE. Rutan said the organiza- 
tion was ‘‘formed out of the con- 
cern for the maintenance of a 
good quality public school 
system.” 

Some have criticized CON- 
CERN for its mailing sent out just 
prior to that election. In a past 
election, the organization labeled 
some School Committee can- 


didates as ‘‘a serious threat to our 
schools." 

Rutan said that incumbent 
aldermen were not interviewed 
because ‘‘they have their own 
track record to run on.” 

“We are looking for candidates 
who feel public education in 
Newton is important and a good 
investment,” she explained. 

Rutan, who was campaign 
manager for state Rep. David 
Cohen (D-Newton), also denied 
the that the organization is made 
up only of liberal Democrats. 

Rutan said the group is ‘‘not 
that formal” and does not have 
formal dues or membership 
drives to recruit new members. 
“People who wish to support us do 
so,”’ she noted. 

With its success in the past, 
CONCERN has come to be viewed 
by some as friend and others as 


villain. ‘‘There is always 
criticism when people don’t agree 
with the choices that have been 
made by a political organization 
or group of people,’’ admitted 
Rutan. 

Many aldermen seem to 
welcome the group into the 
political arena. “I wish that we 
had more groups that pressed for 
their viewpoints,’ said Alderman 
Ethel Sheehan. 


“Anything that gets people in- 
volved is good,"’ agreed Alderman 
Richard McGrath, adding that he 
wished he was interviewed by the 
organization. 


“TI certainly feel left out since 
no one bothered to interview me 
as to what my positions are,’’ he 
said. ‘‘I’d have no problem ex- 
plaining my positions and I'd like 
the opportunity to do that.”’

ing commitments, altering them 
only for important reasons.

2. The highest priority of the 
Board is to maintain and improve 
the quality and efficiency of City 
services in the wake of Proposi- 
tion 2%, particularly in areas of 
public safety and education. Long 
range planning for land use 
should also be a high priority. 

3. I place education very high 
among budget priorities. Schools 
must run efficiently to preserve 
and improve Newton’s tradition of 
quality education. Loss of fiscal 
autonomy demands that the 
Board work closely with the 
School Committee. While 
Adlermen must monitor the bot- 
tom line of the school budget, 
determination of priorities and 
programs should remain with the 
School Committee and School 
Department.

4. I agree with the previous ef- 
forts by the School Committee to 
encourage early retirement and 
leaves of absence in dealing with 
necessary tenured cutbacks. 
After that, our present method, 
which considers seniority and 
“the good of the system,” (i.e. a 
heed for a particular field of ex- 
pertise,) should then be im- 
plemented with high regard for 
principals’ evaluations. 


5. Should this prove necessary, I 
would be very active in attemp- 
ting to secure additional local aid 
funds. I am against cutting entire 
programs and would rather make 
whatever percentage cuts are 
possible within each area, keep- 
ing the most direct services, i.e. 
qualified teachers, manageable 
classroom sizes, specialists, 


aides, etc. in highest priority.
